The  Old  Colony  Collection 

Formed  in  New  England  by  an  advanced  collector  with 
diverse  numismatic  interests,  the  Old  Colony  Collection 
represents  nearly  every  aspect  ot  American  numismatics,  with 
complementary  aciditions  from  around  the  world.  Within 
American  coins,  the  reader  of  the  present  catalogue  will  find 
colonial  coins  and  early  coppers,  extensive  offerings  of  small 
cents,  two-cent  pieces,  nickels,  three-cent  pieces,  quarters 
and  other  types.  Gold  coins  were  clearly  a focus,  and  include 
many  rarities  from  the  earliest  issues  such  as  the  1795  half 
eagle,  and  beautiful  1796  eagle,  to  exciting  new  discoveries 
such  as  the  finest  known  1851-0  half  eagle,  to  prized  rarities 
such  as  an  1879  Flowing  Hair  Stella,  a piece  few  collectors 
ever  have  the  opportunity  to  own.  Beyond  these,  early  Proof 
sets  were  clearly  purchased  with  quality  and  aesthetic  appeal 
in  mind,  United  States  Pattern  coins  are  represented,  as  is  a 
nice  selection  of  Private  and  Territorial  gold  coins  of  the  era 
of  the  California  Gold  Rush. 

Beyond  the  parameters  ofUnited  States  courage,  Canadian 
coins  and  a selection  of  world  gold  issues  serve  to  round  out 
the  offering.

All  of  the  copper,  bronze,  and  silver  coins 
of  Canada  and  its  issuing  provinces  are  presented  here  in  one 
grade  or  another,  the  only  glaring  absentees  being  a silver  doUar 
of  1911,  one  of  the  great  numismatic  rarities  of  Canada,  and 
an  example  of  the  very  rare  and  seldom-seen  1871-H  New- 
foundland-Canada  mule  ten-cents.  After  these  two  rarities, 
every  date  and  denomination  of  Canada,  New  Brunswick, 
Newfoundland,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Prince  Edward  Island  coinage 
are  included,  along  with  the  vast  majority  of  the  most  popular 
Canadian  varieties  of  each  date  as  well. 

Those  who  appreciate  nice  Victorian  and  Edwardian  coinage 
in  EE  or  finer  will  be  absolutely  delighted  at  the  choices  offered 
herein.  Certainly  one  of  the  highlights  of  this  or  any  other  col- 
lection is  the  1921  fifty-cents  in  Good-6,  certified  by  NGC, 
but  what  a coin  it  is.  The  surftces  are  essentially  unmarred 
and  the  grade  is  “right-on”  with  no  room  for  discussion.  It  is 
a well-circulated  example  of  the  “King  of  Canadian  Coins,” 
and  as  such  it  will  probably  bring  more  serious  bidding  actiCty 
than  a gem  of  the  same  date — those  seeking  gem  examples  of 
the  date  are  practically  as  rare  as  the  date  itself,  but  the  present 
circulated  example  offers  an  opportunity  for  collectors  of  all 
resources  to  obtain  this  prize!

The  second  section 
occupies  most  of  the  next  day,  the  7th.  The  ANR  staff  will 
be  on  hand,  and  the  red  carpet  will  be  out  for  you. 


Then  follows  the  Baltimore 
Coin  and  Currency  Convention  in 
the  nearby  Baltimore  Convention 
Center,  with  Dealer  Day  being  De- 
cember 8th,  followed  by  the  show 
itself  on  the  9th  through  the  11th. 

Plan  to  come  by,  visit  the  many  fine 
dealers  who  will  set  up,  and  see  us 
as  well. 

All  the  amenities  at  the  Renaissance  Hotel  as  well  as  the 
Convention  Center  are  of  a high  order  of  excellence,  com- 
fort, and  friendly  ambience — in  the  heart  of  the  downtown 
district,  close  by  the  harbor  with  its  scenic  attractions,  fine 
stores  and  shops.  If  you  enjoy  the  restaurant  scene  (but  you  are 
not  allowed  to  go  on  the  6th  or  the  7th!),  check  out  Ruth’s 
Chris  Steak  House  (our  very  favorite  in  the  entire  chain), 
Morton’s,  Hampton’s,  Kali  Court,  or  the  Prime  Rib — these 
being  some  of  our  favorites.  The  Prime  ITib  in  particular  has 
a rich  numismatic  tradition  with  me,  harkening  back  to  1979 
when  I worked  with  The  Johns  Hopkins  University  on  the 
sale  of  the  Garrett  Collection. 

Baltimore,  with  its  excellent  airline  connections  to  just 
about  everywhere,  and  a minimum  of  congestion,  has  become 
one  of  the  most  popular  places  for  coin  events.  The  city  has 
a numismatic  history  unmatched  by  any  other — being  the 
home,  past  and  present,  to  such  greats  as  T.  Harrison  Garrett 
and  John  Work  Garrett,  George  Massamore,  M.I.  Cohen, 
Waldo  C.  Newcomer,  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr.,  and,  in  the 
modern  era,  our  line  friend  and  colleague.  Dr.  GeorgeJ.  Fuld. 
Now  and  then  in  a catalogue  we  expand  on  this  rich  tradition, 
to  be  revisited  perhaps  in  our  next  Baltimore  catalogue. 

Now,  a review  of  the  sale  itself  Numismatic  Americana 
sets  the  scene  for  the  early  part  of  the  sale — ^what  with  colo- 
nial and  other  issues,  the  fimous  Libertas  Americana  medal, 
the  historic  Manly  Medal  (the  first  to  actually  depict  George 
Washington  in  lifelike  form),  the  Eccleston  Medal,  and  others. 
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The  advanced  specialized  collection  ofWashingtoniana  comes 
from  a well-known  Southeastern  cabinet  that  has  been  years 
m the  making.  Then  follows  a fine  array  of  copper  half  cents 
and  large  cents,  including  the  all-important  and  very  popular 
issues  of  1793,  and  many  interesting  die  varieties  and  high- 
grade  pieces.  Small  cents  begin  with — what  else? — the  1856 
Flying  Eagle  cent,  and  continue  to  include  interesting  items 
in  the  Indian  and  Lincoln  series. 

Jumping  ahead  to  nickel  five-cent  pieces,  the  Indian  Head/ 
Buffalo  specialist  will  delight  in  one  of  the  nicest  1918/7-D 
coins  we  have  ever  handled,  a choice  Mint  State  example  from 
the  collection  of  our  good  friend  Bill  Fivaz.  This  particular 
variety  was  discovered  by  Syracuse  dealer  Barney  Bluestone 
111  the  early  1930s.  It  took  a while  for  it  to  catch  on,  but  now 
It  is  a foundation  stone  m the  series,  and  a highlight  of  Bill’s 
fine  consignment  to  this  sale. 

Silver  coins  run  from  early  years  to  the  20th  century  and 
include  many  key  dates,  type  coins,  scarce  mintmarks,  high 
grade  pieces,  and  more — something  for  everyone.  Following 
quarter  dollars,  the  curtain  comes  down  on  the  first  session. 

The  second  session  starts  with  an  important  offering  of 
pattern  coins,  a series  in  which  just  about  everything  is  a key 
issue  and  highlight.  Here  I mention  an  1877  half  dollar  which 
I enjoyed  cataloguing  years  ago  as  part  ot  the  Garrett  Collec- 
tion. Now  it  appears  as  Lot  1006.  Territorial  gold  from  the 
Old  Colony  Collection  has  been  off  the  market  for  decades. 
The  presentation  includes  a nice  selection  of  the  most  popular 
and  historic  issues,  with  accompanying  descriptions.  Several 
remarkable  19th-century  Proof  sets  cross  the  block  soon  af- 
terward, also  from  the  Old  Colony  Collection,  followed  by  a 
presentation  of  half  dollars,  including  high  grade  pieces  and 
rare  issues. 

Silver  dollars,  always  an  American  Numismatic  Rarities 
specialty,  comprise  memorable  quality  early  issues,  a pair  of 
classic  1794  rarities,  and  other  highlights,  followed  by  Liberty 
Seated  dollars  and  a wide  array  of  Morgan  dollars.  How  thank- 
ful we  all  are  that  the  Treasury  Department  had  more  Morgan 


dollars  than  it  knew  what  to  do  with — as  backing  for  Silver 
Certificates  and  also  because  there  was  no  need  for  them  in 
commerce — and  stored  them  by  the  millions,  to  be  released 
years  later  to  the  delight  of  numismatists.  Today  this  series, 
one  of  my  favorites,  provides  a window  on  the  19th  century, 
the  only  specialty  in  which  choice  and  gem  Mint  State  coins 
can  be  obtained  for  low  prices. 

Gold  coins  cover  all  denominations,  including  the  notable 
1879  $4  Stella.  Early  quarter  eagles,  half  eagles,  and  eagles 
will  attract  attention,  as  will  later  pieces  including  $1  and  $3 
pieces,  coins  from  the  Charlotte,  Dahlonega,  New  Orleans,  and 
Carson  City  mints,  and  key  dates.  Among  20th-century  gold 
are  highlights  including  high-grade  coins,  lower  value  “type” 
coins  of  exceptional  aesthetic  quality,  and  key  issues — the 
latter  including  the  rare  192()-S  and  1930-S  SIO  and  multiple 
examples  of  the  MCMVII  $20. 

Then  come  commemorative  coins,  always  of  interest,  as 
each  has  its  own  story.  Among  the  commemorative  offerings 
are  several  original  PDS  sets  and  an  old  time  collection  still  in 
the  Wayte  Raymond  boards — a memorable  offering! 

The  catalog  is  in  your  hands,  and  at  ANR  we  all  await  your 
participation. 

As  you  read  these  words  we  are  planning  our  star-studded

An  historic  struck  copy,  produced 
before  the  Civil  War  by  Dr.  Montroville  W.  Dickeson,  one  of 
America’s  first  “numismatologists”  and  authors  on  the  subject 
of  rare  coins.  Rich  lustrous  brassy  yellow  surfaces  retain  strong 
reflectivity,  a bit  mellowed  and  toned  in  the  fields.  Some  minor 
flyspecks,  spot  over  N of  ISLANDS.  Struck  in  the  first  booming 
days  of  American  popular  coin  collecting,  this  and  other  similar 
copies  of  rare  early  American  coins  gave  “numismatic  amateurs”  a 
chance  to  fill  a hole  in  a cabinet.  Today,  with  such  rarities  priced 
into  the  sky,  these  copies  are  an  historic,  attractive,  and  affordable 
way  to  include  things  like  a Sommers  Island  shilling  in  your  col- 
lection.

Despite  the  fact  that  this  a medal,  it  too  belongs 
in  every  American  colonial  collection  as  a direct  contemporary 
reference  to  the  Stamp  Act.  Considering  what  kind  of  Pitt  token

Strasbourg  Mint.  AU-55  (PCGS).  A very  elusive  denomina- 
tion among  French  colonies  issue,  an  example  far  finer  than  most 
we  have  encountered  in  years  of  studying  this  series.  The  surfaces 
are  toned  a pleasing  deep  gray,  somewhat  mottled  but  retaining 
the  character  of  the  original  “silvering,”  though  now  lacking  its 
original  brightness.  The  sharpness  is  exceptional  for  this  rare  issue, 
a denomination  that  is  easily  dozens  of  times  rarer  than  the  sou 
marques.  The  surfaces  are  a bit  granular  in  areas,  as  often  seen,  but 
there  are  no  major  defects.  The  heart  at  the  base  of  the  obverse  is 
bold.  The  date  1740  is  by  a long  shot  the  most  “common”  of  the 
demi  sou  marque  dates,  though  a few  others  are  known.  France  had 
a strong  hold  on  Canada  in  this  period  (as  opposed  to  the  1760s, 
when  some  of  the  most  common  dates  of  sou  marques  were  struck, 
making  those  issues  essentially  irrelevant  for  American  collectors) . 
Sou  marques  and  demi  sou  marques  occur  in  ground  contexts  in 
Nouvelle  France  (including  both  Canada  and  Louisiana,  among 
other  French  settlements)  and  deserve  a place  in  a colonial  type 
set.  Finding  a decent  demi  sou  marque  is  a great  challenge — ^while 
building  my  own  collection  ot  French  colonies  pieces,  this  cata- 
loguer was  satisfied  with  a granular  Fine  for  years.  This  piece  rivals 
some  of  the  best  offered  recently,  a point  that  the  high  prices  in  the 
Guide  Book  for  EF  and  AU  grades  should  help  solidify.

Lovely  deep 
antique  pewter  gray  with  some  silvery  lustrous  highlights  remaining 
around  devices  and  legends.  Glossy  and  smooth,  with  none  of  the 
raised  corrosion  or  granular  “tin  pest”  found  on  even  choice  Mint 
State  examples — this  is  an  aspect  that  connoisseurs  seek  out  in  Con- 
tinental dollars.  A few  short  scratches  connect  the  inner  circle  around 
the  obverse  device  to  the  outer  circle  beneath  CURENCY,  and  a 
few  others  blend  into  the  New  Hampshire  and  Connecticut  rings 
on  the  reverse.  A planchet  crack,  as  struck  and  the  first  we  have  ever 
seen  on  this  typically  well-made  coinage,  extends  from  3:00  to  the 
central  reverse.  The  crack  is  not  visible  from  the  obverse,  but  a Hnear 
depression  in  that  area  exists  from  the  lack  of  oppositive  pressure  on 
that  region  at  the  instant  of  striking.  All  design  elements,  including 
the  edge  device,  are  boldly  rendered,  as  e.xpected  for  this  grade. 
Continental  dollars  have  seen  an  appreciation  in  value  over  the  last 
few  years  like  almost  nothing  else  in  the  marketplace,  leaving  many 
collectors  wondering  if  they  will  ever  be  able  to  afford  an  example 
again.

The  key  issue  of  the  Nova  Constellatio 
series  and  one  ot  the  famed  rarities  of  pre-Federal  numismatics. 
Glossy  dark  chocolate  brown  with  surfaces  that  appear  nearly 
smooth  to  the  naked  eye  but  reveal  light  scattered  roughness  under 
a glass,  most  severe  around  the  obverse  legends.  Some  light  raised 
scale  is  present  on  the  reverse,  inactive  and  essentially  harmless.  The 
aU-important  1786  date  on  this  piece  is  exceptionally  bold.  The  US 
at  central  obverse  is  weak,  as  on  all  specimens  seen;  indeed  these 
letters  are  nearly  invisible  on  the  Ford  coin,  thought  to  be  among 
the  finest  known.  A natural  planchet  chip  is  present  left  of  the  date, 
another  hallmark  of  the  issue,  nearly  aU  of  which  seem  to  have  a 
clip  here  or  there.  All  the  peripheral  legends  are  plain,  suggesting 
a higher  grade  than  we  have  rendered,  though  the  central  reverse 
details  were  struck  in  low  relief  and  are  rather  weak,  again  typical 
of  the  issue.  A diagonal  old  scrape  under  ET  on  the  obverse  and  a 
light  fissure  inside  the  rim  near  9:00  on  the  obverse  are  noted. 

Realistically,  this  piece  must  be  counted  as  one  of  the  better 
specimens  around,  as  most  1786  Nova  Constellatio  coppers  are 
miserable  looking.  We  have  personally  seen  only  a couple  we 
like  better,  including  the  Ford  coin  and  the  piece  depicted  on  the 
Widok  plate.  Michael  Hodder  suggested  that  as  many  as  20  of 
these  could  exist,  a number  that  strikes  us  a bit  high.  More  impor- 
tantly, chances  to  purchase  this  rarity  in  the  open  market  are  few 
and  tar  between.  The  Ford  specimen  sold  for  a seeming-bargain 
$8,912.50,  which  struck  those  in  the  audience  as  very  cheap  after 
the  rather  awful-looking  Ford  duplicate  brought  $3,450.  This 
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example  has  a finer  provenance  than  the  Ford  coin,  as  it  was  one 
of  two  examples  known  to  Crosby  when  the  book  was  publisheti 
in  1875  (the  other  was  Bnshnell’s)  and  was  the  piece  chosen  by 
Crosby  to  illustrate  this  rare  variety  in  his  book.  It  was  last  sold 
publicly  in  1989,  bringing  S2,035  at  that  time.  When  Rod  Widok 
compiled  his  list  of  “Appearances  of  Nova  Constellatio  Varieties” 
in  2003,  a very  complete  if  not  utterly  exhaustive  listing,  the  last 
public  appearance  of  any  1786  Nova  Constellatio  was  in  1994  when 
a piece  called  Fair-2  brought  $1,980.  Today  this  date  is  the  only 
Nova  Constellatio  copper  (and  one  of  a very  few  early  American 
coins  in  general)  that  remains  totally  unpriced  in  the  Guide  Book,  a 
suggestion  of  how  infrequent  appearances  are.  The  offering  of  this 
historic  and  well-provenanced  example  is  a major  opportunity  for 
collectors  of  early  American  rarities.

Nice  medium  brown 
with  nearly  smooth  surfaces,  yielding  only  the  faintest  granularity 
under  magnification.  Unlike  all  other  Unity  States  cents,  which 
show  parallel  striations  at  the  peripheries,  this  variety  shows  the 
parallel  striations  at  centers,  seen  here  along  Washington’s  cheek 
and  hairline  and  under  ON  and  CE  of  the  denomination  on  the 
reverse.  A lovely  coin,  though  its  absolute  rarity  prevents  its  entrance 
into  a beauty  contest — there  would  be  no  other  competitors.  A few 
tiny  little  scratches  at  Washington’s  shoulder  and  another  from  the 
first  N otWASHINGTON  to  his  brow  are  the  only  flaws  we  could 
mention.  A very  interesting  variety,  one  that  shares  an  obverse 
die  with  the  far  more  common  Unity  States  variety  (Breen-1188, 
Vlack  27-W)  but  was  clearly  produced  in  a different  way  to  get 
such  well-struck  peripheries  on  both  sides.  The  distinctive  reverse 
is  best  distinguished  by  the  presence  of  a triple  leal  cluster  under 
E of  OF.  Remarkably,  since  its  discovery  in  1972  and  despite  the 
2.5”  photo  in  Breen  that’s  been  on  every  bookslielt  since  1988, 
this  variety  remains  unique.  As  such,  this  piece  would  be  a highlight 
in  any  world  class  cabinet  of  colonial  rarities  and  no  18th-century 
Washingtoniana  collection  can  be  deemed  complete  without  it.

A classic  early  American  type,  one 
of  the  few  British-struck  Washington  pieces  from  this  era  that  has 
a solid  paper  trail  documenting  attempts  to  circulate  in  the  nascent 
United  States.  Attractive  even  steel  brown  surfaces,  a medium 
shade,  are  smooth  and  show  good  remaining  lustre.  The  strike 
is  sharp  and  shows  the  detail  in  John  Gregory  Hancock’s  dies  to 
fine  advantage.  No  serious  marks,  just  a couple  tiny  contact  points 


and  a very  short  scratch  on  Washington’s  lapel.  This  issue,  while 
sometimes  found  in  Mint  State,  is  often  found  with  light  wear  and 
presumably  many  entered  commerce  in  the  United  States.  Accord- 
ing to  a 1793  letter  from  American  expatriate  Thomas  Digges  to 
Thomas  jctferson,  a hundredweight  of  these  pieces  were  shipped  to 
the  United  States  in  1791  “’’and  given  to  the  President  and  other 
public  gentlemen,  but  that  on  the  determination  of  Congress  to 
mint  their  own  money,  their  scheme  here  had  fallen  through.”  The 
scheme,  born  in  England,  was  “a  speculation  or  trial  to  obtain  the 
orders”  for  making  cents  or  coppers  for  the  United  States.  Alas,  the 
dies  showed  “a  good  likeness  of  the  President,”  wrote  Digges,  and 
undoubtedly  many  beyond  the  hundredweight  (about  1 1 2 pounds) 
toLind  their  way  into  English  collections  or  American  commerce. 
Today  they  are  affordable  but  beautiful  early  American  coins,  here 
represented  by  a fine  specimen.

Very  attractive,  only  light  scattered  marks, 
some  very  minor  surface  roughness  or  dirt  in  lettering  noticed  under 
a glass.  The  central  strike  is  soft  as  always  found,  but  the  ship  is  at 
least  as  well  defined  as  most  examples  and  perhaps  better  than  most. 
Importantly,  this  piece  has  a nearly  full  date — because  of  the  small 
diameters  of  the  planchets  of  this  issue,  half  or  more  of  the  date 
is  often  sacrificed  to  the  rim.  The  Ford  specimen  (called  choice 
Very  Fine  at  S5,175)  showed  only  the  top  half  or  top  third  of  the 
date  digits.  The  tops  of  PRES  of  PFkESIDENT  are  a bit  ott  the 
planchet,  but  this  is  a trade-off  most  would  be  wiUing  to  make.

be  underneath  the  lettering.  A tiny  mint-made  clip  is  present  over 
SHI  of  WASHINGTON  above  9:00  on  the  obverse.  The  visual 
appeal  is  superb,  and  this  coin  lacks  the  roughness,  post-striking 
problems,  or  striking  weakness  that  nearly  every  specimen  of  this 
variety  seems  to  exhibit  in  some  quantity  or  other.  The  first  Ford 
piece  (called  EF  @ $ 10,925)  was  a bit  sharper  but  was  also  quite  dark, 
while  the  secondary  Ford  piece  (called  Fine  @ $4,600)  was  so  weak 
that  some  of  the  reverse  lettering  was  obscured  and  showed  some 
significant  surface  roughness.  This  piece  is  closer  to  Ford’s  finer 
piece  than  his  duplicate,  and  we  imagine  any  pre-Federal  coinage 
specialist  would  be  delighted  to  include  it  in  his  or  her  cabinet.

A 
popular  and  elusive  tyqie  coin,  struck  in  England  with  a bust  that 
closely  imitated  the  Hancock  portrayal  of  1791 , though  the  epaulets 
and  hair  are  more  detailed  among  other  distinctions.  The  present 
example  is  flawless  for  the  grade  and  worthy  of  a good  bid.

An  exceptional  specimen,  with  the  planchet  stock  marked 
with  the  elusive  AN  ASYLUM  FOR  THE  OPPRESS’D  OF  ALL 
NATIONS  edge  apparently  somewhat  thicker  (and  15-20  grains 
heavier)  than  other  stocks  and  thus  allowing  for  an  excellent  strike 
on  obverse  and  reverse.  A very  small  area  of  roughness  is  present 
under  the  second  G of  GEORGE,  one  tiny  nick  off  Washington’s 
ruff  and  a mint-made  striation  in  the  left  side  of  the  reverse  shield 
are  of  no  consequence.

Deep  golden  tan  with  some  very  faded  traces  of  silvering  present 
and  some  dark  ruddy  highlights.  The  surfaces  are  microscopically 
granular  and  show  some  minor  marks  or  scratches  under  a glass, 
none  serious.  A heavy  die  crack  from  RG  of  GEORGE  to  AS  of 
WASHINGTON  is  undoubtedly  the  reason  for  the  rarity  of  this 
obverse  die,  as  it  is  seen  on  all  known  specimens  including  the 
somewhat  rough  Breen  plate  coin  that  probably  grades  VF  or  so.

The  usual  striking  depression 
within  the  harp  is  not  as  big  as  it  could  be.  The  vast  majority  of  sur- 
vivors of  this  issue — a type  that  stands  astride  the  world  ofcircularing 
Washingtoniana  and  Brirish  evasion  halfpence — ^are  ugly,  as  they  w'ere 
meant  to  be.  The  dies  show  flaws  in  numerous  places,  the  detail  is 
poor  on  the  high  points  to  simulate  wear,  and  the  planchet  stock  is 
thin.  The  bust  is  clearly  an  imitation  of  Hancock’s  1791  portrait  of 
Washington,  as  seen  on  the  Large  and  Small  Eagle  cents.  Like  other 
evasion  halfpence,  this  issue  was  struck  at  a manufactory  in  England 
to  be  circulated  alongside  counterfeit  halfpence,  though  in  a techni- 
cal sense  this  issue  broke  no  laws.  Instead,  it  evaded  them  by  using  a 
bust  of  George  Washington  instead  of  George  111  and  a legend  that 
has  nothing  to  do  with  the  Hibernian  harp  on  the  reverse  seen  on 
all  genuine  Irish  halfpence  of  the  era.  The  ruse  apparently  worked, 
as  most  specimens  are  well-circulated.  As  a Washington  piece  that 
actually  was  produced  for  1 8th-ccntury  circulation,  this  issue  belongs 
in  every  early  American  cabinet,  and  the  fact  that  this  example  is  one 
of  the  finest  available  should  produce  strong  bids  from  advanced 
specialists.

Lovely  glossy  dark  chocolate  brown 
with  smooth,  appealing  surfaces.  Only  scattered  tiny  marks  are  seen, 
including  a dig  under  H otAVASHlNGTON  that  is  useful  as  a pedi- 
gree marker.  The  sharpness  is  excellent  for  the  issue,  although  the 
lettered  edge  variety  from  these  dies  tends  to  be  better  struck  than 
its  plain  edge  counterpart  due  to  significantly  heavier  planchet  stock. 
On  this  piece,  the  crown  atop  the  harp  is  full  and  only  a small  inter- 
ruption in  the  three  longest  harp  strings  is  noted.  The  edge  lettering 
is  clear,  though  LANCASTER  overlaps  LONDON.  Interestingly, 
the  Robison  specimen  showed  the  same  Castaing  machine  error 
(and  is  definitely  a different  coin),  suggesting  either  careless  edge 
milling  or  that  these  planchets  were  used  for  an  extralegal  evasion 
because  they  were  not  up  to  standards  for  a paid  token  issue  made 
by  the  same  manufactory.  Robison’s,  called  Fine  but  of  similar 
sharpness  as  this  piece,  brought  $775  in  1983.  More  recently,  the 
Ford  specimen  called  “Fine  to  Very  Fine”  and  likewise  similar  to 
this  piece  realized  $4,370  to  a dealer.  In  his  description  of  that  piece, 
Michael  Hodder  noted  that  he  had  tracked  only  eight  specimens 
and  estimated  fewer  than  15-20  known,  while  mentioning  Fuld’s 
estimate  of  six  specimens  and  Breen’s  guess  of  eight  to  10.  This 
specimen,  having  last  appeared  in  a sale  that  Fdodder  and  the  present 
cataloguer  both  helped  to  write  in  1995,  is  almost  certainly  on  his 
list.  Its  reappearance  on  the  market  after  a decade  will  be  welcomed 
by  the  many  early  American  coinage  specialists  who  still  lack  this 
important  variety.

Some  scattered  marks  and  light  abrasions,  many  pre-dating  striking, 
tiny  nick  above  rim  just  right  of  6:00,  some  olive  toning  in  intri- 
cacies and  a dark  splash  near  GEI  of  GEORGEIVS.  A very  sharp 
specimen  for  the  issue,  showing  far  more  harp  detail  and  better  eye 
appeal  overall  than  the  Roper  coin  that  brought  $1,155  in  1983. 
The  two  stars  on  either  side  of  the  harp  on  the  reverse,  the  distinc- 
tive identifier  for  this  rare  variety,  arc  both  clear  and  well  outlined. 
The  obverse  is  now  clashed  and  badly  cracked,  clearly  a later  state 
than  the  single  star  plain  edge  pieces  or  the  lettered  edges  strikings 
that  apparently  followed.  When  cataloguing  the  Steinberg  piece  in 
1989,  a far  less  sharp  specimen  that  nonetheless  realized  $1,485,  the 
cataloguer  noted  knowledge  ofonly  the  Roper  specimen  (also  lesser 
cjuality  than  here)  and  one  other.  Fuld  estimated  six  known,  Breen 
preferred  eight.  Regardless  of  the  actual  number  known,  we  cannot 
recall  a recent  offering  nor  have  we  ever  seen  a finer  one  than  that 
offered  here.  A magnificent  early  American  rarity — tougher  than 
a Higleyjudging  by  number  known  or  fret]uency  of  offerings — in 
unsurpassable  grade.

A lovely  example  of  this  classic  1792 
pattern  issue,  designed  and  struck  in  America  ostensibly  to  contpete 
for  a Federal  coinage  contract.  Even  dark  steel  gray  surfaces  retain 
some  gloss  and  have  lovely  visual  appeal.  The  obverse  is  essentially 
as  choice  as  can  be  imagined  for  the  grade,  just  a tiny  nick  in  front 
of  Washington’s  lips  notwithstanding.  The  portrait  is  bold  and 
attractive,  the  sometimes-weak  legends  are  full,  and  the  date  is  as 
sharp  as  can  be.  On  the  reverse,  though  the  tops  of  AMERICA 
hug  the  rim,  each  letter  is  complete  and  the  other  design  elements 
are  as  bold  as  the  grade  allows.  Neither  a short  scratch  above  the 
eagle’s  beak  nor  an  old  and  blended  abrasion  inside  the  top  of  the 
shield  serves  as  a serious  detriment.  The  center  of  the  shield  is  just 
a little  soft,  but  even  Ford’s  silver  piece  that  some  have  called  a 
“proof’  showed  weakness  there,  so  this  should  cause  no  one  any 
concern.  The  eye  appeal  is  lovely  for  the  grade,  and  we  feel  that 
this  is  about  the  nicest  VF  piece  we’ve  ever  encountered.  Getz’s 
copper  pieces,  coined  by  the  young  Lancaster,  PA  silversmith  in 
1792,  were  from  the  same  dies  as  the  half  dollars  but  clearly  were 
not  intended  as  that  denomination.  In  our  first  sale  in  July  2003,  we 
catalogued  a Getz  piece  whose  weight  closely  imitated  that  called  for 
by  tbe  terms  of  the  Act  of  1792.  This  piece,  struck  from  the  earliest 
known  state  of  Getz’s  dies,  may  have  been  struck  before  that  April 
law  had  been  signed  or  promulgated,  yet  still  represents  a pattern 


for  a cent  coinage.  Many  collectors  and  scholars  place  this  alongside 
the  “official”  patterns  of  1792  such  as  the  Silver  Center  cent  and 
the  Birch  cent  in  historical  importance  and  purpose.  Surely,  these 
Getz  pieces  have  a magnificent  American-made  story  and  a unique 
and  attractive  design.  A specimen  belongs  in  every  serious  early 
American  cabinet,  and  there  is  not  a collector  alive  who  would  not 
be  pleased  to  call  this  one  his  or  her  own. 

The  PCGS  Population  Report  is  rather  confused  on  this  issue.  The 
“Large  Eagle”  reverse  is  unique,  ex.  Garrett  and  Ford,  yet  there  are  two 
on  the  Pop  Report!  This  copper  piece  is  the  sole  inclusion  as  “50c,  Small 
Eagle”  on  the  PCGS  Population  Report,  hut  others  of  the  same  ilk  are  listed 
under  “Cent.”  10  pieces  are  so  certified,  with  only  three  finer  than  this  one 
and  none  better  than  AU-50.  The  real  population  should  probably  read:  8 
(VG-VF);  3 finer  (AU-50  finest).  This  piece,  while  certified  as  PCGS  #925, 
ought  to  probably  be  PCGS  #921.

A perfect  type  coin  with  great  color  and 
surface  quality,  conservatively  graded  by  us  and  likely  to  certify  at 
a higher  level.

with  a light  brushing  w'e  would  not  hesitate  to  call  this  piece  EF, 
considering  the  good  detail  in  the  sunface  and  sundial.  A bit  oflight 
roughness  is  noted  in  reverse  intricacies,  one  scrape  in  lowest  ring 
on  reverse.  A good  looking  type  coin  with  no  major  flaws.

Bronze.  EF.  710.7  grains.  47.8  mm.  A lovely  example  of  the  most 
famous  and  most  desirable  of  all  early  American  medals.  Nice  light 
brov^'n  surfaces  retain  some  of  their  reflective  character  and  some 
faded  mint  color  around  legends.  Scattered  tiny  marks  are  seen 
on  both  sides,  common  on  this  beloved  medal  that  was  mostly 
distributed  to  non-collectors.  The  rims  are  intact,  and  both  sides 
show  light  double  striking. 

The  Libertas  Americana  medal  is  most  famously  associated  with  Ben- 
jamin Franklin,  as  the  designs  and  legends  were  the  result  of  his  collabora- 
tion with  other  top  minds  of  his  era:  Robert  Livingston,  who  offered  early 
encouragement;  Sir  William  Jones,  the  Englishman  who  suggested  a line 
from  Horace  be  used  as  the  reverse  legend;  fresco  painter  E.A.  Gibelin,  who 
was  the  first  to  sketch  Frankhn’s  conception.  Of  course,  it  was  Frankhn’s 
friendship  with  the  top  French  sculptor  of  the  period,  Augustin  Dupre, 
that  made  the  Libertas  Americana  medal  an  exceptionally  beautiful  monu- 
ment to  the  American  Liberty  they  both  held  in  great  esteem.  Guided  by 
Franklin’s  influence,  it  was  Dupre  who  conceived  the  beautiful  face  of 
Liberty  with  flowing  tresses  that  came  to  be  the  instantly  identifiable  face 
of  the  new  nation. 

Franklin  was  very  pleased  with  his  creation.  He  found  that  Sir  WiUiam 
Jones’  suggestion  for  a reverse  legend,  translated  as  “The  courageous  child 
was  aided  by  the  gods,”  was  perfectly  apphcable.  It  was  probably  Franklin’s 
idea  to  show  the  lion,  representing  Great  Britain,  with  its  tail  between  its 
legs.  When  he  wrote  to  Robert  Livingston,  who  served  with  Franklin  on  the 
committee  to  create  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  on  April  15,  1783,  he 
reported  general  satisfaction  with  the  design:  “it  is  mightily  well  received, 
and  gives  general  pleasure.”  He  also  included  a specimen  in  silver  for  “the 
President  of  Congress”  and  mentioned  that  he  presented  “one  in  silver  to 
each  of  the  French  ministers,  as  a monumental  acknowledgement,  which 
may  go  down  in  future  ages,  of  the  obligations  we  are  under  to  this  nation.” 
Franklin,  however,  preferred  the  look  of  copper  pieces,  saying  “the  impres- 
sion on  copper  is  thought  to  appear  best”  and  sending  specimens  to  many 
of  his  personal  friends  and  other  acquaintances.  Today,  collectors  of  U.S. 
coins  seek  out  copper  specimens  as  the  fountainhead  of  design  inspiration 
for  early  cents  and  half  cents.  The  last  copper  piece  we  offered  sold  in  our 
Cardinal  Collection  sale  for  the  world  record  price  of  $ 1 1 ,50(1,  far  surpassing 
anyone’s  expectations.  This  one  should  sell  for  less — perhaps  a few  thousand 
dollars — but  no  doubt  will  be  prized  in  its  next  cabinet. 


Numismatic  Americana 

We  continue  with  the  superb  Southeast  collection  ofWashingtoniana  here, 
with  medals  listed  by  Baker  number.  Included  are  rare  early  American  types 
that  are  included  in  Betts,  medals  struck  during  Washington’s  presidency, 
those  that  commemorate  his  death  at  the  end  of  the  18*  century,  and  other 
early  types  from  the  19*  century.  Rarities  abound,  nearly  all  in  above  average 
preservation.  This  collection  stands  tall  when  compared  to  other  specialized 
groupings  sold  over  the  last  quarter  century  and  promises  to  be  long  remem- 
bered by  enthusiasts  in  this  area.  For  those  new  to  interesting  early  American 
medals,  rare  items  in  this  field  cost  a pittance  when  compared  to  similarly  rare 
coins  yet  boast  perhaps  a still  greater  connection  to  history.  Other  highlights 
include  a collection  of  Feutchwanger  pieces,  two  very  rare  encased  postage 
stamps,  a small  group  of  Civil  War  sutler  tokens,  and  an  especially  historic 
lifesaving  medal  from  the  greatest  natural  disaster  to  hit  American  shores,  the 
Galveston  FJurricane  of  1900.

Original  dies,  Paris  Mint  striking.  EF.  2368.9  grains.  68. 1 nim. 
The  classic  centerpiece  of  a Comitia  Americana  medal  collection 
and  one  of  the  great  highlights  of  any  Washingtoniana  event,  an 
original  striking  of  the  medal  presented  by  the  American  Congress 
to  General  George  Washington  for  his  taking  of  the  Dorchester 
Heights  in  Boston  that  forced  the  British  to  evacuate  the  city.  At- 
tractive and  glossy  medium  brown  with  some  golden  coloration 
in  the  peripheral  obverse  legends,  perhaps  evidence  that  this  medal 
was  once  gilt  as  a display  piece — a fairly  common  way  of  displaying 
medals  in  homes  in  the  late  18th  and  early  19th  century.  A long  dig 
is  noted  off  the  point  of  Washington’s  bust,  rim  bruise  at  1():3()  on 
the  obverse  and  another  at  3;30  on  the  reverse,  single  spot  inside 
Boston  Harbor,  only  minor  marks  otherwise.  The  obverse  shows 
developing  die  flaws  offWashington’s  shoulder  and  another  off  his 
chin,  the  central  reverse  is  buckled  and  somewhat  advanced  in  die 
state.  Light  wear  is  seen  on  both  sides  but  the  details  of  ITuvivier’s 
remarkable  design  remain  intact,  including  the  beautiful  image  of 
Washington  and  his  confederates  overlooking  the  British  fleet  as 
they  leave  Boston  Harbor.  Original  strikings  are  quite  rare;  Rulau 
estimates  them  at  Rarity-6  (20  to  74  survive)  and  none  of  the  three 
specimens  struck  from  these  dies  in  bronze  in  the  Ford  sale  realized 
less  than  $3,500.  The  present  example  is  sure  to  be  a showcase  item 
in  any  collection  of  historical  medals  or  important  numismatic 
memorials  to  General  Washington.

48G.  Paris  Mint  Restrike.  Bronze.  Choice  AU.  2467.6  grains. 
68.5  mm.  Edge  marked  CUIVRE  wdth  pointing  hand.  A striking 
of  the  most  tamous  of  all  Revolutionary  War  medals,  produced  in 
Baris  in  the  first  half  of  the  19th  century  from  Duvivier’s  original 
obverse  die  and  a “new”  reverse  die  made  about  1835.  Attractive 
medium  brown  with  somewhat  reflective  fields  and  significant 
gloss.  Some  scattered  marks,  including  a dig  under  GEORGIO  and 
a tew  in  the  open  expanse  of  the  reverse  field.  A spot  under  WA  of 
WASHINGTON  on  the  obverse  and  few  other  minor  raised  specks 
are  noted.  Die  flaws  at  the  base  of  Washington’s  periwig  and  near 
his  chin  identify  this  as  the  original  obverse  die,  now  in  its  second 
restriking  and  third  total  muling.  The  double  striking  seen  in  the 
reverse  legends  makes  obvious  that  the  high  relief  of  this  medal  was 
still  a challenge  for  whatever  press  the  Paris  Mint  was  using  when 
this  medal  was  struck.  Considering  the  importance  of  this  medal  in 
American  history  and  the  rarity  of  the  originals,  there  is  no  shame 
in  purchasing  the  same  restrike  that  collectors  in  the  days  before 
the  Civil  War  were  most  apt  to  procure — this  generation  uses  an 
original  die  and  retains  the  character  of  the  originals.  It  remains  a 
showcase  piece  for  a Washingtoniana  cabinet.

Philadelphia  Mint  dies.  Bronze.  Choice  Mint  State.  2504.7  grains. 
67.9  mm.  1 Deep  and  even  mahogany  bronze  with  glossy  surfaces,  not 
the  reflective  fields  found  on  other  rcstrike  varieties.  The  rims  are 
high,  unlike  other  restrike  or  original  issues,  and  some  evidence  of 
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double  striking  is  best  seen  in  the  legends.  The  surfaces  are  very  nicely 
preserved  with  only  an  old  linear  mark  under  PRlMCi)  and  a tiny  spot 
under  of  COMITIA  worth  noting.  This  medal  was  struck  from 

copy  dies  produced  by  transferring  details  from  an  original  strike, 
probably  accomplished  about  the  time  of  James  Ross  Snowden’s 
Washingtoniana  craze  about  1860  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint.  The  dies 
were  used  for  about  the  next  30  years,  satisfying  collector  demand 
through  the  era  of  great  growth  in  American  numismatics.  This  is  a 
superb  example  of  this  interesting  and  scarce  U.S.  made  restrike.

40.4 
mm.  A popular  medal  from  Joseph  Sansom’s  “Medallic  History  of 
the  American  Revolution.”  Even  light  brown  with  a mahogany 
shadow  around  the  tree  on  the  reverse.  The  fields  show  some  light 
handling  marks  and  a tiny  rim  bump  is  noted  below  the  6 of  the  date 
on  the  reverse.  The  eye  appeal  is  good  and  the  detail  is  superb,  with 
the  intricacies  of  the  beaver’s  fiar,  the  tree’s  leaves,  and  Washington’s 
epaulet  nice  and  bold.  Designed  byjohn  Reich,  whose  very  tiny  R 
signature  is  present  under  the  truncation  of  Washington’s  bust.  An 
appealing  specimen  of  this  popular  early  American  medal  showing 
two  of  the  Revolution’s  most  recognizable  characters.

512.0 
grains.  40.4  mm.  Another  of  the  Sansom  medals  designed  by  Reich 
between  1805  and  1807,  this  one  muling  the  Washington/Franklin 
obverse  with  a reverse  commemorating  the  1783  signing  of  the 
Treaty  of  Paris  that  ended  the  American  Revolution.  Mottled 
deep  brown  and  mahogany  surfaces  show  uneven  application  of 
the  bronzing  powder  but  make  for  a distinctive  appearance.  The 
surfaces  arc  glossy  and  smooth  with  no  major  flaws,  and  both  sides 
show  exquisite  detail.  On  the  reverse,  an  eagle  holding  lightning 
in  his  talons  and  an  olive  branch  in  his  beak  flies  from  west  to 
east,  apparently  towards  Europe,  with  the  Atlantic  seaboard  of  the 
United  States  beneath  him.  An  eternally  popular  Betts  medal,  one 
of  the  few  medals  conimcmorative  of  the  Treaty  of  Paris  that  was 
designed  and  struck  in  the  United  States.

Rich  golden  bronze 
with  highlights  of  bright  golden  orange  still  adhering  to  the  obverse 
design  elements.  A beautiful  example  of  this  popular  and  scarce 
American-made  medal  from  the  first  Washington  administration. 
A minor  array  of  the  usual  pits  from  the  planchet-casting  process 
are  visible  above  Washington’s  head,  fewer  and  more  obscure  than 
often  seen,  two  pits  above  GE  of  GENEIEAL  on  the  reverse,  slight 
rim  bruise  atop  obverse,  tiny  rim  nicks  below  tip  of  Washington’s 
periwig  and  below  M of  MANLY  on  reverse.  A vertical  scratch 
behind  Washington’s  head  blends  into  the  field.  The  detail  and  eye 
appeal  are  both  excellent,  far  finer  than  most  encountered  though 
not  tpite  as  nice  as  the  superlative  Ford  piece  that  brought  $3,450. 
Some  slight  double  striking  is  visible  on  the  reverse.  A classic  among 
Washington  medals,  first  offered  in  Philadelphia  in  the  spring  of 
1790  just  in  time  for  the  first  anniversary  of  Washington’s  inaugu- 
ration. This  specimen  would  fit  an  advanced  cabinet  (such  as  the 
one  presented  here)  nicely.

Bronze.  Choice  Mint  State.  904.8  grains.  49.6  mm.  A beautiful 
example  of  this  very  rare  19th-century  production.  Choice  glossy 
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chocolate  brown  surfaces  retain  a lovely  lustrous  sheen.  Only  the 
most  minor  marks,  two  tiny  specks  at  base  of  obverse,  trivial  surface 
roughness  within  reverse  lettering,  just  about  as  nice  as  the  Ford 
specimen  called  Gem  Uncirculated  that  brought  $1,725.  Ford’s 
undergrade  duplicate  brought  $1,495.  This  piece  boasts  truly  im- 
peccable eye  appeal,  not  to  mention  superb  detail  on  both  sides. 
This  obverse  was  a newly  engraved  one  from  the  1850s,  the  reverse 
is  Manly’s  original  as  made  by  Brooks  in  1790.  Rulau  notes  that 
these  were  offered  in  1858  by  London  coin  dealer  W.S.  Lincoln 
for  five  shillings  apiece,  and  it  seems  few  were  sold.  Far  rarer  than 
the  first  obverse  Manly  medals  and  very  much  worth  including  in 
a well-formed  Washingtoniana  cabinet.

Rich  light 
golden  surfaces  arc  highly  reflective  and  lustrous,  with  a hint  of 
violet  toning  in  the  fields.  Some  light  flyspecking  may  be  seen,  not 
unusual  fora  brightly  lustrous  piece  in  this  reactive  composition,  but 
there  are  no  marks  ot  consequence.  Only  21  specimens  were  struck 
in  brass  in  1883  by  Baltimore  coin  dealer  George  Massamore,  and 
today  they  remain  highly  elusive.  T.  Harrison  Garrett  liked  these 
so  much  he  special-ordered  one  in  gold  for  his  own  collection  of 
Washingtoniana.  A hefty  and  impressive  medal  found  when  great 
collections  arc  sold.

Good  lustre  remains, 
only  somewhat  mellowed  by  time  and  this  reactive  composition, 
only  light  scattered  marks  here  and  there.  A very  pretty  specimen 
of  this  medal  from  Washington’s  first  administration.  The  two 
Ford  pieces  were  in  similar  condition,  perhaps  a touch  brighter, 
and  realized  $920  each.  Historical  and  atfordable,  issued  during 
Washington’s  lifetime  to  reflect  his  three  greatest  accomplish- 
ments— leading  American  troops  in  the  Revolution,  resigning  his 
powerful  command  by  his  own  volition,  and  popular  election  to 
the  first  ever  Presidential  term.

A scarce  and  interest- 
ing medal  from  just  after  Washington’s  second  term,  inspired  by 
his  unusual  willingness  to  give  up  the  most  powerful  position  in 
his  nation.  Evenly  toned  pewter  gray  with  lighter  silver  gray  lustre 
remaining  around  devices  and  legends.  Some  brightness  is  still 
present  inside  the  lettering  and  around  the  reverse  rim.  Very  good 
visual  appeal,  some  light  rub  as  is  typical  for  this  composition,  a few 
more  marks  hidden  on  the  reverse  than  in  the  broad  unmolested 
span  of  the  obverse  fields.  Cud  over  TON  on  obverse,  die  cracked 
and  sunken  at  central  reverse.  A scarce  and  interesting  18th-century 
medal,  struck  in  England  for  the  American  populace  and  for  those 
many  followers  and  fans  ofWashington  in  Great  Britain.  Its  reverse 
seemingly  imitated  the  popular  Washington  Born  Virginia  pieces, 
which  are  perhaps  of  similar  rarity  but  since  being  placed  in  the 
Guide  Book  and  deemed  coins  they  sell  for  many  multiples  of  what 
this  piece  will  bring.  A fascinating  and  important  early  Washington 
piece  from  one  of  the  finest  collections  ever  formed.

Rich  dark  chocolate  brown  bronzed 
surfaces  show  exceptional  reflectivity  and  pleasing  blue  highlights 
around  design  elements.  Very  sharply  struck  with  details  in  Wash- 
ington’s portrait  and  the  diminutive  REPUB.  AMERI.  at  central 
reverse  nice  and  bold.  Free  of  marks  and  delightful  to  behold.  A 
die  break  at  the  truncation  of  Washington’s  bust  likely  caused  the 
death  of  this  die  and  its  replacement  with  the  second  obverse,  list- 
ing Washington’s  birth  and  death  dates.  An  exceptionally  attractive 
Wyon  production,  listed  by  Breen  as  a “penny”  and  often  included 
in  collections  of  early  American  coins.

Listed  in  the  Breen  Encyclopedia  as  “rare”  in  this 
composition,  this  interesting  medalet  salutes  the  usually  noted  high 
points  of  Washington’s  career,  but  was  issued  on  the  resignation  of 
the  presidency  by  Washington — an  earth-shattering  moment  that 
resonates  with  the  modern  two-term  limit  for  American  presidents.

Beautiful  light  brown  surfaces  show 
faint  woodgraining  and  reflectivity  in  the  smooth  fields.  Nicely 
struck  and  showing  only  modest  friction  on  the  highest  points  of 
the  design.  Some  very  thin  scratches  are  noted  in  the  right  obverse 
field,  a single  nick  is  present  in  the  lower  left  reverse  field,  and  a 
single  tiny  speck  is  present  below  the  center  of  Washington’s  bust. 
The  overall  visual  appeal  is  very  nice.  This  issue,  a larger  diameter 
1816  imitation  of  the  American-made  Sansom  medal  from  a decade 
earlier,  was  produced  in  Birmingham,  England  by  Thomason  and 
Jones,  a leading  medallist  of  the  period.

40.7  mm.  A remarkable  specimen  of  this  issue,  one  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  late  1850s  explosion  of  interest  in  Washingtoniana 
and  the  explosion  in  production  of  collectibles  such  as  medals  and 
patterns  by  the  U.S.  Mint  under  James  Ross  Snowden.  Deeply  re- 
flective surfaces  are  toned  gorgeous  deep  olive-gray  with  exceptional 
orange,  violet,  and  pale  blue  highlights  around  the  devices  and  meld- 
ing in  the  fields.  The  reverse  toning  is  especially  rich,  rivaling  .iiiy 
pattern  or  Proof  coin  that  was  produced  at  the  Mint  in  this  period 
and  preserved  with  the  same  care.  Aside  from  the  most  minor  signs 
of  handling,  including  a couple  trifling  contact  points  in  the  right 
obverse  field,  this  medal  is  of  fully  gent  qualitv'.  Its  visual  appeal  is 
certainly  as  magnificent  as  can  be  im.igined.

White  metal.  Mint  State.  342.3  grains.  40.6  mm.  Bright  and 
reflective  brilliant  silver  lustre  shines  forth  from  peripheries  and 
around  devices,  while  the  center  of  the  fields  and  the  design  ele- 
ments have  toned  to  a pleasing  deep  gray,  a by-product  of  the  natural 
reactiveness  of  the  composition.  No  wear  is  seen,  and  the  fields 
are  free  of  heavy  marks.  A few  nicks  among  and  an  abrasion  below 
RES  of  RESIGNED  are  not  of  great  consequence.  An  important 
medal,  one  of  the  earliest  efforts  of  John  Reich  from  his  days  in 
Philadelphia  before  his  full-time  employment  at  the  first  U.S.  Mint. 
Joseph  Sansom,  a Philadelphia  merchant  and  hero  worshipper, 
conceived  of  a “Medallic  History  of  the  American  Revolution” 
that  would  commemorate  the  great  personages  and  events  of  the 
era.  Only  a few  different  medals  of  his  conception  were  ever  struck, 
including  this  one  to  commemorate  the  unusual  step  Washington 
took  in  1797  by  stepping  down  from  the  presidency.  Most  seen 
arc  bronze,  with  white  metal  examples  like  this  somewhat  scarcer. 
An  American-made  piece  with  not  only  a great  connection  to 
Washington  (and  Jefferson,  to  whom  several  Sansom  medals  were 
presented  as  President)  but  also  to  John  Reich.

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Memorial  Cabinet  was  first  established  by  Mint  Director  Snowden 
about  1859,  Washington  pieces  of  every  description  were  obses- 
sively pursued  with  a view  to  opening  the  official  cabinet  display  on 
February  22,  1860.  Many  different  treats  were  produced  and  given 
as  “trade  bait”  as  the  cabinet  grew — 1856  Flying  Eagle  cents  were 
among  the  treats  Snowden  restruck,  and  this  medal  from  the  original 
obverse  and  a U.S.  Mint-manufactured  reverse  was  also  distributed 
111  this  era.  Indeed,  this  piece  is  far  rarer  than  almost  all  of  the  various 
Proofs  and  patterns  from  Snowden’s  time — -just  57  were  struck  in 
silver — yet  in  the  modern  marketplace  even  a choice  piece  like  this 
sells  for  a tiny  fraction  of  what  any  “coin”  produced  under  similar 
circumstances  would  bring.  This  example  is  essentially  unsurpassable, 
and  it  deserves  a place  of  honor  in  an  advanced  cabinet.  This  variety 
was  lacking  in  silver  in  the  magnificent  Ford  Collection.

Mint  State.  741.1  grains.  45.1  mm.  A rare  early  American-made 
tribute  to  Washington,  produced  after  the  centennial  of  his  birth. 
Lovely  medium  chocolate  bronzed  surfaces  show  reflectivity  in 
the  obverse  fields,  less  reflectivity  on  the  reverse,  and  attractive 
if  subtle  toning  highlights  of  pale  gold  and  blue.  Nicely  struck, 
Washington’s  high  relief  bust  by  Charles  Cushing  Wright  well- 
defined,  a few  hairlines  but  no  major  flaws.  Struck  from  the  second 
reverse,  accomphshed  in  1834,  though  the  first  reverse  (identical  but 
for  letter  positions)  was  produced  in  1832  to  mark  Washington’s 
100th  birthday.  This  variety  shows  the  “Wright  & Bale”  signature 
on  the  obverse  partially  effaced  in  the  die  to  mark  the  break  up  of 
the  partnership  in  1833.  The  recent  edition  of  Baker  by  Russ  Rulau 
rates  this  medal  as  Rarity-7  in  bronze,  and  indeed  it  has  been  miss- 
ing from  many  of  the  major  collections  of  Washingtoniana  sold  in 
recent  years,  including  the  Ford  Collection.

thus  the  thin  planchet  subvariety.  Rich  mahogany  brown  with 
superb  gloss  and  a trace  of  reflectivity  in  the  fields.  Sharply  struck, 
some  doubling  noticed  in  legends  from  multiple  strikes  to  bring  up 
the  rich  detail  in  the  dies.  Two  very  tiny  obverse  rim  nicks  are  noted 
but  of  no  consequence,  only  a few  minor  contact  points,  choice  eye 
appeal.  An  important  medal  from  an  historical  perspective — this 
medal,  conceived  and  produced  by  the  French  author  Voltaire,  was 
the  very  earliest  mcdallic  tribute  to  Washington.  Famously,  the  image 
on  the  medal  is  an  imaginary  one  since  no  bust  had  yet  been  taken 
of  Washington  and  no  image  had  yet  been  published  in  Europe.  As 
noted  below,  this  medal  has  an  excellent  context  in  the  heart  of  the 
Revolutionary  War  and  the  Enlightenment,  the  first  of  the  thousands 
of  Washington  medals  to  follow  and  a great  historical  souvenir.  The 
present  specimen  is  as  nice  as  most  collectors  could  ever  hope  for. 

The  production  of  this  medal  was  announced  in  the  London  Chronicle  of 
April  16,  1778,  where  a piece  was  published  noting: 

A medal  has  lately  been  struck  at  Paris,  by  direction  of  Mr.  Voltaire,  in 
honour  of  Gen.  Washington:  on  one  side  is  the  bust  of  the  General  with 
this  inscription;  “G.  Washington,  Esq;  Commander  of  the  Continental 
Army  in  America:”  the  reverse  is  decorated  with  emblems  of  war,  and  the 
following  inscription:  “Washington  reunit  par  un  rare  assemblage  Des  talents 
du  Guerrier  & des  vertus  du  sage.” 

The  reverse  inscription  translates  to  “Washington  brings  together  the 
rare  combination  of  the  talents  of  a warrior  with  the  virtue  of  a sage,”  an 
Enlightenment  ideal  penned  by  the  leading  author  of  the  French  Enlight- 
enment.

Bronze.  EF.  428.2  grains.  38.5  mm.  Lovely  chocolate  brown 
surfaces  show  mahogany  highlights  around  obverse  peripheries, 
while  the  reverse  is  somewhat  reflective  and  shows  some  subtle  and 
attractive  undertones.  An  appealing  piece  with  no  major  defects, 
some  file  marks  around  reverse  rim  as  issued  (and  as  commonly 
seen  on  many  medals  of  this  period),  good  detail  on  both  sides  with 
just  a bit  of  wear  at  central  obverse.  A fascinating  medal  marking 
Washington’s  death,  a fine  addition  or  beginning  to  a collection  of 
Washingtoniana.

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Exceptional  Fire-Gilt  Hero  of  Freedom  Medal 


137  1800  Washington  Hero  of  Freedom  medal.  Baker-79C.  Fire- 

gilt  bronze.  Mint  State.  416.2  grains.  38.6  mm.  llich  golden 
yellow  surfaces  are  nearly  as  bright  and  reflective  as  when  issued. 
The  gilding,  done  at  the  time  of  issue,  is  intact  on  both  sides  and 
shows  only  a minor  break  on  the  rim  at  the  base  ot  the  obverse.  The 
detail  is  extremely  sharp  (compare  the  ear  of  Washington  to  that 
on  the  previous  lot)  and  the  eye  appeal  is  dramatic  and  beautiful. 
Some  light  hairlines  are  noted,  more  significant  on  the  reverse  than 
the  obverse,  light  thin  scratch  from  Washington’s  nose  downward 
into  field,  a few  minor  nicks.  A very  rare  format  for  this  medal, 
and  considering  the  lack  of  known  gold  strikings  perhaps  the  most 
regal  and  impressive  form.  Silver  specimens  exist  but  arc  apparently 
a bit  more  common,  if  such  a term  can  be  used;  Michael  Hodder 
identified  six  known  silvers  while  recording  only  three  fire-gilt 
examples  including  the  present  piece.  Ford’s  specimen  was  beautihil 
and  brought  $1,840.  This  example  is  nearly  as  nice  and  essentially 
as  flashy,  making  it  a worthy  centerpiece  to  any  collection.

Bronze.  First  reverse.  Mint  State.  575.3  grains.  40.7  mm.  An- 
other fascinating  Washington  memorial  medal  struck  very  soon  alter 
his  death  m December  1799.  Ikich  chocolate  brown  with  lightly 
reflective  fields  showing  pleasing  blue  undertones.  Some  trifling 
hairlines,  a few  minor  contact  marks  including  two  under  ESQ, 
some  old  surface  roughness  detected  in  lettering  under  magnifica- 
tion, excellent  visual  appeal  overall.  Die  crack  on  shoulder  and  a few 
tiny  raised  die  lumps  under  Washington’s  ear,  a typical  die  state.  A 
similar  issue  to  the  Hero  of  Freedom  medal,  using  a different  obverse 
portrait  but  a very  similar  reverse,  notably  sharing  the  substantial 
wreath  with  hanging  arrows  that  frames  the  central  reverse  inscrip- 
tion. This  piece  is  signed  by  John  Westwood  of  England,  leading 
to  the  sensible  conclusion  that  he  authored  both  pieces.  Another 
important  and  interesting  early  Washington  memorial  medal,  struck 
for  the  “late  president  of  the  United  States.”

Bronze.  Second  reverse.  Choice  AU.  592.1  grains.  40.6  mm. 
Another  appealing  Westwood  medal,  this  one  struck  from  an  alter- 
nate reverse  die  used  in  1800.  Milk  chocolate  brown  surfaces  show 
significant  reflectivity,  with  darker  chocolate  brown  coloration 
around  devices  and  peripheries  and  violet-blue  highlights  in  the 
fields.  A few  minor  spots,  contact  mark  in  front  of  Washington’s 
nose,  some  old  harmless  surface  deposits  in  protected  areas.  The 
die  state  is  just  a bit  later  than  the  above  piece  struck  from  the 
first  reverse,  with  a slightly  more  extended  upper  die  crack  on 
Washington’s  shoulder.  A lovely  example  struck  at  the  dawn  of  the 
19th  century  (or  the  end  of  the  18th,  if  you  prefer)  commemorating 
the  recently  deceased  Father  of  Our  Country.

Lovely  light  brown  with  shal- 
low reflectivity  in  the  fields.  Scattered  light  surfaces  marks  are  seen 
on  both  sides,  none  especially  serious  though  we  note  a thin  scratch 
under  the  second  T ot  PATRIOTISM  on  the  reverse.  Traces  ot 
an  old  fingerprint  are  noted  on  the  left  side  ot  the  flying  Fame  on 
the  reverse,  but  the  in-hand  eye  appeal  is  c.xcellent  and  should  not 
be  overlooked  in  light  of  such  minor  flaws.  The  reverse  is  boldly 
double  struck,  most  notable  in  the  peripheral  legends.  An  interest- 
ing memorial  medal,  signed  H under  Washington’s  bust  and  struck 
nearly  four  years  after  Washington’s  death.  The  Ford  offering  of 
five  bronze  pieces  was  the  largest  offering  of  these  scarce  medals  in 
memory  and  perhaps  ever;  they  turn  up  on  the  market  infrequently 
at  best,  with  the  delicateness  and  attractiveness  ot  their  design  almost 
certainly  a factor  in  their  high  desirability.  A prize  example  ot  this 
early  19th-century  rarity.

Choice  Mint  State.  1915.1  grains.  76.0  mm.  One  of  the  very 
finest  Eccleston  medals  we  have  ever  seen,  with  the  only  piece  that 
may  easily  be  called  finer  in  our  experience  being  Ford’s  full  red 
gem.  Light  to  medium  brown  surfaces  are  just  barely  faded  from 
mint  color,  retaining  full  lustre  and  some  reflectivity,  while  bright 
mint  red  remains  around  devices  and  legends  on  both  sides.  The 
eye  appeal  is  essentially  that  of  a gem,  with  none  of  the  serious  .spot- 
ting or  corrosion  found  on  so  many  otherwise  high-grade  pieces. 
The  central  reverse  shows  some  of  the  typical  granularity  inherent 
in  the  cast  planchet,  but  much  less  than  others  we  have  seen.  The 
details  on  both  sides  of  this  medal  are  superb — and  considering  the 
magnificent  relief  of  the  obverse,  many  appear  quite  well  rubbed 
today.  Jefferson’s  specimen,  received  with  a letter  from  Daniel  Ec- 
cleston dated  May  20,  1807,  was  gilt  and  hung  in  a circular  frame 
in  his  home  at  Monticello.  In  the  letter,  Eccleston  pointed  out  that 
“I  believe  it  is  the  largest  medal,  and  in  the  highest  relief,  that  has 
been  struck  off  in  this  country  [England  | for  sonre  time.”  Needless 
to  say,  this  specimen  is  in  much  better  condition  than  Jefferson’s 
medal  at  Monticello,  obviously  nicely  cared  for  in  the  past  two 
centuries  and  today  in  an  unsurpassable  state  of  preservation.

metal.  Gem  Mint  State.  253.6  grains.  38.0  mm.  One  of  the  most 
interesting  medals  in  the  Washington  series,  showing  one  of  the  least 
litelike  and  most  unattractive  ol  all  known  Washington  portraits. 
Bright  reflective  silver  gray  with  just  a few  hairlines  typical  of  this 
composition.  A flashy  and  highly  attractive  specimen.  The  dies  for 
this  medal  were  accomplished  in  the  1840s  by  engraver  John  B. 
Gardener,  but  specimens  were  not  struck  for  another  20  years  for 
some  reason.  Silver  examples  are  rare  (the  Ford  piece  brought  over 
$6,000),  while  copper  and  white  metal  specimens  are  still  quite 
scarce  but  closer  to  the  reach  of  most  collectors.  A fascinating  piece 
m gorgeous  condition.

Famous  Bushnell  “Fill  Blessed  Sun”  Medal 

Perhaps  Four  Known 


143  1853  Bushnell  / Fill  Blessed  Sun  Washington  medal.  Baker- 

E-96A.  White  metal.  Choice  Mint  State.  1 193.0  grains.  53.7 
mm.  An  extremely  important  offering  of  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
and  rarest  of  all  major  Washington  medals.  Deeply  reflective  brilliant 
silver  gray  surfaces  are  as  bright  as  can  be  imagined.  The  remarkable 
portrait  bust  ofWashington  by  Charles  Cushing  Wright,  one  ofthe 
great  American  engravers  and  a close  personal  friend  of  numismatist 
Charles  1.  Bushnell,  is  shown  in  high  relief  form.  The  fields  show 
some  hairlines  and  a single  shallow  scrape  in  the  right  obverse  field, 
but  no  major  defects.  The  reverse  imitates  the  Fugio  cent,  perhaps 
unsurprising  for  a medal  whose  obverse  reads  ‘‘Inscribed  to  his 
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memory  by  Chas.  I.  Bushnell  of  New  York,”  then  and  now  revered 
as  one  of  the  greatest  of  all  American  collectors.  Fuld  estimated  that 
only  three  specimens  are  known  while  Michael  Hodder  noted 
four  when  cataloguing  the  Ford  piece  (which  brought  $1,380). 
While  provenance  tracing  is  difRcult  (deeply  proofhke  fields  tend 
to  obliterate  all  traceable  flaws  in  the  fields  when  photographed), 
we  believe  this  is  one  of  the  four  that  Hodder  noted.  With  the  Ford 
piece  on  the  market  and  then  off  again,  this  specimen  may  be  a 
collector’s  last  best  chance  to  acquire  this  rarity  for  the  foreseeable 
luture.

A beautiful 
example  of  this  elusive  but  popular  issue,  showing  a skull  and 
crossbones  on  the  reverse  instead  of  the  more  common  funeral  urn. 
Nice  antique  silver  gray  with  light  gray  devices  and  some  attractive 
but  subtle  undertones.  Evenly  worn  but  positively  choice  for  the 
grade,  free  of  any  serious  defects.  A very  tiny  nick  below  the  B at 
the  beginning  of  the  reverse  legend  is  noted  as  the  single  mark  vis- 
ible to  the  naked  eye.  All  legends  are  bold  and  even  the  portrait  of 
Washington  remains  nicely  defined.  We  could  easily  have  called 
this  Very  Fine.  The  Skull  and  Crossbones  type  is  far  more  elusive 
and  more  highly  sought  after  than  the  Funeral  Urn  variety,  as  prices 
at  the  2004  Ford  sale  proved — a lovely  silver  Skull  and  Crossbones 
brought  over  $30,000  and  specimens  graded  Very  Fine  and  Fine 
brought  $7,762.50  and  $5,462.50,  respectively.  We  like  this  one 
just  as  well  as  either  of  those,  and  we  imagine  its  next  owner  will 
cherish  it.

Very  Fine.  Dies  1-B.  Plain  edge.  148.7  grains.  29.3  mm.  Holed 
for  suspension,  as  issued.  Pleasing  antique  silver  gray  with  shghtly 
lighter  high  points.  Sharp  and  attractive,  the  portrait  of  Washington 
better  detailed  than  many  worn  specimens  and  the  urn  still  showing 
the  cursive  GW  initials  quite  well.  Some  surfaces  marks  are  seen, 
including  an  old  scratch  in  front  of  Washington’s  face,  but  none  are 
serious.  One  of  the  most  popular  of  all  Washington  medals,  as  it  can 
be  placed  at  a fairly  precise  point  in  history  and  served  a purpose  other 
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than  simply  filling  a collector  cabinet — this  was  issued  for  display  at 
one  of  Washington’s  many  memorial  parades,  orations,  events,  or 
for  general  wearing  during  the  period  of  national  mourning.  Ac- 
complished by  Jacob  Perkins  of  Newburyport,  Massachusetts,  no 
other  medal  better  summarizes  the  feelings  of  the  citizenry  at  the 
dawn  of  the  180()s:  He  is  in  glory,  the  world  in  tears. 

Benson  tossing,  the  well-known  19th-century  popular  historian  and 
numismatist,  described  the  Washington  Funeral  Urn  medal  in  his  1869 
work  on  the  War  ot  1812: 

“Among  many  other  tokens  of  respect  published  at  that  time  was  a silver 
medal,  a little  larger  and  thicker  than  the  Spanish  quarter  of  a dollar.  One 
of  these  is  in  the  possession  of  the  writer,  and  is  represented  in  the  engrav- 
ing. On  one  side  is  a profile  ofWashington,  inclosed  in  a wreath  of  laurel, 
and  surrounded  by  the  words,  “HE  IS  IN  GLORY,  THE  WORLD  IN 
TEARS.”  On  the  reverse  is  a memorial  urn,  and  around  it,  forming  two 
circles,  are  abbreviations,  seen  in  the  engraving,  signifying  “Born  February 
11,  1732;  General  of  the  American  Army,  1775;  resigned  1783;  President  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  1789;  retired  in  1796;  General  of  the  Armies  ol 
the  United  States,  1798;  died  December  14,  1799.”  This  medal  was  designed 
by  Dudley  A.  Tyng,  the  collector  of  customs  at  Newburyport  at  that  time, 
and  engraved  and  published,  immediately  after  the  death  ot  Washington, 
by  Jacob  Perkins,  the  well-known  ingenious  mechanic  and  engraver.  He 
cut  dies  for  this  design  of  two  sizes.”

A 
popular  Civil  War-era  medallic  commentary  on  partisanship  and 
union,  authored  by  Massachusetts  diesinker  and  artist  John  Adams 
Bolen.  Light  brown  surfaces  show  moderate  reflectivity  and  mottled 
undertones  ot  olive  and  violet  toning.  Some  light  marks  in  the 
fields,  none  severe,  a few  minor  spots,  good  eye  appeal  overall.  Neil 
Musante  suggests  that  a total  of  14  pieces  were  struck,  mostly  in 
1865  by  F.S.  Edwards,  to  whom  Bolen  sold  the  dies  the  year  they 
were  created.  This  example  shows  a thin  die  crack  through  the  last 
N olAVASHlNGTON  to  the  outer  rim.  A rare  and  popular  medal, 
desired  by  both  Washington  and  Bolen  enthusiasts.

State.  1819.5  grains.  59.6  mm.  One  of  the  most  historic 
of  the  mid- 19th  century  Mint  medals,  with  a highly 
numismatic  design  by  Anthony  C.  Paquet.  Glorious 
rich  chocolate  brown  with  deeply  reflective  fields  and 
subtle  undertones.  Only  a few  minor  marks,  including  a 
thin  and  inconsequential  scratch  in  the  lower  left  reverse 
field.  Issued  in  1860  to  commemorate  the  opening  of 
Mint  Director  Janies  Ross  Snowden’s  notorious  cabinet 
ot  Washington  medals,  the  assemblage  of  which  is  the 
main  raison  d’etre  for  many  of  the  unusual  patterns 
and  restrikes  of  this  era.  The  reverse  shows  the  cabinet 
itself,  with  guide  rail  around,  displaying  dozens  (55. 
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\vc  counted)  of  little  Washington  medals  surmounted  by  a bust  of 
Washington.  Interestingly,  Faquet  signed  this  medal  twice,  once 
in  the  obverse  exergue  and  again  with  initials  under  the  shoulder 
ofWashington’s  bust  on  the  reverse.  There  are  few  more  attractive 
or  numismatically  relevant  U.S.  Mint  medals,  and  this  example  is 
about  as  pleasing  as  they  come.

With 
original  suspension  loop,  as  issued.  An  important  wearable  Wash- 
ington medal  from  the  first  decade  of  the  19th  century.  Deep  gray 
surfaces  show  beautiful  pastel  blue  toning  with  some  suggestions  of 
violet  and  gold.  Very  nicely  preserved,  some  hairlines  and  marks  in 
the  fields  but  finer  and  more  pleasing  than  most  of  these  we  have 
seen.  The  workmanship  of  these  dies  is  nearly  unsurpassed  for 
the  era,  showing  the  deft  hand  of  Mint  engraver  John  Reich.  The 
Washington  Benevolent  Society  of  New  York  was  one  ofa  number 
of  Washington  Benevolent  Societies  around  the  nation  in  the  years 
leading  up  to  the  War  of  1812,  assembled  generally  to  support  the 
Federalist  Party  and  patriotic  causes.  Medals  like  this  were  likely 
worn  at  society  events.  They  are  quite  scarce  today  and  see  higher 
demand  than  nearly  any  other  Washington  medal  of  this  era. 

The  edge,  struck  in  a two-part  collar,  shows  a “witness  line”  or  the 
juncture  of  the  two  collar  halves  at  6:00.

Undated  (ca.  1835-1840)  Washington  Tyrant  Alcohol  me- 
dalet by  Bale.  Baker-332.  Silver.  Choice  Mint  State.  Reeded 
edge.  49.9  grains.  21.1  mm.  Holed  for  suspension,  as  issued.  Some- 
what prooflike  light  silver  fields  show  some  gold  on  the  reverse. 
Very  sharp  and  thoroughly  lustrous,  a very  pretty  specimen  of  this 
popular  medalet  issued  by  a 19th-century  forerunner  to  Alcoholic 
Anonymous.  Some  scattered  but  mostly  inconsequential  granularity 
is  noted,  mostly  on  the  reverse.  Most  specimens  seen  are  holed  to 
be  worn  by  members  of  the  Washington  Temperance  Benevolent 
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Society  as  a daily  reminder  of  their  commitment  to  give  up  alcohol, 
and  unholed  examples  are  rare  (we  recently  handled  an  unholcd 
specimen  for  a significant  four-figure  sum).  Among  holed  speci- 
mens we  have  seen,  the  state  of  preservation  of  this  example  ranks 
very  high  and  recommends  a strong  bid. 

Leonard  Blumberg,  in  an  academic  study  of  the  Washington  Temper- 
ance Benevolent  Societies  that  popped  up  across  America  about  1840,  sums 
them  up  this  way:  “The  Washington  Temperance  Societies  ot  the  1840s  used 
a self  help  conversion  approach  to  drunkards  and  heavy  drinkers,  assuring 
them  that  they  could  once  again  become  prosperous  and  respectable  mem- 
bers of  the  community,  reassume  their  socially  mandated  responsibilities  for 
their  wives  and  children,  liberate  themselves  from  their  subservience  to  King 
Alcohol,  relieve  themselves  from  the  terrible  fate  of  eternal  damnation  and 
renew  the  prospect  of  heavenly  salvation  if  they  would  only  sign  the  pledge 
that,  as  gentlemen,  they  would  no  longer  drink  intoxicating  beverages.”

medal  by  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens.  Douglas-53.  Bronze.  As  issued. 
112  mm.  A lovely  specimen  of  this  impressively-sized  Washington 
medal,  one  of  Saint-Gaudens  earliest  entrees  into  the  world  of 
small  rnedallic  art.  The  obverse  and  reverse  were  cast  as  shells  and 
then  joined,  showing  the  slightly  granular  surfaces  they  were  made 
with  (and  like  all  other  specimens  of  this  medal).  Both  sides  are  a 
nice  light  brown  shade  and  free  from  any  defects  of  production  or 
mishandling.  Washington’s  bust  is  well-defined;  Saint-Gaudens’ 
signature  is  just  below.  This  medal  was  created  five  years  before 
Saint-Gaudens  and  Charles  Barber  began  their  famous  squabbling 
over  the  Columbian  Exposition  medal  and  nearly  20  years  before 
Saint-Gaudens  circulating  coinage  designs  were  finally  realized.  The 
present  size  is  the  largest  form  of  this  medal;  other  smaller  ones  were 
made  to  be  worn  by  committee  members  and  members  of  the  state 
legislature.  Fans  of  Saint-Gaudens  work  and  those  impressed  by 
high  calibre  rnedallic  art  often  seek  out  this  medal  as  a centerpiece 
of  their  holdings.

Copper.  Choice  Mint  State.  216.6  grams.  33.9  mm.  An  excep- 
tionally choice  specimen  of  the  business  card  of  one  of  Philadelphia’s 
leading  coin  dealers  during  the  Civil  War,  struck  in  imitation  of  the 
rare  1792  Washington  Getz  pieces.  Bright  mint  red  color  remains 
on  deeply  reflective  surfaces,  barely  mellowed  to  violet  and  blue  in 
the  fields.  Lustrous  and  extremely  attractive,  essentially  as  nice  as 
when  issued,  just  a few  little  field  marks  and  a tiny  spot  at  the  tip  of 
Washington’s  nose.  William  Idler  was  John  Haseltine’s  tather-in- 
law,  and  together  they  represented  a pipeline  from  the  Philadelphia 
Mint  to  the  numismatic  marketplace  for  some  ot  the  most  notorious 
(yet  most  valuable  and  beloved)  ot  American  coin  and  pattern  is- 
sues. A full  biography  ot  Idler  is  included  in  1 lave  Bowers  . InicnViin 
Numismatics  Before  the  Civil  lEir.  For  those  interested  in  the  histors 
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ot  American  numismatics,  this  is  a prime  desiderata,  but  it  would 
also  hold  a place  in  an  advanced  early  American  cabinet  for  a high 
quality  1792  Getz  piece  until  one  is  acquired.

(some  are  flat  on  the  obverse)  and  very  appealing.  Coincidentally, 
or  perhaps  not.  Idler  was  issuing  Washington-themed  store  cards  at 
the  same  time  Mint  Directorjames  Ross  Snowden  was  assembling  a 
Washington  cabinet  and  trading  many  “pattern”  delicacies  through 
Idler  to  acquire  even  more  rare  Washington  material. 

Cop- 
per. Gem  Mint  State.  78.8  grains.  20.5  nnn.  A final  Idler  piece  in 
magnificent  condition.  Nearly  full  blazing  mint  color  remains  on 
reflective  surfaces,  only  barely  mellowed  in  central  fields.  Some 
light  flyspecking,  natural  planchet  chips  on  reverse,  lustrous  and 
beautiful  overall.  A copper  version  of  the  preceding,  clearly  given 
to  a collector  circa  1860  and  well  preserved  ever  since.  This  would 
make  an  excellent  (and  inexpensive)  addition  to  a collection  featur- 
ing things  Idler  may  have  handled.

Baker-572A.  Copper.  Choice  Mint  State.  103.5  grains.  20.5 
mm.  A beautiful  copper  artifact  proving  that  numismatic  biblio- 
maniacs were  around  even  before  the  Civil  War.  Rich  mint  color 
persists  on  both  deeply  reflective  surfaces  with  only  the  slightest 
mellowing.  Only  very  minor  field  marks,  a few  tiny  spots  including 
a small  pit  over  N of  CHANCE.  A fascinating  store  card  issued 
by  the  teenaged  co-founder  of  the  ANS,  according  to  the  reverse 
“good  for  one  chance  in  raffle  for  Numismatic  Books  at  A.B.  Sage 
& Co.,  N.Y.,  Nov.  1859.”  Sage  formed  the  basis  for  Dave  Bowers’ 
work  American  Numismatics  Before  the  Citnl  War,  where  this  token  is 
catalogued  on  p.  313.

Attractive  dark  golden  tan  surfaces  with 
darker  halos,  legends,  and  devices.  Mostly  smooth  and  glossy,  a few 
tiny  scratches  on  Washington’s  bust,  dig  over  AC  of  JACKSON, 
very  positive  visual  appeal.  This  token  is  a well  known  rarity  in  the 
Washingtoniana  series,  especially  in  high  grade — most  are  well  worn, 
damaged,  or  show  poor  surface  quality.  This  specimen  is  above  aver- 
age for  the  variety  and  deserves  a place  in  an  advanced  cabinet.

A bit  softly  struck  on  Jackson’s  portrait,  as  typical,  light 
abrasions  on  Washington’s  portrait,  very  attractive  overall.  One  of 
the  more  desirable  storecards  of  this  era,  featuring  an  interesting 
political  juxtaposition  and  desirable  to  collectors  of  many  different 
specialties.

A beautiful  example  of  this  Washington-themed  Civil  War 
dog  tag  type.  Glossy  golden  tan  surfaces  retain  a good  percentage 
of  their  original  silvering  and  lustre.  Choice  eye  appeal,  no  major 
marks.  Made  out  to  a Captain  E.R.  Walker  of  the  22nd  Regiment 
of  New  Hampshire  volunteers,  a regiment  that  entered  the  service 
in  December  1861 . Dogtags  that  belonged  to  offices  are  scarcer  than 
those  of  enlisted  men,  and  rarely  do  we  encounter  a specimen  in 
nicer  grade  than  this. 

162  1861  Washington  Civil  War  R1  dog  tag.  Baker-620.  Brass.  VF. 
198.1  grains.  31.3  mm.  An  especially  historic  Civil  War  dog  tag, 
worn  by  a soldier  who  w'as  in  the  lead  ranks  in  the  first  battle  of 
the  war.  Deep  golden  tan  with  even  wear,  soft  at  central  reverse 
and  showing  some  circular  thin  scratches  on  Washington’s  portrait. 
This  dog  tag  was  very  obviously  used  but  remains  attractive.  What 
it  sacrifices  in  condition  it  more  than  makes  up  for  in  history!  The 
soldier  who  wore  this  was  in  the  2nd  RI  Regiment,  which  was  the 
very  first  regiment  from  Rhode  Island  to  commit  to  a three-year 
service  in  the  army  just  six  weeks  after  Fort  Sumter.  They  were  in 
Washington  in  time  for  the  first  battle  of  the  conflict  at  Bull  Run 
(Manassas)  in  what  is  today  the  Northern  Virginia  suburbs  of  the 
capital.  The  2nd  Rhode  Island  led  Union  forces  into  battle  at  that 
first  meeting  of  Union  and  Confederates,  placing  this  dog  tag  at 
one  of  the  epochal  moments  of  our  nation’s  history.  They  would 
later  serve  at  other  major  battles:  Antietam,  Fredericksburg  and 
Chancellorsville  in  Virginia,  Gettysburg,  Wilderness  (on  some  of 
the  same  ground  as  Chancellorsville),  and  after  their  original  three 
year  commitment  ceased  others  fought  at  Petersburg  and  even 
followed  Lee  to  Appomattox.  The  regiment  took  severe  casual- 
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ties  over  the  course  of  the  war,  28  killed  at  Bull  Run  alone,  with 
another  30  missing  and  56  wounded  at  that  battle.  What  became 
of  the  man  who  wore  this  tag.  Private  Charles  M.  Locke,  we  do 
not  know.  He  could  have  been  among  the  196  killed,  or  he  may 
have  survived.  Further  research  could  determine  this  easily,  and  we 
hope  the  winning  bidder  of  this  lot  will  endeavor  to  learn  as  much 
about  this  serviceman  as  possible.

Nicely  detailed  on  the  front  with  all  engraving  intact  and 
the  design  well-rendered,  shank  broken  on  back  with  only  base 
of  shank  present.  A very  popular  artifact  from  Washington’s  first 
inauguration  in  1789.

Very  sharp,  with  all  letters  of 
LONG  LIVE  THE  PRESIDENT  boldly  defined.  No  major  flaws 
on  the  front,  some  very  light  corrosion  on  the  back,  intact  shank  a 
bit  bent  upwards  but  in  no  danger  ofbreakage.  An  especially  choice 
specimen,  finer  than  any  of  Ford’s,  the  best  of  which  sold  for  over 
$2,500.  An  extremely  popular  type,  perhaps  the  classic  among  1789 
Inaugural  buttons,  in  essentially  unsurpassable  grade.

scarce  and  popular  early  Georgia  token,  counterstamped  (as  always) 
on  a Classic  Head  half  cent.  Dark  brown  and  mahogany  surfaces 


are  mostly  smooth  but  show  some  surface  dirt  buildup  and  a bit 
of  thin  patina  on  the  highest  point  of  the  obverse.  This  interest- 
ing token/countermark  is  actually  a uniface  token  that  is  always 
overstruck  on  half  cents,  using  an  obverse  die  featuring  an  image 
of  a steamship  and  the  initials  JDM  and  a blank  reverse  die.  This 
specimen  is  nicely  struck,  though  a bit  weak  at  the  exact  place  in 
the  lower  obverse  that  allows  the  1810  date  to  show  clearly.  The 
Rulau  book  reports  examples  struck  on  only  1811  half  cents  and 
1828  half  cents  (to  which  he  gives  two  different  Rulau-E  numbers) 
but  none  on  1810  or  any  other  date.  Some  old  off-white  buildup  is 
noted  on  the  obverse  above  the  ship.  This  token  was  issued  as  an 
admittance  pass  to  board  the  steamship  John  David  Morgan,  which 
operated  out  of  Savannah,  Georgia  from  1828  to  1836.  Its  unusual 
location  and  denomination  makes  it  popular  with  collectors,  but 
only  occasionally  does  a specimen  turn  up  at  public  auction.  Very 
scarce  and  very  desirable.

Copper.  MS-63.  A lovely  Mint  State  piece  with  strong  lustre, 
chocolate  brown  surfaces,  and  mint  red  framing  some  design  ele- 
ments. Well  struck  with  CONSTITUTION  complete  and  devoid 
of  problems,  a very  pretty  piece.

24.7 
mm.  A lovely  example  of  this  rare  issue  with  an  interesting  and 
enigmatic  countermark.  Pleasing  medium  gray  with  some  remain- 
ing lustre  and  appealing  lively  surfaces.  Some  minor  planchet  fissuR'S 
are  noted,  inconsequential  on  the  obverse  but  a bit  more  noticeable 
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on  the  reverse.  The  eye  appeal  remains  very  good  and  all  design 
elements  are  very  well  defined.  A countermark  JMP  in  a prepared 
square  cartouche  is  located  atop  the  reverse  wreath,  the  same  loca- 
tion for  the  countermark  on  the  other  four  known  examples.  Just 
what  this  tiny  population  of  countermarked  Feutchwanger  three 
cent  pieces  represents  is  up  for  debate — it  is  clearly  the  mark  of  a fine 
metalworker  (like  a silversmith)  but  whether  it  means  this  person 
had  a hand  m distributing  or  redeeming  the  Feutchwanger  tokens 
is  not  known.  The  Ford  specimen  of  Low  118  with  this  mark  sold 
for  a very  strong  $9,200;  it  was  a finer  coin  than  this  (described 
as  choice  prooflike  Uncirculated),  but  it  solidifies  the  standing 
of  the  countermarked  Low  118s  as  a collectible  subvariety  just  as 
they  were  listed  by  Miller.  This  piece  is  very  attractive  and  free  of 
post-striking  defects,  making  it  a fine  type  coin  or  representative 
example  of  this  extremely  rare  countermarked  subvariety.

A very  light  scratch  is  noted 
under  magnification  within  the  central  reverse  lettering,  not  visible 
to  the  naked  eye.  A lovely  example  of  this  ever-popular  Hard  Times 
token.

Choice 
Mint  State.  Silvered  brass.  157.1  grains.  27.6  mm.  One  of  the  very 
nicest,  if  not  the  nicest  specimen  of  this  medal  from  the  election  of 
1860  we  have  ever  seen.  Full  silvering  (actually  tinning)  remains, 
bright  and  lustrous,  with  only  a tiny  bit  of  brass  showing  beneath 
AWAKES  and  in  a few  spots  in  the  fields.  Sharply  struck  and  un- 
worn, a few  minor  specks,  a real  gem  example.  The  Wide-Awakes 
lamplight  parades,  commemorated  by  the  lamp  lighter  shown  on 
one  side  of  this  medalet,  were  begun  in  Hartford,  Connecticut  as 
a way  to  show  support  for  Lincoln  and  the  abolitionist  movement. 
On  the  other  side  a marcher  is  shown  carrying  his  distinctive  Wide 
Awakes  lantern  high  above  his  head.  The  Wide  Awakes  movement 
spread  far  beyond  Hartford,  preaching  abolitionism  and  support 
for  Lincoln’s  Republicans  as  it  did  so.  This  medalet  is  popular  for 
its  association  with  the  abolitionist  movement  and  the  Election  of 
1860,  and  it  is  essentially  never  found  in  finer  condition.

A handsome  photographic 
medalet  from  the  Election  of  1860.  The  outer  portion  is  a lustrous 
golden  tone,  still  bright  and  brassy  with  exceptional  detail  and  no 
flaws.  The  Lincoln  portrait  is  bold  and  shows  no  major  marks,  just 
some  light  crazing  that  is  not  visible  to  the  naked  eye.  The  Hamlin 
portrait  shows  some  scattered  marks  and  flaws  but  is  likewise  very 
bold.  Worn  by  a supporter  of  the  Republican  ticket  in  1860,  this 
ferrotype  is  a marvelous  numismatic  artifact  from  one  of  the  most 
important  elections  in  history  and  one  of  our  greatest  presidents.

Another  Abraham  Lincoln 
ferrotype  medalet,  this  one  in  particularly  superb  condition.  The 
outer  rim  is  a bright  and  lustrous  gold,  sharp  and  attractive.  The 
images  both  show  excellent  color  and  clarity.  Lincoln’s  beardless 
photograph  shows  no  marks  or  distractions,  only  some  minor 
crazing  when  at  a certain  angle  to  the  light.  Hamlin’s  portrait  is 
free  of  crazing  and  shows  but  one  tiny  curved  mark.  This  is  one  of 
the  finer  ferrotypes  of  this  election  we  have  seen,  and  it  should  be 
considered  seriously  by  quality-conscious  collectors.

In  his  reference  on  the  subject  (1983),  author  David  Schenkman 
gave  this  issue  of  F.  Simmonds  a Rarity-9  rating;  at  the  time  of 
issue  of  Schenkman’s  work,  Rarity-9  represented  a population  of 
just  one  to  four  known  specimens. 

The  manufacturing  firm  of  F.X.  Koehler  was  started  by  German  im- 
migrant Francis  X.  Koehler  in  Baltimore,  Maryland  in  1851 . He  made  suder 
tokens  during  the  war  for  various  sutlers,  and  also  remained  active  in  the 
token  and  jewelry  business  after  the  war. 

Regarding  Florian  Simmonds,  the  issuer  of  the  token,  the  Schenkman 
reference  notes  that  F.G.  Dutfield’s  listing  of  Balrimore  tokens  stated  that 
Simmonds  was  a dealer  in  sutler  supplies  circa  1864-66,  with  a Baltimore 
business  location  at  130  West  Lombard  Street;  perhaps  Simmonds  relocated 
there  from  Illinois  after  the  Civil  War. 

As  for  the  12th  Illinois  Cavalry,  they  were  mustered  into  the  Union 
Army  on  February  24,  1862,  seeing  their  first  service  as  prison  guards  at

C'ainp  Butler  in  Illinois,  deployed  there  until  June  1862,  at  which  time 
they  were  ordered  to  Martinsburg,  West  Virginia  where  they  stayed  until 
September  of  that  year.  The  first  time  the  1 2th  Illinois  saw  battle  was 
after  the  evacuation  of  Winchester.  While  on  patrol  near  Bunker  Hill  and 
Martinsburg,  troopers  of  the  12th  came  across  a Confederate  Cavalry  unit 
of  a much  larger  size.  With  a brisk  charge,  the  troopers  of  the  12th  routed 
the  Confederates,  killing,  wounding,  and  capturing  several  along  the  way. 
Two  days  later  a greatly  reinforced  Confederate  Cavalry  force  tried  to  attack 
Martinsburg  with  the  intent  of  liberating  their  fellow  Confederates.  This 
time,  as  before,  a group  of  Union  cavalry  of  the  1 2th  Illinois,  numbering  but 
40  troopers,  routed  a Confederate  attack  of  “several  hundred  of  the  enemy,” 
killing  25  and  taking  50  additional  prisoners  as  a result. 

All  told,  the  12th  Illinois  fought  at  M.irtinsburg,  Antietam,  Chancel- 
lorsville,  Stoneman’s  Raid,  Brandy  Station,  Up>perville,  Gettysburg,  Wil- 
liamsport, Boonsboro,  Funkstown,  Falling  Waters,  Kelly’s  Ford,  Bristoe, 
Rappahannock  Station,  Alexandria,  Davidson’s  Expedition,  and  Osban’s 
Expedition.  During  the  Campaign  of ‘63,  the  12th  Illinois  was  in  a nearly 
constant  state  of  skirmish  with  Confederate  General  JEB  Stuart’s  cavalry.  On 
M.iy  3,  1863,  the  12th  Illinois  was  ordered  to  penetrate  the  Fredericksburg 
Railroad  and  Virginia  Central  to  destroy  communications  between  the 
Confederate  capital  at  Richmond  and  Lee’s  Army  of  Northern  Virginia. 
They  succeeded  admirably,  logging  over  200  miles  injust  a few  days  while 
destroying  rails,  bridges,  and  telegraph  wires,  along  with  supplies  and  other 
needs.  It  is  thought  that  $1,000,000  in  damage  was  done  all  told  to  the 
Confederate  infrastructure.  On  the  morning  otjuly  1,  1863,  the  hrst  day  ot 
the  Battle  of  Gettysburg,  the  12th  Illinois,  under  the  leadership  of  Colonel 
George  Henry  Chapman,  along  with  the  1st  and  2nd  brigades  of  General 
Buford’s  1st  Cavalry  Division,  held  the  field  against  Confederate  General 
Henry  Heth’s  advancing  Confederate  infantry  for  several  hours,  allowing 
the  Union  infantry  to  arrive  later  that  day  at  Gettysburg.  In  November  1863, 
the  12th  Illinois  was  relieved  from  the  Army  of  the  Potomac  and  ordered 
home  to  Illinois  to  reorganize  as  veterans.  This  privilege  was  awarded  to  the 
12th  for  “brilliant  services  in  the  field”  by  Secretary  ofWar  Stanton.  They 
mustered  out  of  the  army  on  May  26,  1866.

G.  W.  EDDY  arcs  above,  SUTLER  / 5 / 6th  on  three 
lines  at  center,  5 incuse,  WIS.  VOL’S  curves  below,  star  at  3:00, 
another  at  9:00  / 13  stars  around  Federal-style  eagle.  Medium 
silver-gray  with  deeper  charcoal  highlights,  some  faint  roughness 
but  no  major  marks.  Another  Rarity-9  issue  that  will  find  a ready 
home  in  an  advanced  Civil  War-era  sutler  tokens  collection. 

The  6th  Wisconsin  Volunteers  was  formed  in  April  1861  and  mustered 
into  the  Army  in  July  1861  along  with  two  other  regiments  from  Wisconsin, 
the  2nd  and  7th,  and  the  19th  Indiana,  forming  the  only  “western  brigade” 
in  the  Army  of  the  Potomac.  Their  first  test  in  battle  was  at  Brawner’s  Farm, 
where  the  four  Western  Regiments,  coimnanded  byjohn  Gibbon,  an  artillery 
officer,  came  upon  a superior  force  of  Contederates  under  the  command  ot 
Stonewall  Jackson.  The  short  confrontation  began  in  the  late  afternoon  ot 
August  28,  1862,  and  the  engagement,  very  bloody  and  costly  to  both  sides, 
finally  ended  with  sundown.  A few  days  after  the  skirmish  at  Brawner  s Farm, 
the  Battle  ofSecond  Manassas  (Bull  Run)  occurred,  where  the  6th  Wisconsin 
also  handled  itself  admirably.  Confederate  General  Lee  then  turned  his  Army 
of  Northern  Virginia  into  Maryland,  and  the  6th  Wisconsin  again  saw  battle. 
Known  as  the  “Big  Hat  Brigade”  because  of  the  fincy  uniforms  and  headgear 
they  wore,  the  6th  Wisconsin’s  nickname  was  about  to  change.  At  the  Battle 
of  ( himberland  Gap  in  South  Mountain,  Union  Army  Commander  George 


McClellan  saw  the  6th  Wisconsin  and  its  sister  brigades  from  the  west  “relent- 
lessly pushing  forward  up  the  National  Road,”  advancing  their  position  and 
sweeping  the  Confederates  away  before  them.  McClellan’s  remark,  “They 
stand  like  iron,”  passed  throughout  the  Union  Army,  and  the  “Big  Hat 
Brigade”  became  thereafter  the  “Iron  Brigade.” 

Just  three  days  later,  the  6th  Wisconsin  saw  bloody  action  at  Antietam, 
suffering  some  of  the  heaviest  losses  of  any  regiment.  Union  or  Confeder- 
ate, on  what  would  turn  out  to  be  the  bloodiest  single-day  encounter  of  the 
entire  war,  and  perhaps  the  single  bloodiest  and  most  costly  day  in  American 
military  history.  To  compensate  for  the  wholesale  death  among  its  ranks,  the 
Western  Regiment  was  infused  with  soldiers  from  the  24th  Michigan,  who 
soon  earned  their  “baptism  by  fire,”  fighting  with  the  rest  of  the  Western 
Regiment  at  the  Battle  of  Fredericksburg.  The  6th  Wisconsin’s  finest  hour 
was  on  July  1,  1863,  the  first  day  of  the  Battle  of  Gettysburg.  They  were 
ordered  to  the  right  wing  of  the  front  line  where  Confederates  had  already 
swept  away  attempt  after  attempt  by  the  Union  to  hold  the  line.  The  6th 
Wisconsin  charged  across  a stubble  field  and  onto  the  Chambersburg  Pike 
where  they  regrouped  and  reformed  their  lines,  then  stormed  the  Confeder- 
ates at  an  unfinished  railroad  cut.  When  the  dust  had  settled  on  that  fierce 
scene,  more  than  200  Confederates  had  been  taken  prisoner,  and  Union 
Army  Sergeant  Francis  A.  Wallar  of  Company  1 was  awarded  the  Congres- 
sional Medal  of  Honor  for  his  bravery  under  fire  and  the  capture  ot  the  battle 
flag  of  the  Confederate  Army’s  2nd  Mississippi  Regiment.  After  Gettysburg 
the  Regiment  saw  action  at  Mine  Run,  Wilderness,  Spotsylvania,  Laurel  Hill, 
North  Anna,  Cold  Harbor,  Petersburg,  Weldon  Railroad,  First  Hatcher’s 
Run  (Gravelly  Run),  and  Second  Hatcher’s  Run  (Five  Forks).  Along  with 
the  7th  Wisconsin,  the  6th  Wisconsin  was  present  and  accounted  for  at  the 
surrender  of  Robert  E.  Lee  to  Ulysses  S.  Grant  at  Appomattox  Courthouse, 
Virginia  in  Aprril  1865.  According  to  records,  the  6th  Wisconsin  and  its  sister 
units  in  the  Western  Brigade  suffered  perhaps  the  heaviest  death  toll  ot  the 
Union  Army  during  the  war.

Called  Rarity-8  in  the  Schenkman  reference, 
signifying  that  perhaps  just  five  to  1 0 or  so  pieces  were  known  at  the 
time  of  publication.  Olive  gold  with  some  deeper  areas  of  toning  on 
the  obverse.  Undoubtedly  very  scarce,  and  equally  as  desirable. 

Consisting  almost  entirely  of  firemen  from  the  Philadelphia  area  who 
answered  “Honest  Abe’s”  call  for  military  volunteers  after  the  outbreak  ot 
the  Civil  War,  the  Philadelphia  Fire  Zouaves  Regiment  was  commanded 
by  Colonel  De  Witt  Clinton  Baxter.  t4riginally  part  of  the  California  Bri- 
gade under  direct  authority  ot  the  president  and  commanded  by  Colonel 
E.  D.  Baker,  the  regiment  mustered  in  on  August  10,  1861,  departing  for 
Washington,  D.C.  on  September  16  of  that  year.  After  the  death  of  Colonel 
Baker  at  Ball’s  Bluff,  Virginia  in  October  1861,  Pennsylvania  took  control 
of  its  own  and  tormed  the  new  Fire  Zouaves,  eventually  numbering  15 
companies  totaling  some  1,600  souls  from  the  greater  Philadelphia  area. 
The  battles  and  skirmishes  the  regiment  fought  m are  synonymous  with 
Civil  War  history:  Yorktown;  Fair  Oaks;  Peach  Orchard;  Savage  Station; 
Glendale;  Malvern  Hill;  Chantilly;  Antietam;  Fredericksburg;  Clnmcel- 
lorsville;  Gettysburg;  Mine  Run;  Wilderness;  Spotsylvania;  North  Anna; 
Totopotomoy;  Cold  Harbor;  and  Petersburg.  At  the  Gettv'sburg  National 
Battlefield  in  Pennsylvania,  standing  in  a now-quiet  field,  is  a statue  known 
simply  as  “the  Zouave.”  On  July  1st.  1863,  the  first  d.iy  of  fighting  at  the 
Battle  of  Gettysburg,  B.ixter’s  Fire  Zouaves,  along  with  other  companies  ot 
the  Fire  Zouaves  Regiment,  held  their  position  at  tlie  center  ot  tlie  Lhiion 
line.  At  a place  called  by  today  s historians  the  Bloody  Angle,  the  lurois 
zouaves  made  a desperate  hand-to-hand  stand  against  superior  Contederate 
numbers  on  |uly  3rd,  the  final  d.iy  ofthe  battle,  Fhe  zouaves  held  the  line  and 
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their  actions  on  that  day  are  now  memorialized  as  one  ofthe  turning  points 
ot  the  battle,  indeed,  of  the  entire  war.  Later,  at  Petersburg,  four  regiments 
ot  the  Fire  Zouaves  stormed  the  Confederate  defenses  and  took  them,  then 
clung  tenaciously  to  the  hard-earned  ramparts.  This  turned  out  to  be  the  last 
battle  for  the  greatly  decimated  regiment;  a few  days  later  the  survivors  were 
sent  home  and  mustered  out  of  the  Union  Army.  All  told,  12  officers  and 
198  enlisted  men  ofthe  Philadelphia  Fire  Zouaves  were  killed  in  action;  one 
officer  and  119  men  succumbed  to  medical  problems.  Another  25  officers 
and  533  enlisted  men  from  the  regiment  were  wounded,  and  two  officers 
and  163  enlisted  men  were  captured  or  listed  as  missing  in  action.

About 
Uncirculated.  An  exceptional  specimen  of  this  rare  Montreal 
encasement,  new  to  the  marketplace  after  decades  in  a private 
holding.  The  mica  is  clear  and  nicely  preserved  with  only  a few 
light  abrasions  and  a bit  of  crazing  near  its  top  and  bottom  edge. 
The  stamp  has  kept  its  bold  blue  color.  The  encasement  itself  is 
marvelously  preserved,  with  most  of  its  silvering  and  good  gloss. 
The  recent  Ford  sale  contained  three  Weir  and  Larminie  encase- 
ments of  this  denomination,  selling  between  $3,700  and  $4,350 
with  an  estimated  population  ofjust  a dozen  or  so  known.  As  the 
only  Canadian  issuer  in  the  encased  postage  series — not  to  mention 
one  of  the  rarest  of  all  issuers — this  piece  has  a special  desirability 
and  is  sure  to  see  strong  competition.

A second  opportunity  to  acquire  this  rare  Canadian  encased  postage 
type.  The  mica  is  cracked  at  the  right  and  shows  significant  crazing, 
while  the  stamp  is  now  dark  green  and  somewhat  toned.  The  case  is 


somewhat  granular  on  the  back,  toned  a combination  of  mahogany 
and  dark  olive-brown,  but  without  major  hits  or  defects.  This 
denomination  is  perhaps  the  most  frequently  encountered  Weir 
and  Larminie,  but  only  a few  dozen  are  known  spread  throughout 
private  and  public  collections.  Another  rare  opportunity. 

Fractional  Currency  Shield 

Gray  Background 


179  Fractional  Currency  Shield.  Gray  Background.  An  interesting 
fractional  shield  that  long  ago  was  cut  down  and  reframed.  The 
original  borders  around  the  printed  gray  shield  have  been  carefully 
trimmed  away,  leaving  the  shield  itself  and  all  of  the  fractional  cur- 
rency notes  intact.  Around  the  eagle  in  the  starry  field  at  the  top, 
the  edges  were  trimmed  to  give  a sunburst  effect,  and  an  inscription 
reading  “CURENCY  IN  USE  DURING  CIVIL  WAR  1861-65” 
was  added  by  hand  in  brown  ink  below  the  outer  layer  of  stars.  The 
shield  has  been  backed  on  a large  off-white  matboard  and  framed  in  a 
wood  frame  that  probably  dates  to  the  late  Victorian  period.  As  with 
many  of  these  shields,  the  present  one  has  some  water  stains  which 
extend  from  the  bottom  edge  upward.  Most  likely,  serious  stain- 
ing along  the  bottom  edge  was  the  reason  for  this  shield  being  cut 
down  in  the  first  place.  What  has  resulted  is  a rather  unique  piece, 
with  only  minimal  staining  evidence  noted  between  the  tops  ofthe 
vertical  shield  stripes.  The  paper  of  the  notes  has  aged  a little,  and 
the  ink  colors  have  lost  some  vibrancy,  however,  uniformly  so  and 
therefore  the  shield  retains  pretty  nice  eye  appeal.  We  must  assume 
that  had  the  shield  not  been  cut  down  in  the  manner  described, 
unsightly  stains  at  the  bottom  would  have  been  very  distracting. 
An  interesting  artifact  which  would  make  an  excellent  display  item. 
If  the  present  cataloguer  did  not  have  the  good  fortune  of  having 
another  fractional  shield  hanging  in  the  office,  this  certainly  would 
be  a worthwhile  candidate  for  the  wall. 
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Remarkable  Engraved  Naval  History  Piece 

The  U.S.S.  Wabash,  Launched  1855 


180  1853  quarter.  Arrows.  Engraved  to  mark  the  launch  of  the 

frigate  Wabash  in  1855.  AU.  Obverse  carefully  engraved  by  a 
skilled  hand:  “A.M.  KELLY  / Oct.  24,  1855”  in  left  obverse  field, 
with  “WABASH  / Couldn’t  go  / rain’d”  in  right  obverse  field. 
Even  dark  gray  toning  over  well  detailed  surfaces,  neat  circular  hole 
drilled  through  Liberty’s  head.  While  the  identity  of  A.M.  Kelly 
may  never  be  known,  the  occasion  for  which  this  was  issued  is  easy 
to  deduce:  the  U.S.S.  Wabash  was  launched  on  the  date  mentioned 
from  the  Philadelphia  Navy  Yard.  She  was  fully  commissioned  the 
next  year  and  the  steamship  first  made  its  way  to  Nicaragua  to  stop 
adventurer  William  Walker’s  attempts  to  overthrow  the  country. 
The  Wabash  served  in  the  Civil  War  as  the  flagship  of  the  American 
Blockading  Squadron  beginning  in  May  1861  and  later  served  in 
the  assaults  on  Hatteras  Inlet,  North  Carolina  and  Port  Royal, 
South  Carolina.  After  her  Civil  War  service,  the  ship  cruised  the 
Mediterranean  and  later  housed  sailors  in  Boston  Navy  Yard  until 
she  was  sold  for  scrap  in  1912. 

This  piece  teUs  a part  of  an  interesting  story,  and  we  wish  we 
knew  the  rest:  who  was  A.M.  Kelly,  and  what  did  she  (or  he)  have 
to  do  with  the  launching  of  the  Wabash?  Why  did  the  rain  keep 
Mr./Mrs.  Kelly  at  home?  We  don’t  recall  seeing  another  coin 
engraved  to  mark  the  launching  of  a U.S.  Navy  ship  before,  and  as 
such  this  holds  special  interest.

Incredible  Galveston  Hurricane  Lifesaving  Medal 

An  Historic  Artifact  of  America’s  Greatest  Disaster 


181  1900  State  Department  Lifesaving  medal.  First  class.  Julian 

LS-3.  Gold.  Choice  AU.  674.8  grains.  35.7  mm.  Original  bar  and 
hanger  suspended  at  1 2:00.  A unique  and  historic  artifact  of  the  great- 
est natural  disaster  to  ever  strike  the  United  States,  a furious  hurricane 
that  struck  the  city  of  Galveston,  Texas  and  killed  approximately 
10,000  people.  This  medal  marks  a small  victory  of  heroism  over 
the  storm:  the  rescue  of  two  Americans  from  the  fierce  waters  of 
( lalveston  Bay  in  the  hours  after  the  hurricane  hit  the  shoreline.  The 
surfaces  arc  a pleasing  light  yellow  gold  with  reflective  surfaces,  lightly 


polished  as  is  typical  for  these  medals — they  were  worn  proudly  and 
shined  over  time  as  they  were  worn  and  displayed.  The  engraved 
reverse  shows  a couple  short  scratches  near  the  base  of  that  side,  no 
serious  detraction.  The  engraving  reads  as  follows: 

“To  Egbert  Sharey,  seaman  of  the  British  steamship  ‘Mexican,’ 
in  recognition  of  his  heroism  in  assisting  in  the  rescue  of  two 
American  citizens  in  Galveston  Bay,  September  9,  1900.” 

The  great  Galveston  hurricane,  much  discussed  in  the  media  in  recent 
months  in  the  wakes  of  Katrina,  Rita,  and  the  busiest  storm  season  on  record, 
struck  Galveston  in  the  night  hours  ofSaturday,  September  8, 1900.  Its  arrival 
had  been  forecast,  warnings  set  with  flags  across  the  shoreline,  but  without 
the  modern  comforts  of  radar  and  “hurricane  tracker”  aircraft  the  city  was 
unprepared  for  what  was  to  come.  Between  winds  estimated  at  a steady  125 
mph  and  a massive  storm  surge  that  flooded  the  coastal  city  and  destroyed  its 
buildings,  a fifth  of  the  city’s  population  was  killed.  Whether  the  two  lives 
saved  by  Seaman  Sharey  in  Galveston  Bay  were  sailors,  or  simply  citizens  who 
had  been  swept  out  to  sea  by  the  horrific  waves,  we  do  not  know — perhaps 
a careful  reading  of  the  newspaper  accounts  at  the  time  would  reveal  the 
precise  story,  and  the  case  file  still  exists  in  the  National  Archives. 

We  know  that  a gold  lifesaving  medal,  a first  class  award,  was  only  given 
out  for  very  special  circumstances.  In  another  lifesaving  story  attached  to 
the  Galveston  Hurricane  of  1900,  the  crew  of  a Coast  Guard  cutter  was 
recognized  for  its  work  cruising  the  flooded  streets  of  Galveston  and  puUing 
the  local  citizens  from  the  waters.  The  crew  saved  34  people,  but  only  the 
captain  and  a crew  member  who  had  swam  through  the  waters  to  person- 
ally rescue  people  were  given  a gold  medal;  the  other  seven  crewman  of  the 
USCG  cutter  Galveston  received  silver  or  second  class  medals.  The  two  gold 
medals  given  to  the  crew  of  the  Gabvston  were  the  only  gold  medals  given 
to  Coast  Guard  seamen  during  and  after  the  Galveston  hurricane.  Those 
two  medals  are  not  presently  known — they  may  remain  in  the  fairtily,  in  an 
institutional  collection,  or  perhaps  no  longer  exist.  The  Galveston  County 
Museum  contains  a gold  hfesaving  medal  awarded  to  a private  citizen  during 
the  hurricane,  but  it  will  certainly  never  come  on  the  market.  This  is  the  only 
Galveston  Hurricane  hfesaving  medal  we  have  ever  seen  in  the  marketplace, 
and  its  connection  to  the  greatest  natural  disaster  in  American  history  makes 
it  one  of  the  most  desirable  gold  lifesaving  medals  we  have  ever  handled.

Both  sides  appear  glossy  and  smooth,  even  under 
a good  glass,  though  scrutiny  reveals  some  light  roughness  around 
devices  and  may  detect  the  very  deft  and  careful  smoothing  of  all 
the  fields  to  remove  granularity.  The  overall  impact  is  almost  cer- 
tainly a more  attractive  coin  than  before  this  process,  the  traces  of 
which  are  best  revealed  near  the  devices.  The  toning  applied  is  even 
and  attractive,  a light  steel  brown,  and  the  devices  are  very  sharp. 
Liberty’s  hair  may  have  been  lightly  strengthened,  but  the  chain 
and  legends  are  all  as  made  and  the  date  is  complete  and  bold.  We 
can  imagine  a knowledgeable  collector  missing  the  improvements 
to  this  piece  entirely,  so  practiced  was  the  hand  that  accomplished 
them.  This  piece  should  ideally  be  viewed  to  assess  its  worth,  but 
we  imagine  it  will  find  a beloved  home  in  a date  set  of  cents  or  a 
type  set  of  nice  high-grade  coins.

A bit  of  surface  dirt  has  developed  since  this  coin  was  sold 
in  July  2003,  nothing  that  a 10-second  brushing  wouldn’t  solve. 
We  note  a single  tiny  dig  in  front  of  Liberty’s  chin  and  a minuscule 
rim  bruise  over  AM  of  AMERICA  that  is  nearly  entirely  obscured 
by  the  holder.  While  errors  are  relatively  common  on  Sheldon- 
78s,  perhaps  more  than  any  other  Sheldon  number,  this  one  must 
be  counted  among  the  most  eye-catching  in  existence.  The  first 
strike  was  bold  and  on-center,  but  the  coin  was  struck  again  with  a 
rotation  of  about  30  , leaving  two  full  dates  essentiaOy  side  by  side.

Wc  reiterate  that  the  assigning  of  a single  number,  with  complete  disre- 
gard for  the  sharpness  of  strike,  quality  of  planchet,  or  eye  appeal  (although 
the  planchet  is  fine  and  the  eye  appeal  is  great  here),  translates  into  great 
opportunities  for  connoisseurs  or,  as  Bill  Fivaz  has  popularized  the  term, 
cherrypickers.  The  nice  part  of  the  equation  is  that  probably  90%  of  people 
simply  buy  the  grade  on  a holder,  so  a Mint  State  or  Proof  coin  struck  flat, 
or  on  a poor  planchet,  or  with  terrible  eye  appeal,  will  be  eagerly  bought  by 
investors  and  bargain  seekers.

areas.  From  an  unknown  but  probably  very  small  Proof  production 
for  the  date,  as  serious  numismatists  in  the  country  at  the  time  could 
probably  be  numbered  on  the  fingers  of  both  hands,  though  a toe 
or  two  may  have  been  necessary.  In  short,  those  ordering  Proof 
coinage  from  the  Mint  in  1849  were  a very  small  and  select  group 
of  collectors.  Broadly  repunched  9 in  date,  a noted  diagnostic  for 
Proofs  of  the  date.  Struck  from  a mis-aligned  reverse  die,  an  occur- 
rence that  Breen  noted  in  his  Encyclopedia  (1988):  “On  some  Proofs 
with  repunched  9,  reverse  is  rotated  180°  from  normal  alignment.” 
When  the  coin  is  turned  on  its  vertical  axis,  both  “heads”  and  “tails” 
are  right-side  up,  or  the  exact  opposite  of  what  is  usually  found  on 
U.S.  coinage.  In  The  Official  Red  Book  of  Auction  Records,  1999-2004, 
compilersjohn  Dannruether  andjeff  Garrett  note  just  three  auction 
appearances  of  Proof  1849  half  dimes  between  1995  and  2004,  two 
of  those  offered  in  2000,  and  another  in  2004;  whether  any  of  these 
represent  the  same  specimen  is  unknown,  though  each  of  the  three 
cited  examples  are  PCGS-certified  Proof-63  pieces.  The  present 
coin  is  one  ofjust  three  Proofs  of  the  date  certified  by  NGC.  We 
suggest  a serious  bout  of  bidding  competition  is  in  order  when 
Liberty  Seated  half  dime  specialists  hear  of  this  important  Proof 
offering.

Early  dimes  start  with  1800,  with  highlights  that  include  a Mint  State-66 
1805,  and  another  1805  that  is  both  double-struck  and  from  an  abnormal  die 
rotation!  Choice  and  gem  quality  seems  to  be  the  by-word  among  the  Capped 
Bust  dimes,  with  a MS-66  1836  just  one  of  numerous  highlights.  Liberty 
Seated  dimes  begin  with  a choice  MS-64  1838-0  No  Stars  dime,  a great  and 
unsung  rarity  at  that  grade,  followed  by  a Mint  State  “Little  Orphan  Annie” 
dime  of  1844,  a date  that  sports  a well-beloved  numismatic  nickname  if  ever 
there  was  one.  We’d  be  remiss  if  we  didn’t  mention  the  1871-CC  dime  in 
EF-45,  one  of  the  “Big  Four”  among  the  rarities  in  the  design  type  (the  other 
three  dates  of  the  “Big  Four”  also  had  their  origin  in  the  Carson  City  Mint!). 
Many  more  Seated  dimes  will  meet  with  your  approval  as  you  review  this 
section.  Barber  dimes  are  out  in  force  with  a nice  key  date  1896-S  in  MS-64 
but  one  of  the  many  treasures  available  within  the  design  type.  First  out  in  the 
Mercury  series  is  the  ever-popular  1916-D,  one  of  America’s  most  popular 
rarities,  here  offered  in  MS-63.  A gem  MS-65  1921 -D  is  found,  itself  a great 
prize,  and  others  follow  in  rapid  succession.  A half  dozen  lots  of20-cent  pieces 
foUow  the  dimes,  a small  offering  that  is  truly  worthy  of  careful  scrutiny.  All 
in  all,  whether  you  enjoy  dimes  or  “double  dimes,”  you  have  arrived  at  the 
right  location  in  the  present  catalogue!

Though  not  noted  on  the  PCGS  holder,  when 
the  obverse  is  viewed  with  Liberty  perfectly  upside  down,  the  tip  of 
Liberty’s  bust  may  be  seen  within  LIB  of  LIBERTY,  the  outline  of 
her  lowest  curl  is  plain  at  RTY,  and  05  of  the  date  is  intermingled 
with  BE.  Other  vestiges  are  more  challenging  to  see  because  of  the 
strength  of  the  second  dominant  strike,  but  careflil  scrutiny  could 
probably  turn  up  other  parts  of  the  initial  strike,  though  we  detect 
nothing  on  the  reverse.  The  surfaces  are  a pleasing  old  antique  gray 
with  rose  and  multicolored  toning  around  some  devices  and  some 
traces  of  reverse  lustre.  Some  minor  marks  are  seen,  including  a 
thin  dig  across  Liberty’s  nose  to  near  star  9,  and  a bit  of  peripheral 
granularity  is  detected  with  a glass.  The  eye  appeal  is  nice  for  the 
grade.  The  Logan  collection  contained  a single  double  struck 
Draped  Bust  dime,  a low-grade  1807  that  showed  an  extra  berry 
inside  the  shield.

While  collecting  pattern  nickel  five  cent  pieces  has  been  a very 
intense  pursuit  for  many,  patterns  of  the  nickel  three-cent  design 
have  been  widely  ignored.  Gne  reason  is  that  most  consist  of  off 
metal  strikings  from  regular  dies.  Still,  the  series  offers  quite  a few 
interesting  and  rare  items  at  prices  that  are  lower  than  in  certain 
other  scries.

Cameo  (NGC).  Copper.  Reeded  edge.  A splendid  coin,  a treat  to 
the  eye.  The  toning  of  the  piece  gives  it  almost  a sih’er  appearance, 
certainly  enough  to  fool  the  eye.  The  entire  aspect  is  very  attractive, 
placing  this  as  one  of  the  choicest  pieces  in  existence. 

The  transitional  patterns  of  1863  and  1864 -with  motto  IN  GOD 
WE  TRUST  were  created  as  numismatic  delicacies  after  the  motto 
had  been  regularly  adopted  (in  1866)  for  general  coinage.  Specimens 
were  made  available  to  privileged  numismatists  and  were  struck 
in  aluminum,  copper,  and  silver.  A full  set  of  transitional  patterns 
consists  of  the  quarter  dollar,  half  dollar,  and  dollar,  with  dates  ot 
1863,  1864,  and  1865.  The  method  of  distribution  of  these  is  not 
clear,  but  William  K.  Idler,  a Philadelphia  dealer  who  commenced 
trade  in  1859,  is  a strong  possibility.  At  the  Mint  these  pieces  were 
produced  secretly,  then  filtered  out  into  the  numismatic  market- 
place by  insiders  who  had  access  to  coining  equipment.  Absolutely 
no  records  were  kept.  Quite  curiously,  toward  the  end  of  the  first 
decade  of  the  20th  century,  the  Treasury  Department  took  the 
attitude  that  patterns  could  not  be  legally  held,  never  mind  that 
their  own  predecessors  were  the  ones  who  made  and  sold  them. 
The  entire  matter  of  the  Mint’s  relationships  with  collectors  has 
occupied  a lot  of  ink  in  recent  years.  We  cannot  help  but  notice 
the  poignant  remarks  made  just  recently  by  Ed  Reiter  in  COINage 
magazine,  these  about  the  1933  double  eagle.  It  is  quite  interesting 
that  for  some  coins  the  Treasury  Department  sets  rules  of  its  own 
making,  not  necessarily  coordinated  at  all  with  history,  and  for 
other  coins  there  are  no  rules. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  U.S.  Mint  in  recent  times  has  bestowed 
upon  the  entire  collecting  community  a wonderful  series  of  new 
designs — the  state  reverse  quarters,  new  nickels,  and  many  com- 
memoratives.  As  always,  the  topics  are  fodder  for  discussion — is  a 
given  coin  attractive,  or  is  it  ugly?  Such  stutl  is  part  of  the  hobby 
we  all  enjoy.

One  crack  runs  from  the  dentils  between  the  A and  M in 
AMERICA  then  to  the  eagle’s  wing,  where  it  leads  downward 
diagonally  to  the  upper  edge  of  the  forewing.  Another  serious 
crack  can  be  seen  from  the  rim  extending  between  the  A and  R 
in  DOLLAR  to  the  underside  of  the  eagle’s  tail.  Still  other  cracks 
can  be  found  wending  their  way  through  the  peripheral  legends.

Dave 
Bowers  of  our  staff  catalogued  it  years  ago  for  the  Garrett  Collec- 
tion, sold  by  the  Johns  Hopkins  University.  Then  over  two  years 
ago  we  presented  it  in  our  Classics  Sale.  Now,  we  have  the  honor 
once  again.  The  description  from  our  Classics  Sale  follows: 

Obverse  with  a head  of  Liberty  facing  left  by  George  T.  Morgan, 
virtually  identical  in  style  to  the  head  adopted  beginning  in  1878 
on  Morgan  dollars.  The  reverse  has  a perched  eagle  centered  on  a 
shield,  all  encompassed  within  a wreath.  Toned  in  pewter  gray  and 
gold.  The  reverse  exhibits  substantial  prooflike  character,  while  the 
obverse  shows  subtle  traces  of  lustre  around  the  periphery.  Probably 
silver-plated  at  the  Mint,  as  its  pedigree  as  a silver-plated  specimen 
can  be  traced  back  to  a Mint  officer  within  a few  years  of  its  striking. 
It  appeared  in  the  Garrett  Collection,  Part  I,  as  silver  before  its  true 
nature  was  realized,  then  reappeared  in  Part  11  catalogued  as  silver- 
plated  copper  after  proper  identification  by  Rogers  Fred,  Jr.,  a noted 
pattern  specialist.  Garrett  had  acquired  the  piece  (attributed  as  silver!) 
from  George  Cogan  in  1883,  and  Cogan  is  believed  to  have  bought 
the  piece  directly  from  Chief  Coiner  Col.  Oliver  Bosbyshell.  As  a 
silver-plated  copper  specimen  this  example  is  unique,  as  a copper 
striking  from  these  dies  it  is  one  of  four  known.  Either  way,  this 
piece  is  a truly  .special  piece  with  an  exciting  history.

Although  the  coin  has  the  appearance  of  fine  silver,  it  is  described  as 
being  silver-plated  on  the  NGC  label.  As  it  happens,  silver  impressions  from 


these  dies  are  not  known.  Silver-plated  impressions  are  distinguishable  by  : 
their  light  weight,  typically  in  the  range  of  17(1-17.5  grains,  whereas  silver 
impressions,  if  they  were  to  e.xist,  would  probably  weigh  about  192-193  ft 

grains.  It  seems  likely  that  other  1877  pattern  half  dollars  of  other  varieties  sj 

that  have  been  identified  a silver  impressions  over  the  years  may  in  actuality 
turn  out  to  be  silver-plated  copper  examples;  time  will  tell!

The  obverse  design  is  the  famous  Indian  Princess  motif,  by  James  B. 
Longacre,  posthumous,  as  Longacre  died  on  January  1,  1869.  .She  is  sitting 
on  a globe  with  the  word  LIBERTY  serving  as  the  equator.  We  are  not  sure 
if  either  Mercator  or  Rand  McNally  would  want  to  copy  this  for  use  on 
their  maps,  but  the  outline  seems  to  indicate  South  America,  for  sure,  and 
then  North  America,  the  last  seemingly  merging  into  wliat  is  Russia  today, 
perhaps  before  tectonic  plate  movements,  (ireenland,  il  it  is  that,  is  in  the 


wrong  position,  but  nearby  can  be  seen  what  is  probably  Iceland  (or  Atlantis?) . 
Facetiousness  aside,  the  motif  is  a very  attractive  one,  well  delineated  in  the 
dies,  and  certainly  one  of  the  favorites  among  pattern  collectors.

The  Bcclitler  tainily,  iminigrants  troni  C'icrniaiiy,  set  up  their  business 
in  Rutherfordton  in  the  gold  district  of  North  Carolina,  at  a time  when 
national  attention  was  focused  on  the  treasures  to  be  found  there.  Trained 
in  inetallurgv-  and  gunsmithing,  Christopher  Bechtler  saw  an  opportunity 
to  receive  gold  from  miners,  process  it,  and  issue  coins  that  could  be  used 
in  local  trade.  Gold  nuggets  and  dust  on  their  own  were  of  uncertain  utility- 
due  to  variations  in  weight  and  quality-. 

Christopher  Bechtler  and  his  kin  ran  the  operation  from  their  residence, 
m a special  refining  and  minting  tacility.  At  one  time  the  Bechtlers  also  issued 
ingots,  but  none  are  known  today. 

Although  the  Philadelphia  Mint  was  in  full  operation  making  coins,  the 
Bechtler  issues  served  well  in  regional  commerce,  distant  from  Philadelphia, 
and  the  government  made  no  attempt  to  stop  the  production.  Even  after  the 
Charlotte  and  Dahlonega  mints  opened  in  the  region  in  1838,  the  Bechtler 
enterprise  continued  unimpeded.  Many  mentions  were  made  of  the  coinage 
in  different  business  journals  of  the  era,  some  of  which  we  have  reprinted 
before.  Occasionally,  statements  would  be  made  as  to  the  number  of  coins 
produced,  or  their  usefulness  to  those  who  handled  them. 

Simple  in  design,  these  pieces  w-ere  strictly  utilitarian.

Further  explanation  is  needed  as  to  the  grade,  and 
it  simply  is  this:  on  the  obverse,  after  the  second  A (CAROLINA) 
and  before  G (GC)LD)  there  is  evidence  of  some  friction  or  burnish- 
ing, seemingly  when  someone  tried  to  remove  some  tiny  carbon 
occlusions,  perhaps.  Other  than  that  the  coin  is  superb  in  its  aspect, 
highly  prooflike  on  both  sides,  and  certainly  one  of  the  finest  to 
come  on  the  market  in  our  time.  This  piece  invites  careful  viewing 
and,  afterward,  an  enthusiastic  bid. 

The  present  coin  is  one  of  the  more  curious  in  American  numis- 
matics in  that  it  contains  a day  date,  August  1 . 1834  (in  abbreviated 
form  a similar  issue  is  the  Standish  Barry  silver  threepence  ofjuly 
4,  1790).  This  particular  date  refers  to  the  effective  time  of  imple- 
mentation of  the  Mint  Act  of  June  28,  1834.  Largely  promoted  by 
Senator  Thomas  I lart  Benton,  this  mandated  a change  in  weight 


of  federal  gold  coins,  making  them  slightly  lighter  than  before.  Up 
to  this  time,  no  gold  coins  had  been  seen  in  circulation  since  1821  > 

as  it  cost  more  than  S5  in  gold  to  make  a half  eagle.  Accordingly, 
federal  half  eagles  were  struck  only  for  import  and  bulk  transac-  j 
tions,  and  traded  as  bullion  coins,  not  for  their  stated  worth.  Now,  ' 
as  of  August  1,  1834,  new  half  eagles  and  quarter  eagles  (the  only 
federal  denominations  being  made)  would  again  circulate  at  par. 
Christopher  Bechtler  wanted  to  conform  to  federal  standards,  and  i 

his  notation  on  this  $5  coin  served  notice  that  the  fineness  and  • 

weight  of  it  was  of  the  new  federal  standard.  . 


A 19th-Century  Commentary 

We  reprint  here  an  article,  not  widely  known  to  numismati.sts,  which 
was  published  in  Banker’s  Magazine,  October  1881: 

“BECHTLER’S  GOLD  The  editor  of  an  Alabama  paper  has  been 
shown  a rare  gold  coin,  which  is  described  as  follows: 

“It  is  about  the  size  of  a silver  quarter,  a shade  thicker,  the  color  of  “old 
gold,”  and  is  inscribed  as  follows:  On  one  side — "Carolina  gold.  Aug.  1st, 
1835.  140C.  20  carats.”  On  the  other  side — ’C.  Bechtler.  At  Rutherf.  5 
dollars.’ 

“The  history  of  this  coin  is  thus  given;  A gentleman  by  the  name  ot 
Bechtler  owned  and  worked  a gold  mine  in  North  Carohna  about  the  date 
shown  on  said  coin.  At  this  time  transportation  facilities  were  not  so  good 
as  they  have  become  since,  and  the  means  of  communication  were  much 
more  limited.  On  this  account  Bechtler  found  some  difficulty  in  getting 
his  gold  dust  to  market  and  to  the  mints,  and  he  formed  the  idea  of  coin- 
ing it  himself. 

“Not  wishing  to  infringe  upon  the  government  or  to  be  considered 
a counterfeiter,  he  ascertained  the  exact  amount  of  gold  contained  in  the 
different  varieties  of  gold  coin  coined  by  the  Government,  made  his  own 
dies  and  coined  his  gold  dust  in  his  own  name,  stamping  his  own  name 
and  value  upon  each  as  shown  above.  This  was  known  throughout  North 
Carolina  as  Bechtler’s  gold,  and  passed  among  the  people  ot  that  State  and 
elsewhere  where  the  facts  were  known  as  readily  as  the  gold  coins  that  bore 
the  stamp  of  the  government  mints.”

A very  plea.sing  coin  at  first  look, 
but  slightly  bent.  Not  to  apologize  for  this,  as  it  certainly  would  be 
better  without  being  so,  we  hasten  to  say  that  many  gold  dollars  are 
bent,  slightly  or  otherwise,  and  often  this  is  not  mentioned.  Perhaps 
with  care  the  present  piece  could  be  straightened.  In  addition  there 
is  a test  cut  on  the  rim.  The  striking  and  features  on  both  sides  are 
remarkably  bold,  and  the  coin  has  nice  eye  appeal.

Today  the  addition  ofa  nice  Norris,  Gregg  & Norris  half  eagle  to 
your  collection  will  add  one  of  the  most  significant  representatives 
from  the  California  Gold  Rush.  The  present  piece  combines  fairly 
high  grade  with  affordability  (in  the  context  of  this  rare  issue).

Notes  on  Norris,  Gregg  & Norris 

The  newspaper  A/ta  California  noted  on  May  31,  1849,  the  existence  of 
“. . .a  five-doUar  gold  coin  struck  at  Benicia  City,  though  the  imprint  is  San 
Francisco.  In  general  appearance  it  resembles  the  United  States  coin  of  the 
same  value,  but  it  bears  the  private  stamp  of  Norris,  Gregg  & Norris  and  is 
in  other  particulars  widely  different." 

So  far  as  is  known,  the  N.G.  & N.  coinage  antedates  any  other  struck  in 
California.  However,  by  late  summer  and  autumn,  several  firms  had  entered 
the  scene,  most  notably  Moffat  & Co. 

The  firm  was  earlier  located  in  New  York  City  where  the  principals 
engaged  in  plumbing,  steam  fitting,  and  civil  engineering.  The  new  El 
Dorado  beckoned,  and  certain  of  the  principals  headed  west.  The  nature 
of  their  coining  equipment  is  not  known,  but  probably  consisted  ot  a small 
press,  steam  driven.  Such  equipment  would  have  been  procured  in  the  East 
and  probably  taken  by  ship  around  Cape  Horn.  The  transport  of  heavy  items 
across  Panama  in  1849  would  have  been  fraught  with  difficulties — as  travel 
was  via  small  boats  that  were  poled  and  paddled,  and  by  backpack. 

Gold  coins  of  the  S5  denomination  were  subsequently  made  in  several 
varieties  by  the  Norris,  Gregg  & Norris  firm  in  Benicia.  As  to  the  appearance 
of  the  mint  and  contemporary  news  items  about  it,  we  have  encountered 
nothing.  As  was  often  the  case  in  the  Gold  Rush  era,  what  was  everybody’s 
business  at  one  time  became  nobody’s  business  generations  later — for 
mundane  things,  such  as  the  making  of  essentials  of  life  and  commerce, 
sometimes  were  overlooked  by  chroniclers. 

Three  of  the  pieces  were  assayed  at  the  Philadelphia  Mint  and  showed 
finenesses  of  870,  880,  and  892  thousandths,  and  respective  intrinsic  gold 
values  of  S4.83,  S4.89,  and  S4.955,  not  including  the  silver  alloy  (which  if 
added  to  the  computations  would  have  given  them  each  about  SO. 025  extra 
value).  Examples  of  the  coinage  with  the  imprint  ofSan  Francisco  wvre  made 
in  large  quantities  and  circulated  extensively,  probably  the  first  such  private 
issues  to  achieve  popular  distribution  in  the  region. 

Varieties  were  made  with  plain  or  reeded  edges.  A variety  imprinted 
STOCKTON  is  unique.  It  is  not  known  by  whom  the  dies  were  cut,  but  a 
strong  possibility  is  that  they  were  produced  in  New  York  before  the  partners 
sailed  for  California.  Perhaps  San  Francisco  was  added  to  the  die  before  the 
partners  knew  exactly  where  they  would  set  up  operations.  The  Stockton 
die  was  probably  made  in  late  in  1849  or  early  1850  and  was  ordered  from 
the  East  after  business  had  commenced  in  Benicia  City.  There  are  certain 
store  card  dies  from  this  era,  of  other  firms,  which  seem  to  have  similarities. 
No  contemporary  record  has  been  found  of  the  Stockton  facility.

nice  example  of  the  second  year  of  the  Moffat  half  eagle,  the  present 
piece  is  in  light  yellow  gold,  fairly  well  struck,  and  has  nicer  surfaces 
than  usually  seen.  Such  coins  were  used  extensively  in  commerce, 
and  many  ot  them  in  existence  today  are  severely  marked,  dull,  or 
have  other  problems.  The  present  piece  has  scattered  marks,  but 
has  eye  appeal  that  certainly  ranks  it  in  the  top  ten  percent  we  have 
seen  of  the  issue.  The  piece  appears  to  have  been  in  circulation  but 
just  a short  time.  As  to  what  Mint  State  means  in  the  field  of  private 
and  territorial  gold  coins  is  sometimes  hard  to  learn.  Certainly, 
interpretations  have  moved  up  a few  notches  from  what  they  were 
a generation  ago.  Whatever  the  interpretation,  this  piece  a genera- 
tion ago  as  well  as  today  stands  as  one  of  the  nicest  in  existence.

A Sketch  of  Moffat  & Co. 

While  the  distinction  of  being  the  first  California  coiner  goes  to  Norris, 
Gregg  & Norris,  the  most  prominent  ot  the  early  minters  was  Moffat  & Co. 
At  a time  when  the  coinage  of  other  assayers.  bankers,  and  minters  was  being 
seriously  questioned,  especially  in  1851  (by  which  time  Norris,  Greg;  A 
Norris  had  exited  the  business),  the  issues  of  Moftat  were  readily  accepted 
by  merchants.  Later,  the  facilities  of  the  firm  were  incorporated  into  the 
United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  and.  later,  the  .San  Francisco  Mint.  The 
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firm's  name  is  from  one  of  the  partners,  John  Little  Moffat  (1788-1865), 
of  New  York  City,  who  came  to  California  in  1849  to  recoup  his  fortune 
which  had  dwindled  in  recent  years. 

The  Sew  York  Tribune  on  February  14,  1849,  told  of  his  departure 
from  that  city:  “The  good  bark  Guilford  sails  today  from  the  foot  of  Wall 
Street.  Whatever  success  may  attend  the  various  adventurers,  associated 
or  individual,  they  will  require  a certain  medium  of  circulation,  or  a fixed 
standard  for  their  gold-dust.  This  end  may  be  obtained  through  the  opera- 
tions of  Messrs.  Moffat  & Co.,  who  go  out  in  the  Guilford,  with  proper 
assistance,  and  most  complete  machinery  and  apparatus,  to  supply  the  want 
of  Califoriii,ms;  in  other  words,  to  establish  a sort  of  mint,  to  receive  the 
gold-dust,  smelt  and  assay  it,  and  by  their  stamp  to  give  it  a currency  and 
value,  w'hich  must,  in  the  absence  of  a government  character,  be  received  by 
the  merchants  and  consumers.  Mr.  John  L.  Moffat,  known  as  the  standard 
assayer  in  this  city  for  many  years,  carries  with  him  testimonials  of  our  most 
eminent  merchants,  bankers,  and  bullion  dealers....  They  have  our  best 
wishes  for  their  success.” 

Success  indeed  attended  their  efforts,  the  firm  became  prominent,  and 
in  185 1 the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  and  Augustus  Humbert  were 
part  of  the  facihty.  In  1853,  by  which  time  the  business  was  conducted  by 
the  partnership  of  Curtis,  Perry  & Ward,  the  mint  was  sold  to  the  Treasury 
Department.  Private  coinage  ceased  later  in  that  year.  In  1854,  the  facihties, 
somewhat  remodeled  and  expanded,  opened  as  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  with 
the  first  coins  delivered  in  April,

The  present  piece  is  light  yellow  gold  on  both  sides,  with  hints 
of  iridescence.  The  label  above  the  eagle  is  inscribed  887  THOUS. 
slightly  short  of  the  Federal  standard,  and  reflecting  the  difficulty 
that  the  office  of  Augustus  Humbert  had  in  bringing  up  gold  to 
the  required  fineness.  Later,  this  was  overcome,  and  issues  of  the 
related  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  included  many  900 
fine  coins. 

About  $50  “Slugs” 

Much  could  be  written  about  octagonal  S50  slugs,  and  for  extensive 
details  and  background  we  refer  you  to  Dave  Bowers’  book,  A California 
Gold  Rush  History,  copies  of which  are  available  from  our  publications  depart- 
ment. In  brief,  such  pieces  were  first  made  early  in  1851  under  the  auspices 
of  Augustus  1 lumbert,  a .San  Francisco  watchmaker  and  metal  smith,  who 
had  been  named  as  the  “United  .States  Assayer  of  Gold,  California.”  It  was 
Humbert's  duty  to  represent  the  interests  of  the  Treasury  Department  in 
having  Moffat  & Company,  under  contract,  produce  coins  that  would  be

useful  in  California  commerce.  At  the  time  gold  dust  and  ingots  were  com- 
mon, but  coins  were  elusive.  Desired  was  a standard  form  of  trade,  a coin 
of  recognized  value  that  could  be  used  in  large  transactions.  Interestingly, 
the  State  Legislature  of  California  prohibited  the  use  of  paper  money  in 
that  territory  (which  became  a state  in  1850).  Accordingly,  all  transactions 
had  to  be  in  coins. 

The  octagonal  S50  pieces,  officially  called  ingots,  but  in  the  chan- 
nels of  commerce  called  adobes  and  slugs,  served  well  in  facihtating  large 
transfers.  These  pieces  were  made  by  the  tens  of  thousands  and  were  used 
widely,  a common  scene  on  gaming  tables  as  well  as  on  bank  counters  and 
elsewhere. 

The  $50  slugs  were  made  by  Augustus  Humbert  in  1851  and  1852.  Dur- 
ing the  next  several  years,  other  gold  coins  took  their  place,  including  issues 
of  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  as  well  as  coins  produced  by  the 
likes  of  Kellogg  & Company  and  Wass,  Molitor  & Company.  In  1855  Wass, 
Molitor  produced  a new  version  of  the  S50  slug,  round  in  format,  which  was 
accepted  widely.  Kellogg  & Company  apparently  intended  to  do  this,  and 
struck  a few  examples  in  Proof  finish,  but  never  for  circulation.  In  August 
1857,  when  the  S.S.  Sonora  left  San  Francisco  carrying  passengers  and  gold 
treasure,  heading  for  Panama,  to  connect  on  the  Atlantic  side  with  the  S.S. 
Central  America,  a number  of  octagonal  $50  slugs  were  included,  plus  at  least 
one  round  Kellogg  piece.  The  Central  America  was  lost  at  sea  on  September 
12,  1857.  In  the  late  2()th  century  the  treasure  was  recovered,  much  to  the 
delight  and  excitement  of  the  numismatic  community.

This  coin,  smoothly  and  evenly  worn,  must  have 
figured  in  the  history  of  the  California  Gold  Rush.  One  can  only 
contemplate  where  it  was  and  what  it  did.  Both  sides  have  been 
lightly  cleaned,  which,  incidentally,  is  probably  the  case  tor  the 
majority  of  territorial  gold  coins  on  the  market  today,  certified  or 
uncertified.  As  to  what  “good”  cleaning  is  and  what  “bad”  cleaning 
is  has  never  been  defined  and  is  often  left  to  the  imagination.  As 
to  this  piece,  it  is  attractive  enough,  and  the  cleaning  is  evident, 
but  there  are  no  abrasions  or  scratches.  We  recommend  in-person 
inspection. 

The  U.S.  Assay  Office  of  Gold 

The  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold  is  the  later  designation  for  the 
enterprise  established  by  Augustus  Humbert  within  the  facilities  of  Moffat 
& Company,  San  Francisco.  Some  notice  of  this  is  given  under  our  offering 
of  the  1850  Moffat  $5  above. 

This  facility  was  well  known  in  its  time,  and  its  coins  were  widely  re- 
spected. However,  the  government  took  exception  to  certain  ofits  products, 
and  would  not  allow  them  to  be  used  to  pay  customs  duties!  This  did  not 
matter  to  local  banks,  business  interests  and  others,  who  found  them  to  be 
handy  in  commerce.  The  smallest  denomination  produced  was  the  SIO. 
with  the  $20  being  the  most  popular.  No  doubt  had  smaller  coins  been 
made,  such  as  $2.50  and  $5,  they  would  have  achieved  utilitv’.  However, 
probably  Moffat  & Company  under  the  contract  could  not  have  made  ends 
meet  due  to  the  cost  of  production  while  at  the  same  turning  out  coins  ot 
full  intrinsic  v.alue.

with  them  during  the  operations  of  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of  Gold. 
When  the  latter  institution  discontinued  business  on  December  14,  1853, 
and  began  the  changeover  of  facilities  that  would  lead  to  the  opening  of  the 
San  Francisco  Mint,  Kellogg  formed  a new  partnership  with  G.F.  Richter, 
who  earlier  had  worked  with  the  United  States  Assay  Office  as  an  assayer. 

On  December  19,  1853,  the  San  Francisco  Herald  carried  this  advertise- 
ment: “ASSAY  OFFICE.  The  undersigned,  who  have  been  connected  with 
the  United  States  Assay  Office  from  its  commencement,  have  opened  an 
office  for  melting  and  assaying  gold  in  the  basement  ofj.  P.  Haven’s  Build- 
ing, No.  106  Montgomery  St.,  one  door  of  Lucas,  Turner  & Co.’s  banking 
house  and  nearly  opposite  Adams  & Co.  Kellogg  & ILichter.” 

On  January  14, 1854,  a number  ofleading  banking  houses  of  San  Francisco 
and  Sacramento  addressed  a petition  to  Kellogg  & Richter  imploring  them 
to  produce  coins,  in  the  period  after  which  the  United  States  Assay  Office  of 
Gold  had  ceased  operations  and  before  the  United  States  Mint  at  San  Francisco 
had  begun.  The  merchants  indicated  their  willingness  to  receive  any  coins  that 
would  be  produced.  Kellogg  & Ikichter  jumped  at  the  opportunity,  and  on 
February  9,  1854,  the  first  Kellogg  S20  coin  was  issued. 

Following  the  opening  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint  production  at  the 
government  facility  was  quite  limited.  Kellogg  & Co.  therefore  did  a large 
business  by  continuing  their  private  coinage.  Toward  the  end  of  1854  the 
tirm  ot  Kellogg  & Richter  was  dissolved  and  a new  firm,  Kellogg  & Humbert, 
took  its  place,  with  Augustus  Humbert,  formerly  the  United  States  assayer 
connected  with  Moffat,  joining.  This  partnership  continued  until  1860, 
although  the  last  coins  were  struck  in  1855. 

On  May  1, 1855  H/to  California  noted  that  about  SI. 5 million  was  the  larg- 
est coinage  per  month  from  the  San  Francisco  Mint,  whereas  Kellogg  & Co. 
for  many  weeks  made  from  360,000  to  580,000  worth  of  coins  per  day. 

Edgar  H.  Adams  wrote  that  Kellogg  & Co.  was  credited  with  basing 
produced  $6  inillion  worth  of  S20  gold  pieces  during  its  time,  and  that  a 
large  number  of  these  were  lost  “by  the  sinking  of  a steamer  in  the  Pacific 
on  its  way  from  San  Francisco  to  New  York.”  The  writer  (QDB)  has  not 
been  able  to  find  any  account  of  a steamer  sunk  in  the  Pacific  in  1854  or 
1855  with  such  a recorded  loss,  although  other  vessels  were  lost  or  beached, 
most  notably  the  S.S.  Yankee  Blade,  off  Santa  Barbara  in  1854,  not  on  its 
way  to  New  York. 

The  successor  firm,  Kellogg  & Humbert,  was  a prominent  assayer.  Its 
gold  bars  formed  much  of  the  treasure  lost  in  the  Atlantic  Ocean  aboard 
the  S.S.  Central  America,  September  12,  1857,  the  story  of  which  is  well 
known  to  our  readers.

John  Glover  Kellogg,  of  Auburn,  New  York,  came  to  San  Francisco  on 
October  12,  1849.  He  secured  a position  with  Moffat  & Co.  and  remained 


The  Mormon  Coinage  at  Salt  Lake  City 

In  the  autumn  of  1848,  Mormon  soldiers  returning  from  California, 
where  they  had  come  after  participating  in  the  War  with  Mexico,  brought 
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large  quantities  ofgold  dust  into  the  Great  Salt  Lake  area.  In  the  gold  district 
the  soldiers  had  been  active  participants,  as  had  other  Mormons.  Among 
the  "others"  was  Samuel  Urannan,  who  broke  with  the  main  church  and 
conducted  his  own  aflairs,  beconung  prominent  in  business. 

In  the  meantime,  the  soldiers  exploited  what  was  named  Mormon 
Island,  located  downstream  from  Sutter's  Mill  at  Coloma  on  the  American 
River.  This  was  one  of  the  richer  gold  deposits  during  the  early  days  of 
discovery.  Gold  dust  and  nuggets  estimated  to  have  been  worth  several 
million  dollars  were  located  by  them. 

In  the  settlement  at  Great  Salt  Lake,  called  the  State  of  Deseret  (deseret  = 
honeybee,  a Mormon  symbol  ofindustriousness),  Dr.  Willard  ILichards,  an 
official  of  the  Mormon  Church,  weighed  the  gold  dust  and  distributed  it  in 
paper  packages  which  contained  from  SI  to  S20  in  value.  In  November  1848 
coinage  designs  were  formulated.  Each  piece  was  to  depict  on  one  side  the 
priesthood  emblem,  a three-point  Phrygian  crown  over  the  all-seeing  eye 
ofjehovah,  with  the  phrase  “Holiness  to  the  Lord.”  The  reverse  was  to  bear 
the  inscription  “Pure  Gold,”  clasped  hands,  and  the  denomination. 

On  December  10,  1848,  Mormons  with  gold  dust  were  invited  to  leave 
it  for  coinage.  The  first  deposit  was  made  by  William  T.  FoUett,  who  received 
a credit  of S232  for  iWi  ounces  at  the  rate  ofS  16  per  ounce.  Soon  thereafter 
46  S 10  gold  pieces  were  minted  byjohn  M.  Kay,  a Mormon  who  earlier  had 
been  employed  with  a private  mint  in  Birmingham,  England.  The  Mormon 
religion  attracted  many  British  citizens,  who  relocated  to  America. 

It  is  believed  that  the  pieces  struck  in  December  1848  were  dated  the 
following  year.  The  S 10  coins  were  designed  by  Brigham  Young,  John  Mo- 
bourn  Kay,  and  John  Taylor.  They  were  dubbed  “Valley  Coin.”  Problems 
developed,  and  by  December  22,  1848,  the  equipment  was  inoperable. 

Additional  facilities  for  coinage  were  ordered  through  a church  agent 
in  St.  Louis.  Dies  were  prepared  for  S2.50,  $5,  and  $20  pieces.  Coinage 
at  the  church  mint  commenced  on  September  12,  1849.  From  that  point 
through  early  1851,  about  S75.000  face  value  in  gold  pieces  was  produced. 
Designs  followed  those  suggested  a year  earlier,  but  the  words  “Pure  Gold” 
were  represented  by  the  initials  P.G.,  and  for  Great  Salt  Lake  City  the  letters 
G.S.L.C.  were  added. 

Apparently  there  was  little  understanding  or  interest  in  Salt  Lake  City 
concerning  the  fineness  or  purity  of  gold,  and  only  the  total  weight  was 
considered  when  the  coins  were  made.  This  caused  the  Mormon  coinage 
to  be  condemned  in  many  regions  distant  from  the  Mormon  settlement, 
particularly  in  California  where  it  became  the  subject  of  many  vituperative 
comments  in  the  press,  which  noted  the  coins  were  “spurious,”  “vile  false- 
hoods,” and  “debased.”  In  areas  other  than  Salt  Lake  City  they  circulated 
only  at  a discount  of  10%  to  25%  from  face  value.  Within  Salt  Lake  City 
itself  there  were  numerous  questions  raised,  and  in  1851  and  1852  many 
were  reluctant  to  accept  the  pieces,  but  the  church  applied  pressures  which 
made  the  coins  circulate.  Eventually  Brigham  Young,  the  Mormon  leader, 
closed  the  mint,  and  the  pieces  disappeared  from  circulation. 

The  issues  dated  1849  and  1850  are  all  from  dies  in  shallow  relief  After 
a lapse  of  a decade,  in  1860  a new  coinage  of  S5  coins  was  issued,  with  lion 
and  beehive  motifs,  and  with  inscriptions  in  the  curious  Mormon  alphabet  (a 
seemingly  bright  idea,  and  language  guides  were  prepared,  but  the  alphabet 
never  caught  on).  The  dies  for  the  1860  coins  were  cut  in  California  by  Albert 
(Albrecht)  Kiiner.  In  later  years  all  Mormon  coins  became  highly  prized  as 
collectors’  items,  the  rarest  denomination  being  the  $10.

This  is  the  epitome  coin  of  the  Clark,  Gruher  series,  the 
signature  variety  with  Pikes  Peak  on  the  obverse.  Although  $20 
coins  were  made  of  the  same  design  and  are  rare,  it  is  the  $10  that 
is  better  recorded  in  history. 

The  present  piece  shows  light  circulation  (in  our  opinion)  and 
also  has  some  planchet  laminations  below  the  denomination  on  the 
obverse  and,  more  subtly,  on  the  lower  left  of  the  reverse.  Accord- 
ingly, we  recommend  viewing  this  coin  prior  to  bidding  so  that  a full 
understanding  of  all  of  its  characteristics  can  be  given.  (You  know 
how  we  feel  about  using  a single  grading  number  to  tell  anything 
and  everything  there  is  to  know  in  regard  to  buying  a coin.) 

Generally,  territorial  and  private  gold  coins  have  marks,  lami- 
nations, bruises,  and  other  evidences  of  handling — going  with  the 
territory  (not  to  be  punning).  If  all  of  these  were  mentioned,  prob- 
ably the  commercial  grading  services  would  have  little  business  in 
this  area,  for  only  a tiny  fraction  of  pieces  are  “pristine.”  Accord- 
ingly, coins  that  would  not  pass  muster  for  commercial  grading 
in,  say,  the  federal  series  of  $10  pieces  made  at  the  Philadelphia 
Mint,  which  seem  to  sail  through  the  grading  services  with  no 
problems.  We  have  no  cjuarrel  with  this  either,  except  to  say  that 
extra  adjectives  are  desirable,  and  in  our  offerings  we  endeavor  to 
give  them,  as  here. 

Among  all  territorial  and  private  gold  coins,  the  1860  Clark, 
Gruber  & Company  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  to  own.  D.ive 
Bowers’  book.  More  Adventures  with  Rare  Coins,  devoted  a 
chapter  to  this  specific  issue.  Ifyou  are  the  successful  bidder  in  this 
lot  and  do  not  have  a copy,  we  would  he  happy  to  send  you  one 
with  our  compliments. 
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A Sketch  by  a 19th-Century  Numismatist 

The  following  history  was  written  by  John  Jay  Knox,  author  of  the 
Coinage  Act  ot  1873,  otficial  ot  the  Treasury  Department  and  comptroller 
of  the  currency  for  many  years,  and  an  accomplished  numismatist.  Certain 
information  will  probably  be  new  to  present  readers  (lightly  edited): 

Clark,  Gruber  & Co.  organized  the  first,  most  extensive  and  usehil  of  all 
the  institutions  classed  as  banks  in  the  period  1859-1865.  Their  establishment 
sprang  from  a house  instituted  in  Leavenworth,  Kansas  in  1858  by  Milton  E. 
and  Austin  M.  Clark  and  E.H.  Gruber,  In  1859  they  purchased  considerable 
quantities  of  gold  tfom  the  Rocky  Mountains.  They  were  pacing  five  per  cent 
expressage  on  the  dust  brought  in,  and  equal  cost  on  the  coin  and  currency 
returned,  in  addition  to  the  expense  of  armed  messengers  or  guards  each 
way.  To  avoid  this  burdensome  expense,  they  finally  conceived  the  idea  of 
planting  coining  machinery  in  Denver  and  making  their  own  coin.  After 
investigating  the  laws  on  the  subject  and  finding  no  absolute  prohibition, 
M.E.  Clark  proceeded  to  Boston,  purchased  the  requisite  machinery  and 
shipped  it  to  Denver,  where  it  arrived  in  March  1860. 

A two-story  brick  building  was  erected  in  a central  part  of  the  town, 
the  machinery  placed,  and  the  minting  of  crude  dust  into  bright,  attractive- 
coins  began  July  20, 1860.  The  first  struck  were  ten  and  twenty  dollar  pieces, 
bearing  on  the  face  a rude  representation  of  Pike’s  Peak,  and  on  the  reverse 
the  firm  name  of  Clark,  Gruber  & Co.  No  alloy  was  used. 

They  passed  into  general  circulation  at  par,  but  soon  began  to  show 
abrasion  from  constant  use;  therefore,  in  1861,  the  firm  ordered  a complete 
set  of  new  dies  for  denominations  of  S2.5(),  S5,  S 10  and  S20  that  were  close 
facsimiles  of  United  States  coins  oflike  denominations,  the  only  difference 
being  that  upon  the  Cap  ofLiberm  on  the  lace  they  inserted  the  words  “Pike’s 
Peak,”  and  on  the  reverse,  instead  of  “The  United  States  of  America,”  they 
substituted  the  name  of  their  firm.  These  coins  bore  the  same  percentage  of 
alloy  and  were  of  the  same  color  as  those  issued  by  the  govermnent  mints,  but 
contained  one  per  cent,  more  gold  for  the  express  purpose  of  protecting  the 
holders  against  loss,  the  additional  weight  covering  the  cost  ot  transportation 
to  Philadelphia  for  recoining. 

These  issues  passed  current  throughout  the  mining  region,  and  all  bank- 
ers of  the  East  to  whom  they  were  known  paid  a premium  for  them.  The 
mint  thus  established  continued  in  active  operation  for  two  and  a half  years, 
in  which  time  about  53,000,000  worth  of  coins  had  been  struck.  To  accom- 
modate large  producers  they  coined  their  dust  for  them  at  a maximum  charge 
of  five  per  cent.,  but  this  w-as  soon  discontinued.  Having  abundant  Hinds  at 
command,  they  carried  on  an  extensive  business,  buying  gold  one  day  and 
coining  it  the  next,  when  the  money  went  into  immediate  circulation. 

In  1860  an  agency  was  established  in  Central  City,  one  of  the  larger 
centers  of  mining,  where  the  dust  was  purchased  as  it  came  from  the  sluices 
and  mills,  payment  being  made  in  coin,  checks,  currency  or  drafts,  as  the 
seller  might  elect.  For  the  further  convenience  of  the  public,  they  issued 
from  well  engraved  steel  plates,  five  dollar  notes  redeemable  in  Clark  & 
Gruber’s  coin  at  their  banking  house  in  Denver. 

In  1862  Mr.  Austin  M.  Clark  went  to  Washington  and  laid  the  whole 
matter  before  Hon.  Salmon  P.  Chase,  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  giving  him 
a full  and  candid  statement  of  what  his  firm  had  been  doing  in  Denver,  and 
presented  him  specimens  of  all  the  coins  issued.  Mr.  Chase  referred  the 
matter  to  the  Attorney-General,  w'ho  rendered  an  opinion  in  substance  that 
no  e.xisting  law  had  been  violated.  Without  going  into  details,  the  govern- 
ment finally  purchased  the  building  and  grounds  from  Clark,  Gruber  & 
Co.  in  Denver,  and  Secretary  Chase  drafted  a bill  for  the  establishment  of  a 
United  States  coinage  mint  there  but,  owing  to  the  influence  of  the  Pacific 
Coast  representatives  in  Congress,  the  bill  passed  locating  the  branch  mint 
at  Carson  City,  Nevada,  instead  ofin  Denver,  the  building  designed  for  that 
purpose  being  converted  into  an  assay  office  and  depository  of  gold  purchased 
on  behalf  of  the  United  States.  In  recent  years,  however,  the  Government 
established  a mint  at  Denver.Froiii  the  Old  Colony  Collection.

Clark,  Gruber  & Co.  Time  Line 

In  complement  to  the  history  of  the  firmbyjohnj.  Knox,  here  is  a time 
line  of  the  firm’s  activities: 

December  1859:  Framework  for  the  minting  business  was  begun  w-hen 
Milton  E.  Clarkjourneyed  to  New  York,  Philadelphia,  and  Boston  to  make 
arrangements  in  person  to  acquire  coining  and  metal  processing  machinery. 
It  is  believed  that  Bailey  & Co.,  Philadelphiajewelers,  made  arrangements  for 
the  dies.  At  one  time  it  was  suggested  thatjames  B.  Longacre,  chief  engraver 
at  the  Mint,  might  have  been  involved.  However,  a close  examination  of  the 
dies  reveals  distinctly  different  workmanship.  A local  maker  of  tokens  and 
medals  is  more  likely  to  have  done  the  work,  at  least  for  the  1861  (second 
year  of  issue)  dies. 

Spring  1860:  Austin  Clark  and  Emanuel  H.  Gruber  arrived  in  Denver 
and  purchased  several  lots  on  the  northwest  corner  ot  McGaa  and  F Streets, 
later  to  become  Market  and  16th  streets.  An  imposing  two-story  brick 
struemre  with  a stone  basement  was  set  up. 

July  16,  1860:  The  building  was  complete  inside  and  out,  and  coimige 
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operations  were  readv  to  begin.  At  hrst.  S 10  coins  were  minted. 

|uly  25,  1860:  The  Rocky  Mouiimii!  News  published  this  report: 

"In  compliance  with  which  invitation  we  forthwith  repaired  to  the 
elegant  banking  house  of  the  above  firm  on  the  corner  of  McGaa  and  F 
streets,  and  were  admitted  to  their  coining  room  in  the  basement,  where 
we  found  preparations  almost  complete  for  the  issue  ot  Pikes  Peak  coin.  A 
hundred  ‘blanks’  had  been  prepared,  weight  and  fineness  tested,  and  last 
manipulation  gone  through  with  prior  to  their  passage  through  the  stampi- 
mg  press.  The  little  engine  that  drives  the  machinery  was  fired  up,  belts 
adjtisted,  and  between  3 and  4 o’clock  the  machinery  was  put  in  motion 
and  ’mint  drops’  of  the  value  of  S 10  each  began  dropping  into  a tin  pail  with 
the  most  musical  ‘clink.’ 

"About  S 1 ,000  were  turned  out,  at  the  rate  of  fifteen  or  twenty  coins 
a minute,  which  was  deemed  satisfactory  for  the  first  equipment.  The 
coins — of  which  none  but  S 10  pieces  are  yet  coined — are  seventeen  grains 
heavier  than  the  United  States  coin  of  the  same  denomination.  On  the  face 
is  a representation  of  the  Peak,  its  base  surrounded  by  a forest  of  timber, 
and  ‘Pikes  Peak  Gold’  encircling  the  summit.  Immediately  under  its  base  is 
the  word  ‘Denver’  and  beneath  it  ‘Ten  D’.  On  the  reverse  is  the  American 
eagle,  encircled  by  the  name  of  the  firm  ‘Clark,  Gruber  & Co.,’  and  beneath 
it  the  date,  ‘ I860.’  The  coin  has  a httle  of  the  roughness  peculiar  to  newness, 
but  is  upon  the  whole,  very  credible  in  appearance,  and  a vast  improvement 
over  ‘dust’  as  a circulating  medium." 

1860-1861:  Mintage  of  S2.50,  $5,  SIO,  and  $20  coins  comprised  the 
output  of  the  firm.  The  issues  of  1860  included  the  tamous  $ 10  and  $20  with 
a fanciful  depiction  of  Pikes  Peak,  an  example  of  which  (the  $10)  is  offered 
here.  In  1861  only  the  Liberty  Head  motif  was  used,  probably  because  the 
resultant  coins  would  appear  to  be  more  familiar  to  users. 

1862:  The  facilities  were  sold  to  the  government.  Later  reports  referred 
to  the  estabhshment  as  the  Denver  Mint.  However,  no  coinage  took  place 
under  federal  auspices.  Years  later,  in  1906,  a new  Denver  Mint  was  opened, 
in  another  location  and  with  modern  facilities.  This  building,  expanded  in 
1937,  remains  in  use  today.

Additiou.illy 
the  graving  hues  used  to  line  up  the  peripheral  legends  are  still  visible  ii 
places,  having  never  been  lapped  from  the  die.  The  date  numerals  are  mis- 
aligned and  tilted  at  various  angles,  but  perliaps  the  most  interesting  porhoi 
of  the  reverse  design  appears  above  the  date  in  the  denomination.  Seemingly 
DOLLAR  was  initially  marked  in  the  die  as  1 )OL  AR.

1037  Quartette  ol  Alaskan  gold  charms:  An  interesting  group  of  four 
gold  tokens  associated  with  the  Klondike.  The  first  is  an  1897-dated 
Alaska  “gold  pinch.”  This  depicts  an  Indian  head  on  the  obverse, 
stars  around  the  rim,  and  a wreath  on  the  obverse.  To  avoid  dif- 
ficulties with  the  government,  the  denomination  is  given  as  one 
pinch.  Accompanying  is  a set  ofthe  three  different  gold  tokens  made 
for  the  1909  Alaska-Yukon-Pacihe  Exposition  held  in  Seattle.  The 
denominations  arc  one  quarter  dwt  (pennyweight),  one  half  dwt, 
and  one  dwt.  The  grades  range  from  EF  for  the  1897  Alaska  piece 
to  Mint  State  for  the  others. 

Such  pieces  were  made  and  sold  as  novelties,  particularly  at  the 
various  fairs  and  expositions  in  the  early  2()th  century.  The  1909 
A.Y.P.E.,  not  well  remembered  numismatically  today  as  no  com- 
memorative coins  were  issued,  had  as  its  theme  Klondike  gold.  By 
1915,  these  and  certain  other  tokens  were  put  together  in  a ham- 
mered copper  frame  and  sold  at  the  Panama-Pacific  Exposition 
under  the  title  of  “Coins  of  the  Golden  West.”  Further  details  are 
beyond  the  scope  of  the  present  offering.  Suft'ice  it  to  say,  the  1909

Owning  a 1794  dollar  has  always  been  hallmark  of  a great  cabinet.  In 
this  sale,  we  are  fortunate  enough  to  offer  two  different  specimens  of 
this  legendary  issue,  the  very  first  dollar  or  “unit”  of  the  United  States 
Mint.  For  those  advanced  collectors  who  wish  to  begin  a silver  dollar 
collection  at  the  beginning,  consideration  ofboth  specimens  will  be  a 
worthwhile  pursuit  and  may  even  result  in  the  addition  of  one  of  these 
coins  to  your  holdings.  This  particular  specimen  is  quite  sharp,  more 
detailed  than  most  1794  dollars  we  have  seen  over  the  years.  All  four 
digits  of  the  date  show,  though  the  bases  are  a bit  softer  than  the  tops 
as  is  typical  of  this  imperfectly  struck  first  attempt  at  a large  diameter 
coin.  LIBERTY  and  the  right  stars  are  crisp  for  the  grade,  while  the 
axial  misalignment  of  the  dies  caused  the  near-constant  weakness 
of  the  stars  on  the  left  side.  For  better  or  for  worse,  the  first  three 
stars  at  the  base  of  the  left  side  have  been  strengthened  with  careful 
engraving  strokes  outside  their  outline.  These  stars  are  rarely  present, 
but  here  are  present  in  a somewhat  modified  form,  perhaps  better 
than  no  detail  in  the  area  at  all  and  perhaps  not.  STAT  of  STATES 
on  the  reverse  has  also  been  strengthened,  while  OF  AMERICA  and 
the  eagle  are  nice  and  strong  and  the  tops  of  UNITED  are  weak. 
The  surfaces  are  a light  silver  gray  with  some  areas  of  brightness  and 
some  dusky  deep  silver  toning.  The  overall  eye  appeal  is  better  than 
that  found  on  a large  percentage  of  1794  dollars,  and  the  circula- 
tion-caused defects  are  minimal.  A tiny  diagonal  nick  above  17  is 
noted,  old  scrape  beneath  wing  on  left  side  of  eagle,  and  some  signs 


of  smoothing  behind  the  head. 

When  held  in  hand,  this  dollar  is  impressive — for  its  detail,  for 
its  history,  and  for  its  rarity.  Of  the  1,758  struck  less  than  10%  are 
thought  to  survive,  perhaps  as  few  as  120.  The  certified  popula- 
tion figures  are  bloated  with  resubmissions,  as  they  show  a total  of 
109  graded  but  perhaps  only  halfot  the  survivors  are  problem-tree 
enough  to  make  it  into  a normal  PCGS  or  NGC  holder  at  some 
grade,  let  alone  VF.  Of  course,  many  problem  examples  of  this  issue 
have  likewise  been  certified — we  can  identify  a few  examples  that 
were  once  gratf'itied  in  their  documentable  history  but  were  later 
repaired  and  certified  in  “normal”  holders.  In  essence,  very  few  are 
lucky  enough  to  own  a 1794  dollar  and  very,  very  few  are  fortunate 
enough  to  have  a chance  to  buy  a problem-free  specimen.  This 
rare  silver  dollar  will  undoubtedly  see  active  bidding  and  perhaps 
become  the  centerpiece  of  a specialized  cabinet  detailing  the  history 
and  romance  of  this  most  popular  denomination.

Some  subtle  au- 
tumnal orange  and  gold  is  present  above  Liberty’s  head  and  at  the 
stars  on  the  right  side  of  the  obverse.  The  reverse  is  a more  even 
medium  silver  gray,  just  a bit  deeper  at  the  peripheries.  The  surfaces 
are  very  nice  and  commensurate  with  the  grade,  showing  scattered 
minor  marks  and  only  light  hairlines,  certainly  not  enough  to  pass 
this  coin  over  on  the  basis  of  the  cleaning  noted  on  the  ANACS 
holder.  The  major  flaw,  as  noted  on  the  certification,  is  a rim 
bruise  or  dent,  above  BE  of  LIBERTY,  though  it  does  not  affect 
any  design  elements  aside  from  the  dentils  and  is  not  visible  from 
the  reverse  at  all.  Some  peripheral  adjustment  marks  extend  from 
rims  to  beneath  the  date,  beside  and  through  stars  5 and  6,  and  at 


LIB  of  LIBERTY.  None  are  visible  on  the  reverse.  The  usual  weak 
strike  in  the  southwest  quadrant  of  the  obverse  is  not  as  severe  as 
usually  encountered,  with  all  stars  at  least  outlined,  though  the 
tops  of  STATES  is  weak  as  is  characteristic.  A small  pit  is  visible 
above  U of  UNITED.  The  central  detail  on  both  sides  is  excellent 
for  the  issue,  with  the  chstinctive  head  used  only  in  1794  boldly 
rendered.  All  things  considered,  this  piece  is  a prize  among  1794 
dollars,  a coin  with  detail  and  eye  appeal,  perhaps  not  a gem  but 
showing  far  fewer  and  less  visually  dramatic  flaws  than  many  others 
we  have  been  proud  to  handle.  Its  addition  to  a set  of  dollars  will 
not  only  give  a firm  starting  point,  but  an  excellent  foundation  for 
any  advanced  cabinet.

In  numismatics  in  recent  times  we  have  seen  a return  to  interest  in 
collecting  popular  series  hy  die  varieties.  That  thrust  has  been  present  for 
a long  time  in  earlier  series  such  as  Capped  Bust  half  dollars,  large  copper 
cents,  colonial  coins,  and  the  like.  Within  Morgan  dollars,  varieties  were  aU 
the  rage  when  the  Van  Allen/Mallis  book  first  came  out,  but  faded  some- 
what since  then,  primarily  because  many  different  coins,  once  inexpensive, 
rose  in  price.  However,  Jeff  Oxman  and  Dr.  Michael  Fey  have  maintained 
interest  aU  along  in  this  specialty.  Now  the  grading  services  are  becoming 
more  aware.  Likely  sometime  down  the  line  it  wiU  be  standard  practice  for 
just  about  all  Morgan  dollars  to  be  attributed  by  spcciahzed  die  varieties, 
and  we’ve  recently  heard  that  PCGS  will  start  attibuting  Morgan  dollars  by 
VAM  numbers  for  those  who  want  such  a service. 

Collecting  such  dollars  by  basic  date  and  mint  variety,  perhaps  as  listed 
in  the  Guide  Book  ot  United  States  Coins,  will  no  doubt  continue  to  be  the 
main  focus.  However,  varieties  do  offer  a challenge  for  anyone  who  has  a 
strong  magnifying  glass,  a bit  of  patience,  and  enjoys  technicalities.  Within 
the  year  1878  alone  there  are  more  than  200  minute  differences  recorded 
among  dies,  and,  no  doubt,  many  more  differences  not  recorded.  The  year 
1880,  as  here,  is  remarkable  for  the  various  repunchings  of  the  date,  most 
prominent  on  the  Carson  City  issues.

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Wlien  ANACS  started  in  the  commercial  grading  business  in  the  late 
1970s,  Tom  K.  DeLorey  and  stall  assigned  split  grades  to  a coin.  This  was 
and  is  logical,  as  quite  often  the  obverse  can  be  in  a different  grade  from  tlie 
reverse.  However,  with  the  advent  of  slabbed  coins,  particularly  PCGS  in 
1986,  split  grades  fell  out  of lavor,  as  a single  grade  was  easier  to  evaluate.  Even 
so,  with  a single  grade  there  are  eleven  divisions  in  the  Mint  State  category, 
MS-60  to  MS-70.  If  split  grades  were  allowed,  such  as  MS-62/MS-63,  or 
MS-62/MS-64,  the  number  ol  possibilities  would  multiply.  This  would 
make  it  almost  impossible  to  construct  tables  of  market  value. 

Still,  today’s  single  number  grading  system  seems  to  leave  much  to  be 
desired.  We  have  gradeflation,  plus  many  situations  in  which  grades  jump 
around,  usually  upward,  on  reofferings. 

Further,  no  matter  what  number  is  assigned  to  a coin,  there  is  nothing 
in  the  number  that  tells  anything  about  striking  sharpness,  planchet  quality, 
or  eye  appeal.  Because  of  this,  while  numbers  are  very  satisfying  to  investors, 
just  about  every  sophisticated  buyer  goes  beyond  that.  Show  us  20  certified 
coins  in  the  same  grade,  and  you  will  show  us  20  coins  of  which  there  will  be 
varying  degrees  of  sharpness,  eye  appe.il.  quality,  and  numismatic  desirability. 
Although  a few  companies  have  gone  beyond  simple  certification  numbers 
and  have  assigned  other  descriptors  (Eagle  Eye  and  DLRC  come  to  mind), 
most  simply  give  a number  and  leave  it  at  that. 

The  preceding  translates  into  opportunity  for  anyone  caring  to  take 
the  time  to  become  a connoisseur.  Among  the  vast  ocean  of  coins  simply 
certified  with  numbers  there  are  many  shoals  and  rocks  to  avoid,  but  also 
treasures  to  be  found.

Earlier,  there 
had  been  no  mintage  from  1886  through  1888,  but  striking  was  resumed  in 
1889.  By  1900,  no  coins  had  been  made  there  since  1893,  and  it  was  decided 
that  no  more  would  be.  E.xisting  dies  were  packed  up  and  shipped  back  to 
the  Philadelphia  Mint,  including  at  least  a half  dozen  reverses  with  the  CC 
inintmark.  At  Philadelphia,  rather  than  wasting  the  dies,  each  of  them  was 
overpunched  with  an  O inintmark  and  sent  to  New  Orleans  for  hirther  use, 
creating  the  variety  offered  here.

Over 
a period  of  time  the  nicer,  older  issues  were  plucked  out  ot  circulation  in  Las 
Vegas,  eventually  leaving  a mixture  ot  worn,  common-date  Peace  dollars 
and,  last  to  go,  Morgan  silver  dollars  dated  1921 . By  1965  silver  dollars  were

General  Numismatics  Corporation  (later  known  as  the  Franklin  Mint),  to 
make  tokens  as  a substitute,  which  was  done  to  good  effect.

From  an  oft- 
reported  mintage  for  the  date  of  425  pieces,  though  conventional 
wisdom  today  suggests  that  considerably  more  than  that  number 
were  actually  made,  with  some  estimates  ranging  as  high  as  600 
or  so  pieces.  Regardless  of  actual  mint  output,  survivors  today  are 
treated  like  greatly  prized  rarities,  and  a gold  coin  collection  that 
sports  a nice  Stella  of  any  grade  is  considered  a notch  above  most 
cabinets.  The  present  specimen  is  deep  honey  gold  with  warmer 
golden  highlights  in  the  protected  areas.  Both  sides  exhibit  typical 
striations  on  the  devices,  and  in  the  fields  to  a lesser  degree,  which 
are  remnants  of  the  original  planchet  texture.  The  fields  are  highly 


reflective  and  the  devices  are  frosty,  satiny,  and  set  apart  in  a most 
significant  cameo  manner.  The  surfaces  are  hairlined,  which  ac- 
count for  the  grade,  with  the  obverse  showing  these  marks  moreso 
than  the  reverse.  However,  the  overall  eye  appeal  is  quite  nice  for 
the  grade  and  we  expect  that  this  piece  will  generate  considerable 
bidding  enthusiasm.

Mint  gold  rarity.  Its  place  at  the  beginning  of  any  date  or  type  set  of 
half  eagles  makes  its  popularity  everlasting,  and  this  specimen  w'ill 
prove  more  affordable  than  many  others  w'ith  similar  eye  appeal.

1544  1797  Breen  12-K.  Rarity-5+.  Net  VF-35,  sharpness  of  AU-50, 
but  once  used  in  jewelry.  An  important  specimen  of  this  great  early 
gold  rarity.  Even  light  yellow  gold  surfaces  show  some  brightness 
and  scattered  light  marks.  The  rims  are  intact,  without  evidence  of 
filing,  solder,  or  any  other  edge  disturbances.  A low  spot  hidden 
in  Liberty’s  hair  appears  to  have  been  worked  or  smoothed,  but 
now  shows  surface  quality  consistent  with  the  rest  of  the  coin,  and 
under  magnification  the  eagle’s  chest  appears  to  have  been  lightly 
smoothed  as  well.  The  detail  remains  good,  and  aside  from  a tiny 
dig  in  front  of  Liberty’s  chin  and  a dull  nick  across  Liberty’s  jawline 
there  are  no  serious  impact  defects. 

The  1797  $5  is  at  once  an  extraordinary  and  underrated  Ameri- 
can gold  rarity.  Its  mintage  of 3,609  pieces  is  the  lowest  of  any  date 
before  1815,  and  among  pre-Civil  War  issues  only  the  1815  and 
1854-S  have  smaller  mintages.  Add  to  this  that  the  1797  represents 
four  major  types:  the  15  star  obverse  with  Small  Eagle  reverse,  the 
16  star  obverse  with  Small  Eagle  reverse,  the  15  star  obverse  with 
Large  Eagle  reverse,  and  the  16  star  obverse  with  Large  Eagle  reverse. 
There  are  seven  known  die  varieties,  of  which  an  amazing  three 
are  unique!  According  to  noted  researcherjohn  Dannreuther,  who 
was  kind  enough  to  share  the  fruits  of years  of  research  with  us  (and 
will  soon  have  a book  on  early  half  eagles  published,  combining  his 
work  with  that  of  Harry  Bass),  there  are  just  20  or  so  examples  of 
this  die  variety  known — and  this  is  the  most  “common”  die  variety 
of  the  entire  year.  With  the  other  die  varieties  drawing  a .substantial 
premium  from  specialists,  or  perhaps  even  totally  off  the  market  as  is 
the  case  with  the  five  specimens  in  the  Bass  Foundation  collection 
and  the  three  in  the  Smithsonian,  the  real  collectible  population 
of  all  1797  half  eagles  is  tiny.  This  piece,  while  not  problem-free, 
will  afford  one  more  specialist  a chance  to  own  an  extremely  rare 
and  important  early  half  eagle.

This  coin 
is  not  the  prettiest  Small  Eagle  $5  we  have  ever  handled — it  is  not 
in  the  top  half  either — but  it  is  what  it  is:  a detailed  and  undoubt- 
edly genuine  specimen  of  the  historic  first  issue  of  an  enduring 
denomination,  a valuable  gold  coin  struck  when  Washington  was  in 
the  White  House  andjefferson  was  overseeing  the  Mint.  It  remains 
rare,  interesting,  historic,  and  collectible,  and  considering  some  of 
the  things  that  have  befallen  it  over  the  years  it  will  be  within  reach 
of  a broad  swath  of  the  collecting  community.

The 
strike  is  excellent  from  center  to  periphery  on  both  sides,  with  full 
details  in  places  such  as  star  centers  and  the  eagle’s  talons.  Some  very 
light  vestiges  of  adjustment  marks  are  noted  at  the  left  obverse  rim, 
affecting  only  the  denticles  and  a couple  of  stars  in  an  insignificant 
way.

The 
surface  quality^  is  excellent  for  the  grade  as  assigned,  with  no  major 
marks  and  only  light  hairlines,  not  the  visually  dramatic  overabun- 
dance of  hairlines  sometimes  seen  on  early  gold  pieces  of  this  exact 
same  grade.  Indeed,  compared  to  other  MS-63s  of  this  type,  we  feel 
this  ranks  high  in  terms  of  quality'.  Some  very  light  horizontal  adjust- 
ment marks  are  present  through  the  olive  branch  and  denomination 
at  the  base  of  the  reverse.  Though  the  PCGS  Population  Report 
suggests  10  examples  of  this  date  have  been  graded  MS-63,  tbe 
Dannreutbcr-Garrett  listing  ol  gold  coin  auction  sales  from  1994 
to  2003  does  not  list  a single  PCGS-graded  specimen  higher  than 
MS-62  transacting  in  that  time  period.

A classic  early  gold  rarity,  the  last  date  of  the  old  tenor  half  eagles. 
Even  light  yellow  gold,  a pleasing  shade,  with  good  lustre  remain- 
ing prominent  around  devices  and  peripheries.  The  surfaces  show 
no  heavy  marks  or  individual  distractions,  just  the  inconsequential 
hairlines  expected  at  this  grade  level  and  a single  thin  scratch  under 
the  eagle’s  wing  on  the  right  side  of  the  reverse.  The  visual  appeal 
is  even  and  positive;  this  is  simply  a very  attractive  but  lightly  cir- 
culated coin. 

The  1834  old  tenor  half  eagle  stands  as  one  of  the  most  historic 
issues  of  its  denomination.  Struck  in  the  first  months  of  the  year,  the 
1834  old  tenor  half  eagles  were  essentially  obsolete  the  moment  they 
were  coined,  as  their  bullion  value  exceeded  their  denomination. 
The  Act  ofjune  28,  1834  made  this  de  facto  obsolescence  the  law, 
changing  the  weight  of  all  future  half  eagle  issues  to  129  grains  (8.36 
grams)  instead  of  the  old  135  grains  (8.75  grams)  standard.  The  net 
mintage  of  these  obsolete  1834  half  eagles,  including  both  the  Plain 
4 and  Crosslet  4 varieties,  was  over  5(),()()0  pieces,  but  most  probably 
still  retained  their  complete  lustre  when  they  made  their  way  to  the 
meltcr’s  cauldron.  Breen  believed  that  only  14  to  18  specimens  of 
this  Crosslet  4 variety  exist,  fewer  than  the  number  of  survivors  from 
the  Plain  4 obverse.  Akers  agreed  that  this  variety  is  rarer,  calling  it 
“one  of  the  rarest  coins  of  this  type.”  None  appeared  in  any  of  the 
three  Bass  gold  sales.  The  Proof  piece  cited  by  Breen  and  Akers 
was  graded  only  AU-55  in  the  1982  Eliasberg  sale.  This  pleasing 
AU  would  stand  out  as  a centerpiece  of  a well-formed  collection 
of  major  American  rarities  or  early  gold  coins  by  date.

The  present  writer,  a great  fan  of  the  Liberty  gold  series,  is  always  thrilled 
when  a newly  found  specimen  of  an  elusive  date  is  uncovered,  particularly 
when  it  is  in  superb  Mint  State  condition.

Dies  were  sent  from  the  Philadelphia  Mint  to  the  branch  mints,  such 
as  Charlotte,  and  on  their  arrival  the  faces  of  the  dies  were  finished — by 
grinding,  basining,  pohshing,  and  other  processes.  Because  of  this,  coins 
made  at  the  Charlotte  Mint  have  a different  personality  than  those  made 
at  San  Francisco,  and  also  different  from  those  struck  in  Philadelphia.  In  a 
general  way,  the  die  finishing  at  Dahlonega  ranged  from  sloppy  to  barely 
acceptable,  at  Charlotte  it  was  a bit  better,  at  San  Francisco  and  Philadelphia 
it  was  superb,  and  in  New  Orleans  it  was  a bit  different — many  dies  were 
given  a prooflike  pohsh.  All  of  these  things  are  interesting  for  the  specialist 
to  contemplate.  One  rule  does  not  fit  all  years  from  each  mint,  and  there 
are  numerous  exceptions.

It  was  intended  that  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens  redesign  all  American 
coins,  including  the  S5  and  related  S2.50  gold.  However,  the  artist  died  on 
August  3,  1907,  with  most  of  his  work  incomplete.  An  intermediary,  Wil- 
liam Sturgis  Bigelow,  contacted  Bela  Lyon  Pratt,  a Massachusetts  sculptor, 
and  invited  him  to  create  designs  for  the  quarter  eagle  and  half  eagle.  Pratt 
copied  Saint-Gaudens’  eagle  for  the  reverse  (essentially  the  same  bird  de- 
picted on  the  1905  inaugural  medal  and  on  the  1907  SIO  gold).  The  obverse 
illustrates  an  Indian  chief,  realistic  rather  than  a fantasy,  a change  from  the 
female  representations  of  Miss  Liberty  wearing  Indian  headdresses,  typically 
reserved  for  males,  on  the  contemporary  Indian  Head  cent  and  1907  SIO. 
A somewhat  similar  reahstic  Indian  chief  was  used  on  the  face  of  the  Series 
of  1899  S5  silver  certificate  (but  with  a technical  error  in  the  execution,  a 
Pawnee  war  bonnet  was  placed  on  the  head  of  a Sioux). 

Although  the  earlier  Saint-Gaudens  SIO  and  S20  of  1907  were  lavishly 
praised  by  numismatists,  that  did  not  happen  when  the  1908  Indian  Head 
coins  were  seen.  Instead,  fierce  attacks  against  the  motifs  were  mounted  in 
newspapers  and  elsewhere,  including  in  pages  of  The  Numismatist.  So  far 
as  can  be  determined,  coins  ot  this  new  design  were  not  in  favor  with  col- 
lectors during  the  era  that  these  pieces  were  minted.  Not  until  the  1930s 
were  they  widely  collected,  by  which  time  the  opportunity  to  easily  acquire 
gems  had  long  since  passed.

This  represents  the  last  year  of  Carson  City  coinage.  In  1893  Augustus  G. 
Heaton  published  his  Treatise  on  Mint  Marks,  suggesting  that  readers  contact 
the  different  branch  mints  to  obtain  samples  of  current  coinage.  One  of  the 
first  to  do  this  was  John  M.  Clapp,  Pennsylvania  farmer  turned  oil  tycoon, 
also  involved  in  banking  in  Washington.  However,  he  just  missed  ordering 
from  the  Carson  City  Mint.

Clapp,  commenced  routinely  ordering  examples  as  they  were  produced. 
These  eventually  went  into  the  Louis  E.  Eliasberg,  Sr.  Collection,  1942,  and 
then  into  the  market  in  a series  of  sales  in  1982,  1996,  and  1997. 

Today  Carson  City  double  eagles  form  an  interesting  numismatic  spe- 
cialty unto  themselves.  All  dates  are  collectible,  with  the  1870-CC  being 
the  rarest,  although  a few  dozen  exist.  Generally,  the  first  several  years  are 
available  only  with  significant  circulation  and  not  much  lustre.  Later  years  can 
be  quite  lustrous  and  attractive,  such  as  the  1893-CC  in  the  present  lot.

A spectacu- 
lar example  of  the  Saint-Gaudens  design — would  that  the  designer 
had  lived  to  see  it  through  to  it  fruition.  The  relief  is  extraordinary, 
and  Miss  Liberty  strides  confidently  toward  you  in  all  her  full  blown 
artistic  glory,  while  the  reverse  American  eagle  soars  majestically 
through  the  sun  rays  of  another  dawning  day.  The  surfaces  are  es- 
sentially mark  free,  with  diligence,  patience,  and  low  magnification 
the  requirements  to  find  a mark  of  merit.  Yet  another  spectacular 
gold  coin  that  has  lain  dormant  for  decades  in  an  old-style  Wayte 
Raymond  coin  board,  and  is  now  brought  fresh  to  the  numismatic 


marketplace  by  American  Numismatic  Rarities. 

The  story  of  the  High  Relief  $20  is  a twice  told  tale,  but  is  always  worth 
repeating.  For  a long  time  many  collectors  have  considered  this  to  be  the 
single  most  beautiful  American  coin  design  made  for  general  circulation. 
From  the  mintage  of  slightly  over  12,000  examples,  probably  half  survive 
today,  making  them  available,  although  hardly  inexpensive.  Most  are  in 
grades  below  this,  with  the  general  range  from  AU-.S8  to  MS-62  being 
about  typical. 

The  design  had  its  origin  when  President  Theodore  Roosevelt  viewed 
some  ancient  Greek  coins  on  display  at  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  a pleas- 
ant walk  from  the  White  House.  He  was  fascinated  by  the  high  relief  and 
sculptured  quality  of  the  designs,  and  wondered  it  American  motifs,  which 
he  considered  to  be  quite  blase  in  comparison,  could  be  improved.  In  due 
course  he  contacted  Augustus  Saint-Gaudens,  America’s  best  known  sculp- 
tor at  the  time,  in  residence  in  Cornish,  New  Hampshire.  Roosevelt  had 
contact  with  the  artist  earlier,  most  importantly  in  the  design  of  a private 
inauguration  medal  Roosevelt  commissioned  Saint-Gaudens  to  make  after 
the  1904  election.  The  Mint  had  its  own  version,  created  by  Charles  Barber, 
but  the  president  wanted  something  special.  The  result  was  all  that  was  hoped 
for  (and  today  is  highly  desired  as  a numismatic  item). 

Saint-Gaudens  was  commissioned  to  redesign  the  entire  American  coin- 
age from  the  cent  through  the  double  eagle,  a sweeping  change.  Sketches, 
plasters,  and  other  experiments  were  made  at  the  studio,  including  a hneup 
of  a long  row  of  eagle  models  to  test  the  reactions  of  those  who  looked  at 
them — this  particular  bird  being  similar  to  that  used  on  the  inauguration 
medal  and,  later,  on  the  reverse  of  the  1907  SIO.  The  main  focus  of  attention 
was  the  double  eagle,  the  largest  circulating  coin  at  the  time.  Saint-Gaudens 
proposed  high  relief  on  both  sides,  plus  the  artistic  touch  of  placing  the  date 
in  Roman  numerals.  Charles  E.  Barber,  chief  engraver  at  the  Mint,  protested 
that  this  artistic  design  would  not  work  at  all  in  terms  of  practicality  on  a high 
speed  coining  press.  This  set  up  a confrontation  between  President  Roosevelt 
and  Barber,  the  details  of  which  have  been  given  in  many  places,  includ- 
ing Q.  David  Bowers’  Guide  Book  ofUmted  States  Double  Eagles  (Whitman, 
2004,  available  from  us  or  any  coin  shop).  The  artist  was  in  failing  health, 
had  cancer,  and  became  increasingly  weak.  By  early  1907  models  and  test 
strikings  had  been  accomplished  for  the  double  eagle,  including  the  making 
of  the  famous  Ultra  High  ReUef  patterns,  and  some  work  had  been  done  on 
the  eagle.  Beyond  that,  little  had  been  accomphshed.  Saint-Gaudens  died 
on  August  6,  1907,  after  which  an  assistant,  Henry  Hering,  and  the  artist’s 
son,  Homer,  completed  the  work. 

The  Philadelphia  Mint  at  Roosevelt’s  request  struck  the  new  double 
eagles  for  circulation,  but  it  was  a difficult  process.  At  least  three  blows 
of  the  coining  press  were  necessary  in  order  to  bring  up  the  design.  This 
was  fine  for  artistic  purposes,  but  not  practical  in  terms  of  making  double 
eagles  in  quantity,  this  denomination  being  by  far  the  most  popular  in  the 
coinage  system.  Accordingly,  after  slightly  more  than  12,000  pieces  were 
minted  in  December  1907  and  early  1908  (from  the  same  dies)  the  regular 
or  “Arabic”  double  eagle,  in  shallow  relief,  took  its  place.  The  modified 
version  was  struck  in  December  1907,  at  the  same  time  the  High  Relief 
coins  were  still  being  made.  Afterward,  the  modified  design  endured  until 
1933,  with  a change  in  1908  by  adding  the  motto  IN  GOD  WE  TRUST 
to  tire  reverse. 

Today  the  Saint-Gaudens  National  Historic  Site  in  New  Hampshire 
has  displays  of  coinage  models,  sculpture,  and  many  other  of  his  creations, 
centered  in  Aspet,  the  home  of  the  artist,  and  in  his  studio,  aU  set  on  beautiful 
grounds  in  the  rolling  hills  not  tar  from  the  Connecticut  River.

When  the  MCMVII  pieces  first  were  released  in  December 
there  was  a wild  passion  to  acquire  them.  Bank  tellers  and  others 
snapped  up  all  they  could  find,  and  within  weeks  pieces  were  sell- 
ing for  $28  to  $30.

Newly  Discovered  1925  Norse  American  Medal 

in  Copper 

Perhaps  Unique  Die  Trial 
Solitary  Certified  Example 


1905  1925  Norse  American  medal.  Proof-63  BN  (NGC).  Medium 
to  deep  chestnut  brown  with  some  lighter  highlights  around  the 
protected  areas.  An  attractive  example  of  the  design  type,  here  in 
a small-sized  format  normally  reserved  for  gold  examples  of  the 
issue.  The  recently  discovered  rarity  is  the  subject  of  a feature 
article  in  Coin  World  (October  10,  2005  edition),  where  all  of  the 
salient  details  of  the  discovery  are  made  public.  In  that  Coin  World 
article,  it  notes  that  Rick  Montgomery  of  NGC  told  the  author 
that  it  made  perfect  sense  for  the  present  discovery  specimen  to 
be  classified  as  a trial  piece,  though  NGC  did  not  note  such  on  its 
holder.  The  article  further  notes;  “The  United  States  Mint,  which 
produced  the  octagonal  medals,  has  historically  tested  some  new 
dies  for  precious-metal  products  in  baser  metals.  Even  when  other 
pieces  have  been  struck  in  wTong  or  exotic  metals,  apparently  or 
even  openly  for  sale  or  trade  to  collectors,  they  have  been  catalogued 
as  ‘die  trials.’”  We  know  of  two  copper  trials  for  the  silver  Norse 
American  medals,  one  a uniface  reverse  and  the  other  a normal  two- 
sided  strike,  but  this  is  the  first  copper  trial  of  the  smaller  gold-issue 
size  we  have  ever  heard  of  The  consignor  of  the  item,  Anthony 
C.  LaVerghetta,  found  this  previously  unknown  and  unrecorded 
die  trial  while  looking  through  a collection  of  tokens  that  had  been 
put  aside  some  years  ago  and  only  recently  examined  by  the  owner. 
One  hundred  gold  examples  of  the  issue  were  struck  in  the  same 
size  format,  though  53  of  those  were  later  relegated  to  the  Mint’s 
melting  pots  as  unsold.  The  remaining  47  pieces,  the  first  five  of 
which  were  given  to  individuals  high  in  the  pecking  order,  all  have 
numbered  edges.  We  suspect  the  present  small  copper  octagonal 
medallion,  designed  by  James  Earle  Fraser,  will  create  quite  a stir 
when  specialized  Norse  American  Centennial  collectors  vie  for 
ownership  rights.

A good  rule  oi  thumb  for  those  who  would  collect  Canadian  coins  is 
that  the  coins  ofVictoria,  almost  without  exception  across  the  denomination 
spectrum,  can  all  be  considered  moderately  to  extremely  rare  in  grades  EF 
or  Finer,  especially  when  found  with  original  surfaces  and  a minimum  of 
problems.

1872-H  ten  cents.  EF-40.  Medium  silver  gray  with  some  golden 
highlights,  especially  on  the  reverse.  Probably  lightly  cleaned  long 
ago,  but  long  since  retoning  and  mellowing.  A few  faint  marks  are 
noted. 

An  obverse  die  crack  descends  from  the  rim  above  Victoria’s  head, 
through  the  G in  GRATIA,  and  downward  into  her  hair.  A second  obverse 
die  crack  ascends  upward  from  the  rim  through  the  A in  CANADA  then 
upward  to  the  bottom  of  Victoria’s  truncation.

1955  1875-H  ten  cents.  AU-58  (NGC).  Lustrous  silver  gray  with  a 
hint  of  gold  and  rose  at  the  rims.  Repunched  0 in  denomination  on 
reverse.  A scarce  and  desirable  date  in  the  denomination,  though 
with  a somewhat  confused  inintage  figure  (see  below).  According 
to  The  Charlton  Standard  Catalogue  of  Canadian  Coins,  “Through  a 
clerical  error  part  of  the  mintage  of  1874-H  dated  coins  was  assigned 
into  the  next  year’s  production  figures  therefore,  the  mintage  figures 
for  the  two  years,  600,000  and  one  million  respectively,  have  been 
combined.”  Following  this  logic,  the  1874-H  ten  cents  had  a mint- 
age of  600,000  pieces,  while  the  1875-H  date,  as  offered  here,  had 
a mintage  of  one  million  pieces.  This  seems  illogical  to  the  present 
writer,  as  the  1875-H  issue  is  valued  at  many,  many  multiples  of  the 
1 874-H  issue  in  all  grades  across  the  board.  Perhaps  there  was  a major 
melting  of  the  1875-H  issue,  or  perhaps  the  Charlton  “guesstimate” 
at  the  assigned  mintage  figures  is  offin  some  way.  Conversely,  perhaps 
the  Heaton  Mint  was  offin  its  figures.  It  certainly  seems  as  though 
something  more  on  the  lines  of  1.3  million  1874-H  pieces  would 
have  been  coined,  with  perhaps  300,000  or  so  1875-H  coins  actually 
struck.  Of  course,  this  is  idle  conjeemre  on  the  writer’s  part,  and 
merely  an  attempt  to  create  discussion  as  to  the  discrepancy  between 
the  mintage  figures  and  the  apparent  rarity  of  the  date. 

1956  1883-H  ten  cents.  AU-55.  A highly  lustrous  and  largely  brilliant 
coin  with  taint  champagne  toning,  a coin  that  comes  oh-so-close 
to  true  Mint  State.  Indeed,  we  would  not  be  surprised  to  learn  at  a 
future  time  that  the  present  1883-H  Canada  ten-cent  piece  found 
its  way  into  a MS-62  holder,  for  it  is  that  nice.  One  of  300,000 
e.xamples  of  the  date  struck,  and  like  all  Victorian  coins  of  Canada 
quite  rare  at  AU  as  offered.

.supports  pale  champagne  highlights  on  both  sides,  while  splashes

light  scattered  marks  are  present,  none  of  them  visually  overbear- 
ing. From  a mintage  for  the  date  of  150,000  pieces,  the  lowest 
regular-issue  mintage  in  the  entire  Canada  ten-cents  series,  1858 
to  present.

One  ot 
the  most  important  key  dates  in  the  entire  Canada  25-cents  series, 
and  a well  respected  rarity  when  found  at  EF  or  finer,  as  here. 

As  with  the  1875-H  10-cents  issue  offered  earlier,  the  Charlton  StJii- 
dard  Catalogue  of  Canadian  Coins  is  greatly  at  odds  with  the  tnintage  figures. 
Regarding  the  production  numbers  for  the  1874-H  and  1875-H  25-cent 
pieces,  the  catalogtie  notes:  “Through  a clerical  error  part  of  the  mint.ige 
of  1874-H  dated  coins  was  assigned  to  the  nc.xt  year’s  production  figures. 
Therefore  the  mintage  figures  for  the  two  years.  I.W'O.OOI*  and  one  mil- 
lion respectively,  have  been  combined.''  Again,  with  a mintage  figure  ot  at 
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least  one  million  pieces  according  to  the  somewhat  skewed  mint  records, 
we  must  surmised  that  either  wholesale  melting  or  limited  distribution  of 
the  1875-H  issue  accounts  for  its  great  rarity  today;  it  is  difficult  to  imagine 
that  a coin  with  a reported  mintage  tigure  of  1 million  pieces  could  be  such 
a scarce  date  otherwise.

Variety  with  L.C.W.  on  Victoria’s  truncation,  the 
initials  of  the  designer,  Leonard  Charles  Wyon  of  the  famous  Wyon 
family  ot  engravers  that  had  served  the  Royal  Mint  in  England  for 
decades.  A choice  coin  in  all  regards. 

This  denomination  began  its  life  in  Canada  in  1870.  In  that  year,  the 
initial  coinage  did  not  feature  the  designer’s  initials,  L.C.W.,  on  the  queen’s 
truncation.  This  was  soon  rectified,  and  a small  shamrock  was  also  placed 
in  the  crown  just  behind  the  foremost  cross.  The  first  variety,  that  without 
L.C.W.,  is  one  of  the  most  desirable  rarities  in  Canadian  coinage.

The  decision  was  made  for  fear  that  a new  swelling  of  1920  and 
1921 -dated  coins  into  circulation  that  late  in  the  decade  would 
raise  fears  of  counterfeiting.  It  is  currently  thought  that  somewhere 
near  75  to  100  examples  or  so  of  this  great  rarity  currently  exist, 
the  thought  being  that  most  of  the  survivors  were  from  Specimen 
sets  or  circulation  strikes  sold  to  mint  visitors. 

The  present  coin  is  “condition  rarity”  in  just  G-6,  as  many  of 
the  known  survivors  of  this  date  are  in  the  choice  to  gem  Mint 
State  or  Specimen  grade.  The  offering  here  of  this  well-circulated 
example  of  Canada’s  most  prominent  rarity  is  sure  to  stir  bidding 
activity  across  a broad  spectrum  of  bidders.  When  gems  of  the 
date  are  offered,  the  population  of  bidders  is  naturally  small,  as 
not  every  collector  can  aspire  to  a five  or  six-figure  coin  in  his  or 
her  collection.  However,  this  circulated  rarity  opens  the  door,  if 
you  will,  to  scores  upon  scores  more  of  attentive  bidders,  those 
who  can’t  afford  a gem,  but  certainly  may  find  a way  to  stretch  the 
numismatic  budget  to  include  this  great  rarity.

The  mintage  figures  given  for  the 
years  1946  and  1947  |2,041,  and  38,400,  respectively]  must  be  considered 
unofficial  although  they  are  believed  to  have  come  from  a mint  officer 
many  years  ago.”

Interestingly,  the  Charlton  reference  notes 
that  the  provincial  government  on  Prince  Edward  Island,  which 
become  a member  of  the  Canada  Confederation  in  1873,  experi- 
enced great  difficulty  in  having  its  bronze  cent  coinage  adapted  for 
circulation  use.  It  took  nearly  10  years  to  deplete  the  entire  stock, 
some  two  million  pieces,  and  according  to  the  reference,  the  last 
of  the  Prince  Edward  Island  cents  were  sold  at  a 10%  discount,  or 
90  cents  on  the  dollar.  A nicely  struck  example  with  just  a touch  of 
weakness  in  the  large  tree’s  leaves  on  the  reverse;  this  area  is  often 
flat  and  unappealing.  All  told,  a lovely  and  spectacular  example  of 
the  issue,  one  that  is  worthy  of  premium  bidding  activity.

Reverse  double  struck,  traces  of  first  strike  still  present  around  letters 
in  denomination.  Produced  no  doubt  as  one  of  many  historical  efforts 
to  sway  Great  Britain  toward  a consideration  of  decimal  coinage;  that 
would  finally  occur  in  1971  with  the  introduction  of  the  100  “new 
pence”  to  one  “new  pound”  system  that  has  since  been  refined  even 
further.  An  attractive  example  of  a pattern  rarity  that  is  back  in  the 
numismatic  marketplace  after  more  than  20  years,  one  that  will  be 
no  doubt  be  greatly  appreciated  by  its  next  owner. 

The  portrait  ofVictoria  on  the  obverse  of  this  particular  pattern  is  unfin- 
ished in  the  die.  Close  inspection  reveals  circular  lathe  marks  on  Victoria’s 


neck,  as  well  as  an  area  of  roughness  that,  if  intentional  on  the  engraver’s 
part,  resembles  nothing  more  than  a large,  lop-sided  attempt  at  a snowflake 
earring,  something  so  garish  in  appearance  it  is  unlikely  that  Queen  Victoria 
would  have  allowed  it  on  her  portrait.  Additionally,  many  raised  die  lines 
cross  the  bottom  of  her  neck,  and  another  patch  of  die  lines  makes  it  look 
as  though  Victoria  is  sporting  a Charlie  Chaplin  mustache!

James  Wyon  is,  as  the  name  might  suggest,  a member  of  the  Wyon 
family  of  England  from  which  literally  scores  offamed  artisans  and  engravers 
emerged.  Our  James  Wyon,  one  of  many  so-named  in  the  Wyon  family, 
worked  as  private  assistant  to  his  first  cousin,  William  Wyon,  from  1825  to 
1851,  at  which  time  he  was  appointed  on  probation  to  the  post  of  Resident- 
Engraver  to  the  Royal  Mint  in  London,  an  appointment  made  permanent 
in  1854.  Failing  in  health,  James  Wyon  was  accorded  a retirement  pension 
in  1861.  and  passed  on  to  his  due  reward  in  1868.

This  pattern  ofVittorio-Enianuele  III  reminds  the  present  writer  (FW) 
of  an  old  “war  story”  told  to  the  writer  by  an  old  and  dear  friend,  Joset  Uckar, 
a World  War  II  veteran  who  passed  away  a few  years  ago  at  the  age  ot  89. 
“Mia  paisan  Joe,”  as  I called  him  for  many  years,  was  a hero  in  my  eyes  (and 
he  also  made  the  finest  home-made  wine  I’ve  ever  had,  but  that  had  nothing 
to  do  with  his  hero  status).  Born  in  Macedonia  and  raised  in  Trieste,  Joe 
was  in  the  Italian  Army  at  the  outbreak  of  World  War  11,  He  was  given  a 
choice — join  Mussohni’s  Fascist  Army  or  go  to  a prison  camp.  Joe  chose  to 
go  to  a slalag,  from  which  he  escaped  twice.  He  was  nearly  beaten  to  death 
by  the  Fascist  prison  camp  guards  alter  his  first  escape,  but  he  lived  and  then 
escaped  again,  spending  the  rest  ot  the  war  fighting  with  Italian  and  other 
partisans  in  the  Alps  and  across  central  Europe.  After  the  war,  Joe  and  his 
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wife,  Marie,  moved  to  Montreal  where  their  two  daughters  were  born  (their 
oldest  daughter  is  a very  close  lifelong  friend  of  my  wife,  which  is  how  1 
came  to  knowjoe  some  30  years  ago).  In  the  early  1960s  the  family  moved 
to  New  York  State,  and  on  July  4,  1976,  Joe  and  his  entire  family  proudly 
became  American  citizens!  If  1 could  only  sit  with  Joe  and  have  one  more 
glass  of  wine  and  hsten  to  his  “war  stories”  told  in  broken  English  just  one 
more  time,  ah,  how  fine  and  wonderful  that  would  be!
